fame tenor were produced by the arch- 
bi/hop of Canterbury, the Lord- chancellor, 
and Moniieur Kreynberg the refident of 
Jfancver, under the hand and feal of the 
eleAor of Brunfwick, his then Majefty, 
nominating nineteen perfons, to be added 
to the feven great officers appcioted by the 
faid t€t, tocompofe the Regency. The firft

(in the abfence of the duchefs of Somerfit, 
who was indlfpofi^I] was chief mourner, 
fupported by the dukes of Somerfet 2nd Rich- 
wumj, in long robes, wearing their collars 
of tlie order, her train borne by two 
dicfaeOes, affiled by the King's vice-cham- 
berlain, and followed by two other duchefTes 
at the head of fourteen counteffes as affif- 
tantf, all in long veils of black crape; and 
after them the hdies of the bed-chamber, 
and the maids of honour, in like veils ; 
then the bed-chamber women, and the gen- 
gentlemen penfioners dofed the proceffion. 
At the entrance into the church, the 
dean* prebends, and choir, received the 
coyal body with an anthem, and marching 
before Nomy king of arms, who carried

After fermon, his Majefty repeated and 
figned the declaration or ten eftabliihed by 
a^ of parliament, and then took the coro- 
nation oath, which he likewife fubfcribed, 
and* in King Edwr^t chair, placed in the 

middle 
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middle^of the area before the altar, was 
aaointed by the Archbiihop in the form of 
a crofsy on the crown of hit head, breafl, 
and palms of his hands, and prefentedwith 
the fpiirs, and girt wich the fvrord, and 
iKfted with his purple robes \ and having 
received the ring, the orb, and fcepters, 
was ioiemoly crowned about two o^clock,

nation medals, they having the King*s ef-

Then his Majefty made a fecond obla-

and the duke of Roxburgh, the marquifes 
of Annandale and Tweedale, the earls of 
Selkirk, Loudoun, Rothes, Haddingtnn^ and 
Forfar, the lords Torpicheu, and Beihaven, 
&c, embraced this opportunity of ihewing 
their loyalty to king George. 

The earl of Mar fet up his ftandard at 
Kirk'Mictaot, and proclaimed the Pretender. 
He continued here four or five days, ;ind 
then, with his company, confifting of no 
more than 60 men, marched to MouVm, 
tktsce to Logarthy theacc^ cncrcaied to 



xooo, to Dunkeldi t^ from thence beisg 
2000 ftrong, they (iet forward for Ferth* 
This town was feised Septmber the i^th, 
by John Hay, brother to the earl of Km^ 
noui, at the head of 200 horfe, preventing 
the earl offlothes, who was then maiching 
to fecure it for the King« with coo men. 
Here th^ rebels furni/hed themfielvef ' with 
arms, by fending out parties for that pot^ 
pofe, and by feizing a (hip bound for the 
north to the earl of Sutherland, who waf 
raifing his tenants for the King, in which 
they found 300 complete ftand. Maekit^ 
top now joined them at Ferth, with 500 
^ut men, well difch>lined, and armed; 
thefe marched to the (ea coaft of Fife, an4 
there with five other regiments, v/s. Mart 
.own, Strathmore\ Nairn\ Murray^, and 
Drummcnd*6, in all 2500, having feized 
alJ the boats on that coaft, embarked, and 
in fpite of the King's ihips in the Fhthp 
1500 of theni got fafe on (hore,. the reft 
putting back. Mr. James Murray arrived 
at Ferth from France, and took the cha* 
rzGttx of fecretary of ftate to the Pretender* 
About thif time a ftrong party attempted 
to furprife the garrifon of fnverlocby, and 
took two redouhtSy in which were an of- 
ficer and twenty men, but tl^ main gar- 
rifon being on their guard, ooliged theni 
to retreat, and thry marched thence into 
Arfylefbire ', they alfo, juft before this, atr 
tempted to furprixe the caftle of Edinburgh* 
Lord Drnmmond, with ninety choice per- 
fons, all gentlemen, were picked out for 
the enterprise ; they had corrupted one 
Ahiejly, a ferjeant, a corporal, and two 
centinels in the caftle \ thefe were to aifift 
upon the wall near the fally port, by drawr 
ing up a icaling ladder ; but all the joints 
of it not coming at once, it proved too ihort 
for any one to get over the wall.

H'ortley Montague, efq. was appointed tft 
fucceed Mr. Sutton, as ambaflador at Cm» 
fiantincple* 

April iS. About fifty Perfons wexe 
brought to London, and confined in the Sa^ 
voy, in order to make them witnefles againft 
their brethren the Preficn prifoners. 

April 26. About this time eeneral Cado* 
gan iinifhed the reduftion of the Highland* 
clans and the reft of the Scots, who laid 
down their arms, and fubmitted to mercy. 

May 2. A thoufand pounds was prid to 
Sir Thomas John, for tranfporting 130 of 
the Prefton prifoners, from Liverpool to the 
Plantations. 

May 4* Brigadier Jf^tlljam Macktntotbf 
John Mackintojh, Charles H^ogan, Robert 
nehburne, James Talbot y H^illiam Ddmaboy, 
Alexander Delmahoy, and John Talker, eight 
of the Prefibn prifoners, made their efcape 
out of Newgate \ whertupon a proclama- 
tion was Iffued the next day, offering a 
reward of lOOoA for apprehending the firfty 
and 500/. for each of the reft ; but all of 
them arrived fafe on the other fide the wa- 
ter, except Mr, Talio, who wu retaken.

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The dufee tifJUarlbcrau^b wu tiken ill 
kbout thit time, after which he had vety 
litde enjoyment of himfelf, being rendered 
incapable of bufinefs, or any rational plei> 
iUre. 

May 7. The royal aflent was glTcn to an 
mEt for cnarging and continoing the duties 
on malty mum» cyder, and perry, for the 
ferttct of the year 1716 ; and for compel- 
ling fereral receivers to finifh and clear 
their accounts ; and for making duplicates 
•f exchequer bills, lottery tickets and or- 
ders, loft, burnt, or deftroyed ; and for in- 
larging the time for adjufting claims in 
certain benefit-tickets j and for allowing 
the charge of executing the lottery a6t for 
the fervice of the year 1710 : and for re- 
cofering monies of feveral land-taxes relied 
in the hands of collectors or conftables at 
St« ^han% \ and for preventing frauds in 
the duties upon foap $ and for limiting a 
time for pcrfons who have certain annuities 
for life or Utcs, to denund the payments 
thereupon at the Exchequer ; and for pre- 
▼enting frauds in the duties relating to 
printed and painted paper, calicoes, and 
•ther things therein mentioned. 

An a£t to enable his Majefty to grant the 
tegalities and lands now remaining in the 
crown in North^ff^afu and Sontb-fValeSf and 
county of Cbefiery to his royal highnefs the 
prince of fTalu, in fuch manner and form 
' as the principality of Wales, and earldom 
of CbtBery have formerly been granted to 
the princes of Wales \ and alfo to enable 
his faid Royal Highneff to make leafes ef 
lands, being parcel of his Royal Hlghnefs^s 
duchy Of Cornwall, ox annexed to the 
iame* 

An z€t for inlarging the time of conti- 
nuance of the Parliament, appointed by an 
aft made in the fixth year of the reign of 
king WU^am and queen ili^ry, ihtltuled, 
an 9& for the frequent'meeting and calling 
of Parliaments. 

Some of the reafonii given for repealing 
tile triennial aft were, That it kept up par- 
ty divifions, occafioned great txpences, and 
oblhu^d foreign alliances. That there 
was fuch a ferment in the nation, thit an 
eledion would probably occafion another 
rebellion. That frequent eleQions render- 
ed the governmeint dependent on the ca- 
price of the multitude. Another Parlia- 
ment might imitate the laft, forfake and 
dcfert our beR allies, who could not depend 
npon us, while we were every day changing 
hands. A triennial Parliament would make 
a triennial adminlftratlon* That when 



they had, trith much difficoity and danger^ 
fecured their religion, laws, and liberties^ 
when all was at ftakefrom the treachery of 
the late miniftry, *nd the unnatural pro^ 
ceedings of the laft triennial Parliament, 
why ihoold they rifque the having a new 
one chofcn by Frencb money, and then vot- 
ing by French directions } Why flioold not 
this Parliament continue till they had 
finiflied what diey had fo happily begun ? 
The people had oeen bribM, and preached 
into the Piettender^s intereft, and a diflke 
of the Proteftant fucceflion, for feveral 
yenn. It became, tbeiefoie, rather neeef- 
fity than choice to apply an extraordinaiy 
remedy tb fuch an extraordinary diftafe. If 
the people had exprell^d fb much fatisfat- 
tloo at his Majeil^*s acccAon as was pre- 
tended, what had the King done to lofe 
their afieCHons ? Probably thofe who pre- 
tended seal for the King*s fonrice, a^ed on- 
ly an hypocritical part, and meant nothing 
lefs. 

To which it was enfwered, That the lift 
Parliament had not deferved thefe'fovere re- 
fledtions. They had been very forward in 
exprefling their affeftions to his Majefty, 
and fettled the fame revenue on him that 
was given the Queen, as Ibon as they were 
alTembled. That when his Majefty came 
to uke poflTefllon Of the throne, he was re- 
ceived with the general acclamations of the 
people, and it would have been very eafy at 
that time to have united the whole king- 
dom, and confirmed the people in their loy- 
iilly. That it was a great miftake in fome 
of the King's friends not to preferve peace 
at home, after his Majefty was come to the 
throne, with the univerlal applaufe and Hi- 
tisfa£tion of his fubje£ts. That the divifi- 
ons, difcontents, and uheafinefs, that fol- 
lowed, was to be aftribed to the unreafe- 
nable ftfentments, avarice, and ambition of 
fohie, and to the unaccountable folly aAd 
madnefs of others. That the people had an 
indifputable right to appoint their reprefen- 
tatives in Parliament, and by a late law to 
do this every three years. That they wek-e 
chofen repreientarives in purfuance of that 
law ; and therefore whenever that triennial 
term expired, the people had a right to 
chufe new reprefentarives. That It could 
never be fuppofed to be the defign of the 
people, that their repreferttatives flioold ^ 
ftroy thofe that made them. That if thef 
had a right to continue themfelves one Year 
beyond their triennial term, they had it in 
their power to make themfelves perpetual. 
They could no longer be faid to fuMft by

tke clioice of the people^ but by their own 
■ppointmentf whenever the three years for 
which tbey were chofeii (hoold expire. 
That the people were guanied by frequeitt 
ABd new Parliamenti againft the weaknefs, 
folly, and corruption of their reprefenta- 
tivcfi j and the paffing thi< bill wu an open 
▼jolatjon of the people** liberties^ a breach 
of their truft in that part whicR moft fenfl- 
bly affeAed the people, who chofe them 
their reprefentatives. And as nothing but 
the fccurity of the miniftry could make it 
needfbl, nothing but the ftanding army 
conld make it lafHng. That this bill was 
To far from preventing eapences and corrup- 
tion^ that it would rather increafe them ; 
for the longer a Parliament was to laft, the 
more valuable their feats would be in it, and 
better worth the purchafing ; and it would 
be better worth the while of the court to 
^prchafe the eledort and the ele^ed. The 
people would by this bill be deprived of the 
only remedy they had againft thofe who 
cither did not underftand their interef^s, or 
who, through corruption, wilfully betray- 
cd them \ namely, by choofing better men 
in their places.

and five grains of fine filver } but filver in 
boJlion is nfualljr worth two*pence or three- 
pence an ounce more than in eoio. A gui- 
nea is worth fo much fiiver as will OMike 
twenty fliiUings and eight-pence« When 
ftips are lading for the Esji JtuUes, the de- 
fluJnd of filver for exportation raiies the 
pace to fiveihiUinfS and fix-pence and five 
fiullings and eight-pence ^«r ounce, or above. 

Gold tn Sfmh uii' Ptrtiural is of fixteen 
limes more vaUue than filver} fo that a 
guinea there is worth two and tv^enty ihil- 
lingnand one penny. 

In Frsmcg, a pound weight of fine gold 
is worth fifteen pounds weight of fine filver. 
In HUU md and Hmmgsfy, a guinea is worth 
twenty ihillingt and feven-pence halfpenny. 
In Jtmijfy Gtrwaany^ Pslmulp JDmonark, and 
lYswwfea^ n guinea is worth twenty fhilUogs 
■iM feven-pencei fiis^ence, five->penec, and 
finr-pence. 

In Stoedtm^ gold is lowefl in proportion 
to filver ) which made Sir Jfaac Newton 
iufpe^ that crown-pieces, and other coirv- 
od filver^ were fent thither for iron, copper, 
and oavalftores. 

In Chimm and Jafan, one pound weight 
of fine gold is worth but nine or ten pounds 
weight of fine filver { and in £aji Ind'm 
twelve pounds ureigfat; which carried all 
the filvjer out of vEvrs^ to Chms and IiWm.

1720-21, Jan. 4* At the meeting again 
of the Houfe, Sir Jofepb JtkjU having re- 
prefcutcd, that, before, they proceeded any 
farther, they ought tofecure the perfonsand 
eilates of thofe they ha J reafon to look 
upon at the authors uf the public misfor- 
tunes; he therefore moved for a bill to 
reftratu the fub-governor, deputy-gover- 
nor, dirccl< rs, trcafurcr, under-treafurer, 
cafhicr, fecrctary, and accountants of the 
Sou:b Sea company, from going out of the 
kingdom for the (pace of one year and till 
the end of the next feftion of Parliament, 
unj for difcovering their eftites and eftedls, 
and preventing the tranfporting or alienat- 
ing the fame : which was agreed to. 

Next, they refolved, that a committee 
fhould be appointed to inquire into all the 
proceedings relating to the execution of the 
South Sea a€t ; and that the number (hould 
be thirteen, and chofen by ballot. To 
them were referred the ffveral books and 
paper;, which were laid before the Houfe 
hy the South Sea company ; and they were 
afterwards voted a committee of fecrecy. 

The lord Hinch\nhroke moved, that the 
directors, &c, might bie immediately taken 
into cuftody, for fear the moft criminal 
might withdraw out of the kingdom, be- 
fore the bill againft them was gone through 
both Houfes. THe directors petitioned, in 
viin, to be heard by their counfel againft 
the bill. 

Earl StanJtope propofed, that the eftates 
cf :he criminals, whether directors, or not, 
fhould be confifcated, to make good the 
publio loifes.

After which, his Majefty made a fpeech 
tD both Houfes : he faid. He could not in 
Jafticc part with this Parliament, without 
retunung them his fincereft thanks for their 
Aeady and reiblote aiherence to his perfon 
nd government, and to the intereft of the 
ftoteftant caufe, both at home and abroad. 

That they mull be fenfible, that his 
cnenouea were, at thisjunfture, reviving, 
intb the greateft indu^lry, the fame wic- 
ked asts of cahmny and defamation, which 
had been the conftant preludes to public 
tfoobles and diforders : but he had fu juft a 
pmfideace in the afiefttons of his fubjefts, 
and in regard for their own welfare, that, 
he was perfuaded, they would not fu^'er 
Aemtelves to be thus impofed upon, and 
betraytd into their own deftroftion. 

For iut part, as the prefervatloo of the 



conftitution in church and fbte Aould aU / 
ways be his care, he was firmly determin<*4 
to continue to countenance fuch as had tna« 
nife(led their zeal for the prefcnt eila« 
bli/hmenr, and had the religious and civil 
rights of his fubjefts truly at hc^rt. 

Then the Parliament was pruro^ed to 
the 15th inftant. 

A lift was publiflied about this timer, of 
fixtv Peers, created, advanced^ or called up 
to the Houfe in this reign.

, A pamphlet was publiihed about this 
time, called *Tbe Frethc/der, who declares, 
he will not give his vote for any one, who 
will not promife to re-eftablilh triennial 
Parliaments, and make a ftrift enquiry 
into the application of the public money, 
particularly 250,000/. given to end the war 
in the north ; the deficiency of 800,000/* 
in the civil lift, fince fdpplied by Parlia- 
ment ; the reafons why the debt of the 
army, firft eftimated at 400,000/. had fuel* 
led to above two millions, where i,200,ooOi'« 
was certified to belong to foreigners ^ and 
who fliall not ftriftly enquire into the ad- 
vantages accruing to Great Britain by the 
Baltic and Mediterranean fquadrons, where- 
by the expences of the fleet were increafed 
more than three millions fterling above 
what was neceflfary in time of peace. 

Spencer Compton, efq. made receiver and 
paymafter general of all his Majefty*s guaids 
and forces ; as alfo paymafter of the roy^l 
hofpital at Cbelfea, 

H^aller Baccn, efq. made commifTary-ge- 
neral of his Majefty ^ flores of war and pro- 
vifions in the iHanci of Minorca, 

JV. B. There were bonfires, illumins- 
tions, ringing of bells, and other deraon- 
ftrations of joy, in the citie5 of London and 
JVefiminfter, upon the diifolution of the 
feptennial Parliament. 

Marcb I 5. jirundel Coke, efq. and Join 
JVoodLurne, labourer, were tried at the af- 
fixes at Bury in Suffolk^ npon the Coventry 
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9i€t, for flitting the nofe of Edward Crifttf 
efq. ('wbofe filler Coke had married) with

They were both 
convicted before Sir Pettr Kingt and re- 
ceived fentence of death \ and were executed 
the 31ft inftant. Se€ before, the 6th of 
January. 

March t9. Dr. ff^tUis, bifliop of Ssrum, 
and lord almoner, on behalf of his Majefty, 
laid the firft ftone in the foundation of the 
pariih church of St. Mart'm^s 'm the Fields ;

The fmall-pox was inoculated 
on the two young princefTes, Amelia and 
Carolina, daughters cT' his royal highnefs 
the prince offVales ; and both recovered. 

May 4. Sir James Montague, knt. one 
6f the barons of the Exchequer, was made

Buty, deceafed. 

The beginning of this month, his Ma- 
jefty had full information of a confpiracy 
formed again ft him \ the firft notice of 
which came from the duke of Orleans, re- 
gent of France* 

Upon this information, a camp was mark- 
ed out in Hyde-park, to which the guards 
mafched the next day. Orders were ifTucd 
to all military officcis immediately to repair 



to their refpe^ve commands. Lieutenants 
general Macartney was difpatched to /rr- 
Umd, to bring over fume troops from thence 
into the weft of England, MeHengers were 
font to Scotland, to fecure fomc fufpccted 
perfons ; and the States of Holland were de- 
fired to keep in readinefs the guarantee- 
troops, in order to be fent into England in 
cafe of neceftity. 

May 8. The lord vifcounC Tn&i^^fiM/, 
one ot his Majedy*s principal fecreLiries of 
ftate, by his Majefty*s command, fent a 
letter to the Lord Mayor of London, to ac- 
quaint him, that hit Majefty had received 
repeated and unaueftiooable advices, that 
feveral of his fubje£b had entered into a 
wicked confpiracy in concert with traitors 
abroad, for raifing a rebellion in this king- 
dom, in favour of a Popifti Pretender ; but 
at the fame time he was firmly aflured, that 
the authors of it neither were nor would be 
fupported, nor even countenanced by any 
foreign power ; and that this effort of the 
malice of his enemies would be turned to 
their own confufion : and recommended the 
prefervation of the public peace, and fe- 
curity of the city, to his lordihip and his 
brethren. 

May 9. The Lord Mayor and aldermen 
prefented an addrefs to his Majefty, aflur- 
ing him of their fteady and unalterable af- 
fedion and zeal for his perfon and govern- 
menr, and for the continuance of the Pro- 
teftant fuccefiion in his family. 
, They faid, when they rene£lcd on the 
many blefTings which Britains enjoyed under 
the prote^on of a Prince, who made the 
laws of the land his rule for the govern- 
ment of his people ; when they confidered, 
that neither the civil or religious rights of 
his Majefty*s fubjefls had met with the leaft 
inftance of violation fince his acceffion-j 
when they lecoUe^ed his Majefty*s royal 
clemency and benevolence fince the Iaft 
rebellion ; they could not but exprcfs the 
utmoft abhorrence of thofe vile r.nd detefta- 
ble perfons who fhould again cunfpire to 
bring a free and happy people under the 
yoke of tyranny and fuperftition, and in- 
volve the nation in a ftate of blood and mi- 
fery, and the utmoft confufion. 

And they declared, that they would exert 
themfelves with the utmoft care and vigi- 
lance for the prefervation of the public 
peace, and the firm fupport of his Majefty 
upon the throne, &c» 

This addrefs of the city of London pro-

The court anfwered, that as to hischaiai^ 
it muft be left to thofe to whom the cuftodjr ' 
of him had beoi conunitted, but when h« 
came to his trials they ihould be taken off", 

Mr. Hungerford, the prifoner*s counfej* 
replied, that his irons had been fo grietroua 
to him that he could not deep but in one ' 
pofture, and that he could not ftaod at thit 
time, if the gentleman gaoler did not help . 
to hold up his fetters, and he thought he. 
might challenge the King*s counfel,topve 
an inftance where any prifoner was ever 
ihackled with irons in the Tower before 
Mr. Layer : that his irons ought to be taken 
off when he is brought before the court to 
plead, as well as at his trial, that his mind 
might not be difturbed by any uoeafinefs 
his limbs (hould be under $ and as there 
was no reafon a prifoner fiiould be in irona 
at all, but to fecure him, that could be nn 
reafon here, for it was impoffible he fliouU 
efcape out of court. That what they had 
to fay in relation to his plea, might take up 
as much time as his trial, and therefore 
there was as much reaibn for taking ofl'* his 
irons now as then ; and ' cited lord Cekep 
That when prifoners come in judgment^ 
they (hall be out of irons \ and the Mitrour* 
which fays, it is an abufe, that prifoners be 
charged with irons, or put to any pain, be- 
fore they are attainted. And at the ar- 
raignment of Cranburne, the lord chief 
juftice Holt ordered his irons ihould be takeyi 
off before he pleaded ; but the court refufed 
to order the prifoner*8 irons to be taken off, 
notwithftanding the arguments on his plea 
of mifnomer laded feveral hours. 

The prifoner, in the debate concerning 
talcing off his irons, obferved, that they 
were not put on till a fourth or fifth exami- 
nation, infinuating, that there was another 
reafon for loading him with them, befidcs 
the keeping him in fafecuftody. 

The Commons voted two (hillings in the 
pound.

We received advice alfe, that, on the 
atth of Aeguft laA-, there happened a ter- 
rible horricane at Jammcs\ whereby 26 
Alpl were Caft away, on^third part of 
Xikgflon deftroyed, and many families loft 
by^'tnft fea breaking into it ; and the da- 
mage done to the plantations throughout 
the Country, in the language of the Oover- 
not, was 'inconceivable. - 

A terrible ftorm happened in Georgia 
and Florida.

la a condition to oft'er terms to his Majefty,

Hefolved alfo. That the copy of the faid 
jecluiitibn be burnt by the hangman ; in 
which ' refolutions the Commons agreed, 
jind joined with the Lords 10 an addrefs on 
the occafion.' 

iVW. 17. The addrefs of the Lords and 
Commions was pre fern ed to his Majefty, 
importing, That they Wete filled with afto- 
nilnment at the prefumption of the Pre- 
tender, -iii decUring himfelf in a condition 
t» capitulate with his Majefty for th; fur- 
render of their religion And liberties ; that 
nothing could have raifed his hopes to fo 
extravagant ik degree of prefumpfion, but 
repeited encouragements and afTurances 
ffomUi^ coflfpiracod, founded on the moft 



injudicious and grofs mifreprefentations of 
the inclinations and afteAioas of bis Ma* t 
jcfty*s fubjefls j and they begged leave to 
aflurc his Majefty, in the moft io\tmn man- 
ner, that neither the impotent menace of • 
foreign afliftance, or the utmoft eflbru of . 
domeftic triitors, fhould ever deter them 
from ftanding by his Migefty with their • 
lives and fortunes, in fupponing his title 
againft the Pretender. 

Nov,ii, Cbrijiopber Loiter tried at the 
King's Bench bar* for high treaibn, and - 
foand guilty. 

The principal overt-a£^s of the treafon 
laid in the indidment, were, the prifoaer*t . 
pobli(hing a declaration, containing incite* 
ments, andpromifes of rewards, to ftir up 
his Majefty *s fobjeOs to take up arms, and . 
levy war againft his Majefty ; and his draw* . 
ing up a plan of the tnfurre^ion, and com- 
municating it to his accomplices ; whereby 
it app^ared^ they were to fcize the King, 
the Prince, lord Cadogan, and other great, 
men ; to furprife the Tower, and the pofta 
about IVbitebaU and St. Jamei\ and Oj 
plunder the Bank. This was to be done 
at the breaking up the camp in JJyde park, 
when they expected to be joined by naajr 
of the oflicera and foldiers in the army. .

The earl of Strafftrd afterwards com- 
plaining, that his name was printed in a pre- 
tended lift of the confpirarors in the J9^eekly 
Journal, J* Read, in fflfite-Friers, -the 
printer thereof, was ordered to appear at the 
bar $ and, on his abfconding, was ordered 
to be taken into the coftody of the black 
rod.

AfrilzS, John Plunket heard at the bar 
of tne Houfe of I^ords, hiving only a fo« 
licitor. 

The King*s counfel ofieririg to read 
Neynoe*s confeHions before a committee of 
council, Plunket oppofed the reading of 
them, obferving that the examinations of 
a dead man, neither (igned or fwom to hf 
him, ought not to be admitted in evidence 1 
but the queflion being put, whether the ex- 
aminations of Philip Neynoe, filice dead, 
fhould be read, in proof of the confpiracy ia 
general ; it was carried, after a long debate 
in the affirmative : and it is remarkable^ 
that the Lords who voted for the reading 
them, refufed to infert the words, not taken 
upon oath, or Jigned by him, though thit 
was admitted to be the fj^fX on all hands. 

The next day, the bill of pains and pe- 
nalties to be inflifted on Plunket^ being 
read a third time, was pafled ; againft 
which feveral Lords protefted. 

His Majefty was pleafed to grant to Henre 
St. John, lord vifcount Bolingbroke, hit 
pardon about this time. 

April 30. George Kelly was heard at tho 
Lords bar, againft the bill for inflifting 
pains and penalties on him ; aflifted by hit 
counfel.

Kelly made the fame objeftions to thk 
reading the confeflions of Neyihe, which 
were neither (igned nor fworn, as Plmnket 
had done, but was over-ruled in like man* 
ner. Mr. Bingley, who was taken up with 
Neynoe at Deal, alfo depofed, that Neynm, 
owned to him, that, in order to humour 
thofe in power, and to get money from 
them, he had told them feveral floriet of a 
pretended confpiracy, and by thit means 
got three or four hundred poundt of Mr. 
fValpole\ and among other drodgerieP Mr»^ 
H^etfolt recoiled of. hia^ nt prevailed oa 
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him to coiiTcy into one of Mr. Kcllfs 
drawers, a lift of names of perfons con- 
cerned in the confpiracy, that the faid lid 
mifht be feized when Kelly was appre- 
hended. 

This being a heavy charge upon Mr. 
ff^alpolcj it was thoyght proper to adjourn 
the hearing till -next day, that Mr. JValpole 
night have an opportunity of clearing him- 
felf. 

Whereupon Mr. H^al^le attended the 
Houfe the next day, [May 2] and gave the 
following account of the matter upon oath, 
vias. That on the 28th of July laA, he re- 
ceived a letter, fubfcribed S, T. intimating, 
that if the writer received encouragement, 
he would make confiderable difcoveries :

The preomblc of thefe three afts recited, 
that in the years 1721 and 1722, there had 
been a horrid confpiracy to invade this 
kingdom, raife a rebellion, fcize his Md- 
jefty and the prince of IValcsj furprife the 
Tower and city of London, &c» and fub- 

vcit 
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vert the coaftltutioiiy and place a Popifli 
Pretender on the the throne, of which 
Chrifitpbv Lapr had beea attainted ; and 
in carrying on of which deteftable confpi- 
wt^^ the biihop of Recbejitr, &c, had been 
pdocipal M&on, traiteroufly confulting and 
contfpondiog vrith divers perfons to raife a 
rebellion, and procure a foreign force to in- 
?ide this kingdoniy and depofe his Majefty : 
therefore to manifeft their abhorrence of fo 
abominable a confpiracy, and their regard 
ht the prefervation of his Majefty and the 
gBvernmenty they tnzik, that the faid Fran- 
Of lord bUbop of Recbefter, from the i ft of 
Taw, 17x39 ihall be deprived of all his of- 
fices, dignities^ promotions, and benefices 
ccdefiaitical, and be for ever rendered in- 
capable of any fuch j and fliall be for ever 
Miilhed this realm, and all other his Ma- 
jefty*a dominions, from the 25th of July, 
J713, and if he return into the fame, (hall 
be adjudged guilty of felony without benefit 
of clergy, and be incapable of a pardon ; 
tad all perfons who ihall aid or aflift in his 
ictiim> or harbour him, fliall alfo be ad- 
jadged guilty of felony without benefit of 
deigv ; and all perfons who fliall hold any 
coneipondence with him, fliall in like man- 
arr be adjudged guilty of felony, unlefs li- 
ceafed by the fign manuel. 

PluMktt and Kelly were adjudged to be im« 
^oned during his Majefty*s pleafure, and 
were imprifoned in the Tower accordingly ; 
bat KeUy made his efcape from thence to 
Trsnce,

Then his Majei^y acquainted both 
Hoaief, that he had ordered the Lord 
Chancellor to declaro to them, in his name 
and words, the reafon of his coming that 
day to Parliament : whereupon the Lord 
Chancellor read a paper, called The King^s 
Sfetcbf wherein he applauded the prudent 
meafures they had taken for the defence of 
tha kingdom ; and aflured them^ the con- 
fidence they had repofed in him, fliould ne- 
ver be nftde ufe of, but for their fafety and 
defence ; that the confpirators had brought 
tbetr wicked arts to fuch perfection, that 
Aey confidently carried on their traiterous 
frojc^ in defitnce of law^ from ta afiUrance 



of their being able to ^ude it } which 
made it necefTary for the legiflature to exert 
itfelf in punifliing the oftenders ; and yet 
the juftice of Parliament had been fo tem- 
pered with mercy, that the moft dlflTatisfied 
muft acknowledge the lenity of their pro* 
ceedings. 

That their firmnefs muft convince all the 
world, how much they were miftakeik, 
whofe chief hopes were founded on the dif* 
afie£tion of his people ; and their enemies 
would now ceafe to flatter themfelves with 
the vain imagination of bein^ able to fub« 
vert the eftablifliment. 

He acknowledged their readinefs in rai^ 
ing the fupplies, and commended them for 
doing it without laying any new burdens on 
his people ; he congratulated them, thatf 
notwithftandingthe late alarms and diftur- 
banccs, credit fliould fo far revive and flou* 
rifli, that the fupplies were raifed at sv lower 
iotereft than formerly, and part of the na» 
tional debt reduced from an^intereft of five 
to three per cent, and put in a courfe ol 
being foon difcharged. 

He acquainted them with his defign to 
go abroad, and confided in their wifdoaiy 
to prevent the enemy taking any advantage 
ill his abfence \ and faid, that it fliould al- 
ways be his firft defign to gain the aftec- 
tions of his people, and they might depend 
on his protection in the full enjoyment of 
their religion, liberty and property. 

The good bifliop of St. Afafb was under 
fo much concern Icfl his hrothtr of Rocbejitr 
fliould efcape, that when his counfel had 
endeavoured to prove, that he did not dic- 
tate the treafnnable letters in queftion, be- 
caufc at the time they were fuppofed to be 
written, he was not in a condition to write 
or dilate them, he (the bifliop of St. 
Afapb) rofe up, and faid. He thought it 
his duty to acquaint the Houfe, that at that 
very juncture he received a letter from thebi* 
fliop ofRocbefter, of his Lordfliip*s own hand 
writing. This voluntary evidence feem- 
ed to have a great eft'eCt upon the Houfe : 
but the bifliop of RocbeJUr challenging hit 
brother of Afatb to prove it, and offering 
to put the whole of his caufe upon that An- 
gle point, the biihop of St. Afapb, in great 
confufion, was obliged to acknowledge he 
was not certain of the time ; and the prifon- 
er*s fervant, who was at the bar, and charged 
with carrying the letter, denying he car- 
ried any fuch, and the bifliop of St, Afapb 
not being able to produce the letter, he 
was obliged to take fhame to himfelf ; and 
bis impotent attempt to convift the bifliop 
Ma of 
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of B»MUr %VM loolccd upon as an argu* 
oent of hit ionocence. 

The deprived bifliop of Rocbtfier^ with 
Mr. Morrictf his Ton in l»w, and his 
daughter, embarked on board (he Aidho' 
rmfh man of war, on the iSth of June^ and 
on the lift arrived at Cafais, where he met 
lord JBoRnghrckt returning to England : 
whereupon heobferved they were exchanged. 

There is a paflage or two in Mr. ff^eary, 
the folicitor general's fpeech, in his obfer- 
Yitioni on the puniihment defigned to be 
anfli^ed on the bidiop of Jiocbefier^ that 
"dcferves our confideration. 

The Solictor fays, ne will venture to af- 
Ban, that this is the mildeft puniihment 
that ever wis infli£bed tor fuch an ofi'dnce, 
fmti* high-txcafopi) his life was not touch- 
ed ; his liberty or property afte^ed ; he 
was only expelled that government he dif- 
approved ; which viras abfolutely neceffary 
for its fecurit'y. 

But was it from any tendernefs for the 
Biihop, or fome doubts of his guilt, that 
this lenity proceeded ? Was there not fame- 
thing 6f pique that made fome men ot figure 
' his enemies, who could not be eafy while 
}kc iate in the fenate, and therefore promoted 
bis excile ?

About this time came advice of a new 
perfecution of the Proteftants, or new con- 
verts, in France, anfl particularly of feveial 
of their preachers, who were condemned to 
perform the amende btnorahle : that is,^ to 
be ftripped to their fiiirts, and with a rope 
about their necks, and a burning wax-taper 
in their hands, to declare in fume pub- 
lic place, that they have wickedly difobeyrd 
the orJ'.TS of his Majefty concerning reli- 
gion, in performing their fundions ; and 
having begged pardon of God and the King« 
to be nanged till they were dead. Thofe 
who entertained' them, or heard them, were 
condemned to the Galleys, or perpetual im- 
prifonrnent ; and the houfes where their 
affemblies were held, were ordered to he 
ra^cd to the ground. 

This year came advice from Jamaicaf 
that captain Taylor^ commander <fa pirate- 
ijbip, called the Cajfandra, formerly belong- 
ing to the Eafi India company, made an 
offer to the duke of Portlandt governor of 
Jainaica, to furrender himUlt'and his crew, 
with moft of their riches, upon conditioii 
of a pardon ; but that the duke refufed his 
offer, and iifued his orders for defiroyingor 
apprehending the faid pirates ; whereupon 
the captain of the Qaffardra made the like 
offer to the govcrnoir of Porto BeUo, who ac- 
cepted of the lerms; and there the captain and 
his crew went aihore to enjoy their plunder 
among the Spamjh Indians. It is faid the 
value of the goods in this ihip amounted tp 
a million flerling ; one-fourth part where- 
of the pirates agreed to give the Spanijb go- 
vernor, and the reft they divided among 
themfelves, being 144 men, moft of them 
Englifh, 

About the fame time came advice from 
Rhode IJland, that at a court of admiralty 
held there in Jufyt twenty-five pirates, 
taken by captain Peter Solgard, commander 
of the Greyhound man of war, were found 
guilty, and ordered to be executed on the 
19th of that month.

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When this grayer was ended, the Pope 
fat down, .put on his mitre ag/ih, and Uieh 
descended to the HoJy-gate> where he un- 
coTcred himielf, and kneeled' dbwn upon a 
cofhion oJ-' white dannafk ; then taking the 
crofa in ht« right hand, and the burning 
taper in his left, with a ftrung voice, \i 
Itrock up 7eDeumf which was continued by 
the mu6c. Then letting go the crofs and 
taper, he entered through tfte Holy-gate, 
and went to the chapel of the Crucift:t> 
which it contiguoiM to it. There be plac- 
ed himidf on a throne tn£\^i oh purpofe 
for him, and CAlling to the knights of St.

The Cardinak follo\«ed two and two, 
with tapesa in their hah't, killing the 
tbreniold of the gate, and after them the 
Archbiihops^ Biflipps, Abbots, Penitenti- 
fffies, the duke of GravUna^ the fervatois 
of RomCf the foreign miniflers and nobility.

kiiTed his Majefty^s hand. Garter king of 
arms was commanded to adminifter the oath 
to the duke of Montague^ who took it kneel- 
ing, and then hit Majefly put th6 like rib- 
bon about his Grace's neck. After which 
his MajefTy knighted feveral other lords Jnd 
gentlemen hereafter named, and put the 
ribbons with the badges over their i&oulders. 
His grace the duke of Bicbmond, who was 
abfent, by reafon of his late iicknefs of the 
fmall-pox, and lord Glenercby, who was 
beyond fea, were at the fame time declared 
knights of this order.

The antiquity of this order is very great ; 
at it was derived from the ancient Frankt 
by the Saxensf who with other cuftoms 
Introduced it into Englaud, When the 
Fr«sls conferred knighthood, they ob- 
fer^ed among other folemn rites, that of 
bathing before they perfor9)ed their vl;>ils ; 
which ritet continued to be pra^ifed in 
2ngUnd\ and from thence were termed 
Knights of the Bath. 

In X399* ^^ ^^' '3*^ ^^ OS^^tTf HtKiy 
IV. for his coronation, conferred a degree 
•f kalfchthcod, under the exprcfs appella- 
tion of Knights of the Bath, when he con- 
feried the fame on forty -fix efquirrs, who 
Had watched all night before, ao'l had 
bathed themfeKes.

The Great Mafter in his full habit, and 
with the collar of gold, compoied of fevcsal 
imperial crowns, tied or linked with knots 
of gold, reprefcnting the white laces men- 
tioned in theandeat ceremonials of confer- 
ring the knighthood of the Sstbp wdghiog 
thirty ounces troy weight, having the badge 
or fymbol of the order thereto pendeat, his 
Grace being covered with the white hat, 
adorned with a plume of white feathers* 

Sir jtiuhrw Ftmmain^ P'^T for prittce 
ffUlkm^ went therefore covered with his 
hat in this proceffion, canying the mantle 
upon his right arm« 

In this form they pmceeded to the 
chapel of Hetuy VII. at the eail ead ef 
the Abbey of W^mwfitr. 

The twelve ahns.men there enteied two 
and two, and coming to the middk of the 
the choir, did altogether, In a body, make 
their joint and low r e v er ences to the altari 
and turning about, then made thdr ohei- 
lances to the Sovereign's ftall, and divid«^ 
lag themfelves, ftood on each fide la a few 
down from the ruls of the altar. 

The flseflengers of the order, la like

The efquires, having made a fiiort ibnj 
at the doer, while the alms-men and aief- 
fengers placed themfelves, entered three and 
three, and being in a body, made the like 
reverences together in the middle of the 
choir, and flood before thdr refpe£l!ve feats^ 
which were underneath the fblls o^ their 
knights. 

The prebendaries of the church of IP^ 
minfteTf two and two in the ikmt mannert 
placing themfelves witlun the rails of die 
altar to affift at divine itnrice. 

The purfuivaats, heralds, and the pro* 
vindal kings of arms, likewife entefed» 
and were permitted to Hand before the 
forms, under prince fftWmm** ^U, wh* 
had command givea them by the great 
mafter to take efpecial care to Iheir tlie 
knights their refpedift bantta apott :tlicir 
entries.

Prince tTiBrnm^ who hj the ftatutea is 
declared to be Che firft and principal com- 
pMJiin of this order, and to be pLkoed neact 
to the Sovereign, at this time came into the 
chapel in perfon | and the Sovereign having 
bean pleaied, in regard to the tendemeis of 
hia age, to difpenfe with his obfcrvance of 
dl Iho righu of this order that might give 
Am any fatigue, ha therefore immediatelj 
■fceadadinto his ftall, being iaveflcd in hia 
ktlc aod coUar, and fat down there co* 



Bstk king of arms then made his reve* 
itneos Ui the middle of the choir, and 
ttmiflg himielf to the great mailer, who, 
riiaking his double reverences in the choir, 
tsofc his ^11, and there repeated hia obsi- 
nod Ut down covered vrith his white 



Thea the prosy of the duke of Rieh^ 
'afcendod into the ftall of his principal 
hi like manner, and ftood there uncovered, 
heldiBC Che mantle upon his right arm. 
• Then Bmb turned himfelf to the two 
knights in the next ftalls, who, at the 
ftme Snftant, made the like obeifances be- 
>lsw, and repeated them in their ftalls, and 
tut down uncovered. 

In like manner, all the refidue of the 
tMipansons and proxies, having waited the 
fating of thofe in the upper ftalls, in their 
fsihcs, cook their refpedive ftalls, by 
-BiirSy through fiach paftfagoi, as the trou- 
bling any knight in an higher ftall might 
kft be avoided. 

Which being done, the efqutres, having 

Mde thtir reverences in a body, retired to 

-Iheir leafts, after them the officeraof arms, 

and the officers of the order, pUced them- 

ttvts oa thcii Hormi ivMi the like cere- 



monies. The provincial ' king of arms, 
and the herald, accord iog to a requeft 
made to the Great Mafter, were allowed 
tp fit on benches in this preient ceremony^ 
placed at the foot of prince HHIiam't ftali» 
the porfuivants ftanding before them* 

Bath and the gentleman-uiher, forth* 
with arole, made their reverences in the 
middle of the choir, and being followed 
by the dean in like manner, proceeded to* 
wards the ftall of the Great Mafter, who^ 
making his obeiiances in the middle of thai 
choir, proceeded to inft^l the knightf ia , 
the following manner. 

The Great Mtfter tntared into the Aali 
of the knight companion next in height t« 
his own, and having there given the proxy 
of the duke of Ricbmnd the tranfcnpt of 
the ftatutes attefted uokdtr the feal of xhm 
Older, the dean admiaiftered unto him thn 
oath in the name of hia priiicipa), ^««b 
holding the book of the Gofpelsj and the 
Great Mafter then feiited the proxy down in 
the ftall, who, rifing, made his double re» 
▼treaces, and continue ftanding holding 
the mantle. 

The grttt mafter, with the .like atten- 
dance, having made his obeifance in tha 
middle of the choir, then repaired to tha 
ftall of the duke of MMcheJhr, delivering 
to him the copy of the ftatutes $ and the 
dean having adminiftered the oath, whick 
was of the tenour following,--*' You ftiaU 
honour God above all things $ you fliall ba 
ftedfaft in the faith of Cbri^ } you fluOl 
love the King, and him and his right 
defend 'to your power j you fliall defhnfl' 
maidens, widows, and orphans. In thc^ 
righu, and (hall fufiar no axtoi^oa at 
far as you may prevent it; and of aa great 
honour be this order unto youf as ever it 
was to any of your progemtors or oth«n«** 
-^Bdtb then delivered the collar of the o«- 

Ider CO the Great Mafter, whp put it aboi|C 
Che neck of the duke of Maidkfttr, and 
placing the white hat on liis hesd, ieated 
him down in his ftall, covered with hifl 
white hat, adorned with plumes of white 
feathers. 

The Great Mafter thus proceeded through- 
out the reftdue of the ftalls, perfiormi^f 
the like ceremonies to the knights and 
proxies refpe^vely. 

Which being finlAed, and the Great 
Mafter returned to his own ftsll, the dean 
was conduced to the altar $ and Batb and 
the gentleman-uftier being returned to their 
benches, which ceremonies were perform* 
cdw|th thediieebd£ttceS| diving knk^ 
O t thea 
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then begto, duruig which time the kiUghtt 

SUced their hats upon the cuihions laid 
efore them. 
Upon the firft fentence of the offertory^ 
Jm yourliwbt fi fltine] &c. the mufic plty- 
inf, ^tf/^ftepped from hii bench, made bis 
double reverences in the middle of the 
choir, and, coming before the ftall of the 
junior knight, bowed to biro, and imme- 
diately turned himfelf to the oppofite fide, 
bowing to the knight in that ftali, who 
irofe, and making their double obeifances 
both at one time in their ftalls, defcended 
into the middle of the choir, where they 
repeated the fame, and retired under their 
binncrs. Bath then» in like manner, fum* 
noned the knights in the next ftalls, and 
lb throughout the next courfe of ftalls, 
fpmmoning them by pairs, and the proxy 
of the duke of Riehmotul fingle, and then 
^e Grqit Mafter, and after him prince 
Willtam alone, who all of them, with the 
like ceremonies, placed themfelTes under 
their banners. 

Bath returned to his bench ; and the 
provincial kings of arms, making their 
reverences, waited upon prince fVUfiam, 
who, upon his going from under his ban- 
sier, made his double obeifances, and being 
thus preceded, made his double reverences 
Jlear the rail of the altar, and at the rails, 
to the altar only, where kneeling down, bis 
highnefs made hii offering into the bafon 
held by the dean, aftifted by the preben- 
daries. ' And he repeated the fame re- 
verences in his return, and entered into his 
i^all, where he again made his double obei- 
fances, and fat down. 

Batb king of arms then arofe, and being 
joined by the eldeft herald, in like manner 
repaired to the Great Mailer, who carrying 
his white hat in his hand, offered in the 
lame manner, and returned and fat down 
iq his ftall with the fame ceremonies. 

And then the proxy of the duke of Ricb^ 
mpnd in the fame method, and ftood in the 
AiUl holding the mantle. 

And afterwards all the knights and 
proxies in like manner ; wherein this rule 
was obierved, that the knights and proxies 
in the oppofite ftalls ofiered by pairs toge- 
ther; and the hevalds, according to their 
Icniorities, took and repeated their turns 
Sn going with Bst6 king of arms, before 
the knights and proxies. 

Divine iervice being ended, the knights 
fompanions put on their white hats ; and, 
while the mufic was playing, Batb king of 
ima fuiuponfd all the knights and proxies 



to come down from their feveral ftalls lif 
the former method, who all ftood under 
their banners. 

Which being done, prince H^iU'mm waa 
conduced to the rails of the altar, with the 
like ceremonies as in the former offering, 
where the Prince uniheathed his fword, 
and offered it himfelf naked to the dean» 
and having redeemed it, the dean return- 
ed it with th<| following admonition : 
" I exhort you and adm^nifh you, to nft 
your fword to the glory of God, the defencQ* 
of the Gofpel, the maintenance of your 
Sovereign's right and honour, and of all 
equity and juftice, to the utmoft of your 
power.** And foon afterwards the Princa 
retired out of the chapel, leaving Sir An- 
drew FountatMe to be his proxy in the pro- 
cefiion for the return to the Chapter-houfe, 
Then the Great Mailer covered ; after him 
the proxy of the duke of RUlmomi uncor 
vered, each fingly, and ali the other knights 
covered, and proxies uncovered, by pairs^ 
being refpcAively attended as at the firil 
oftering, were conduced to the rails vi the 
altar with the ufual obeifances, where each 
knight and proxy ftanding, unAeathed hi^ 
fwordy and ofiered it naked to the dean, 
who, upon the redemption of it, reAored 
the fame with the proper admonitions, 
according to the oaths they had taken 
this day : and thefe knights and proxies, 
being all feverally reci>ndu6led back to the 
places under their refpe^iive banners, the 
alms-men begun the proceilion, and were 
followed by all others, having firft per« 
formed their double obeifances in the chapel* 
And this procefllon was made in the fame 
form back to the chapter- room, as in thq 
firft procefiion to the chapel, except in thfi 
following particulars : that at the outfide 
of the weft door of the Abbey, the Sov^i 
reign*8 mafter-cook, having a linen apron^ 
and a chopping-knife in his hand, feveral- 
ly faid to each comr.>nion, '* Sir, yo.u 
know what great oath you have taken, 
which if you keep, it will be great honoqr 
to you $ but, if you break it, I ihall be 
compelled, by my cfiice, to ^ack off yo^r 
fpurs from your heels :**— .and that the 
prebendaries had leave to retire to the Jeru- 
falem-chamb?r from the weft end ot the 
Abbey church ; the efquires, ofticers of 
arms, and of the order, after they can>e 
out of the church, were allowed to be 
covered ; and at the door of the Chapter- 
room, Batb king of arms took the mantles 
from the proxies. 
Dinner being ready| the Grfat Maftfr, 

bei|i| 
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Idflg p rcoitd by the oAcers of the order, 
aiKi Gmrter king of arms, came into the 
court of Requeds, proceeded down to the 
lower end thereof, and entertd into the 
way at the farther fide of the table, and 
came vp to the top of it, being followed by 
all the knights in courfe according to the 
height of their ftalls ; and when grace had 
been faid, thejr all fat down in that order^ 
la the fame row upon one fide of the table, 
each of them having an efcutcheon of his 
arms and titles fixed to the wall over the 
Icat : the dean was placed next to the ja- 
nior knight, and the proxies of the duke 
of RkbwMid and of the lord Gkmoreby^ fat 
Bttcovered at the bottom of the table. 

The officers of the order, covered with 
their bonnets, fat at a table placed oppo- 
litc the knights table, towards the lower 
end of the room j the officers of arms dined 
at a table in the pafTage from the Houfe 
of Lords to the Houfe of Commons, and 
the orcbendaries in the Jerufalem-chamber. 

Tne ef^oiresy having for fome time at- 
tended behind their refpeftiye knights, had 
le»Te given them to retire to their dinner 
in the Painted-chamber, who went thithct 
in their coorfes, where they dined. 

At the fecond coarfe, Bath king of armt 
arofe, and the rau6c ceafing, made his re- 
verence in the middle of the room, and 
thete, according to the command given 
kim, proclaimed the ftile of prince 1^11" 
fim, the firft and principal companion of 
this moft honourable order, who is always 
to be placed next to the Soi^ereign \ and 
then coning ap near to the Great Mailer, 
wIm flood up uncovered, while B^tb pro- 
cbiflBed his fliles; and the Great Mafler 
tkea fitting down, the flile of each com- 
paaioo prdeot, in the like manner, was 
lefpedively proclaimed, at which fome he- 
ftldt and purihivants attended. 

The whole ceremony was per f o r med 
with gnat regularity, magnificence, and

This mofi noble and illudrious order, if 
we confider either its antiquity, or the 
»cblenefs of the perfooages that have b<.*en 
^foUcd thcreio> excels and o^tvici all 



other inftitution* of h<ia 

world, and owes its origtw« 

hero of tiiat age, Edward III* wlio v«^ 

quercd France and Scotland, and broughS 

tlieir kings prifoaert to England, 

It began in 2350, the twenty-fourth of 
hii reign, iiias. one hundred and nineteea 
years before the foundation of the order of 
St. Aftebaelf by Lewis IX. king of Frame, 
anno dam. 1469 $ eighty years before the in* 
fiitution of the order of the Golden Ficec% 
by Pbitip II. the fecond duke of Bwrmdf, 
anno dom* 1430 i snd one hundrc3 aa4' 
ninety years before king Jamet V. oiSot^ 
lamdy reftored the order of^St. ^euUew, or 
the TbyUe ; and two hundred and nine yean 
before the order of the Elephant was Infit*. 
tuted in Denmarkm 

King Edward upon a view of recovetiof 
France f which defc ended to him by right 
of his mother, made it his bufiaeft tm 
draw the beft foldiers in Evr^ into \a^ 
interefl, and tliereupon proje^ng and feu 
ting up king Artbnr'*% round table, be pro- 
claimed a folemn tilting, to invite foreiga* 
crs of quality and courage to the exerci(e« 

The place for the folamnity being fixed 
at Wmdfor^ he, upoa New-7ear*s day, aa 
13449 publifhed his royal letters of pro*' 
te^iion for the fafe coming and return of' 
fuch foreign knights as had a mind to vea« 
ture thcii reputation at diofe jufts and* 
toomaraents, which weit to be held the 
19th of June enfuing. 

Moreover, he provided a great fupper, ta * 
bcpn the folemaity ; and then ordaining 
this feaft to be annulUIy k^pt at Whi^* 
funtide, he for that purpofe creded a par? 
ticular building in the caflle, wherein ha 
placed a round table of two hundred fed 
diameter, in imitation of king Artbtw^ aC' 
WkKbefier^ and thereat entertained tbn 
knights, at the expence of toe/, perwctk^'- 

This mighty and invincible prince Edm 
wardf being endowed with great piety^ 
commended himfelf and his companions 
to the protedion of St. George of Cafet* 
docia I whofe parents being Chriflians, af- 
forded him the advantage of being educated 
in* that religion \ and he taking upon hiai 
the profeffion of a foldier, was made a tri- 
bune or colonel (in PaUJiinef bin mother^a 
country) in which pofl behaving him- 
felf with great courage and condu^l, he 
was preferred to higher flatlons in the 
army, by the emperor Dioclefan : but the 
faid George afterwards complaining of the 
faid Emperor for his feverities againfl the 
Chriftians, aad jtfgoiog in their defence, 

' hi 
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he was thereupon imprifooed and cruelly 
treated } and the Emperor perceiviag his 
coothmcy to the Chriftians was not to 
be Aaken, he wu on the 13d of Aprils 
simo Jem, 1909 drawn chroogh the city and 
beheaded ; and thus be received the crown 
#f martyrdom. And that hit memory 
Alight ftUl be continued, king Edwari 
gave hit companiens, for part of their 
4»ily habit, the image of the faid Saint^ 
fitting on horfeback, encountering a dra- 
gon (with • tilting fpear) appendant to a 
hloe ribbon, continually to be worn about 
their tteckt* 

la 1347, the faid king ifluing out his 
garter ror the fignal of a battle Chat was 
crewiled with fuccefs, which is fuppofed 
to be the battle of Cre/^ when he took 
y0tm the Freiteb -king prifoner, and brought 
Sitt priibaer to Et^lmiJi at which time 
Ik had alfe prifoner Dmnd^ king of Scttf 
at before-mentioned ; and EJvfarJ, his fon, 
the Black Prince^ expelling the rebels of 
Cm/RU, md enthroning D^n Fudn, their 
Kwfm^tng, he ujmmi dbefe mighty andf^o- 
rioofl esploitt, innitiited this ofder, gWiog 
Am Olpfter pre-eminence amongft its en- 
llgna» whence the ieh€t number, whom 
iK'incorpdraled into a fratenity, wire ftited, 
efHtu mjirtm perifeM'u, vie. knights of 
tm Oolden Garter, and the habit and en- 
ftgnt of (he order, together with the forms 
df InTefHtnie, as foUow, wr». 

Garter^ furcoat, nrantle, hood, George, 
•oDnr, cap, and feather} the four firft 
w hce o f were alBgned by the founder, and 
the nil by khig Bimj VIII. And all 
tbefe together are cilled the whole habit 
ttr eaiigna of the order, which we Aall 
treat of fucdnOly, beginning with the 



The rMi Garter, which, as afbreiaid, 
chillcngeth the pre-eminence, by reaion 
thenoble order from thence b denominated, 
it the firfll part of the habit prefented to 
foreign princee and abfent knights, who, 
Mi ^1 other knights eleft, are therewith 
iffft adorned ; and is of fo great honour and 
grin Jem , that, by the bare inveftitnre 
with this nobk eftfign, the knights are 
Citcemcd companions of the ^reateft mili« 
tary order In the world. 
' Thia noble enfign, the GtrttTf which 
h worn oil the left leg, between the knee 
mid calf, wat lb instituted by the founder at 
the creCHott of the order ; and was to put 
the companions in mind, that, at by their 
order tfaoy were joined in a firm league of 
ignty and coDCord-s ibby their Otrtcr, at 



by a Aft tie of affeAion, they were obliged 
to love one another. 

He aifo caufed to be enamelled on it 
thit motto, Hwmfoit fui maty fenfi^ figni- 
fying that the magninimity and bravery of 
thofe knights, whom he had ele6Ved into 
this order, were fuch as would impower and 
enable them to maintain the quarrel againft 
aJl who thought ill of it. 

The materials whereof the Garter wat 
compofed for king Charles IL were blue 
velvet, bordered with fine gold wire, the 
letters of the motto, and flops, rofe and 
tai>le diamonds, the whole contained two 
hundred and fifty, and the hinge of the 
buckle was pure gold, whereon was the 
Sovereign*s pidlure to the breaft, crowned 
with a laurel, the miliury garb of the 
firft Roman emperors, on the bockfide of 
the pendant, which was alfo of gold, waa 
engraved St. Gtorge on horfeback, encoan* 
tcring the dragon. 

When the Sovereign defignt to ele£l a 
companion into this mod illuftrious order, ^ 
the chancellor belonging to the faid order 
draws up the lettert, which, pafling both 
under the Sovereign*s fign manuel, and 
the fignet of the order, are fipnt to the 
peHbii by Garter principal king of wms, 
and are to this effedl. 

** We with the companions of our moll 
noble order of the Garter, afTembled in 
chapter holden this prefent day, at our 
caftle at H^t/idfor^ confidering the tSrtoooo 
fidelity you have flicvrn, and the honomnble 
exploits you have done in our iervice, by 
vindicating and maintaining our jnft rights 
^c* have eleAed and chofen you one of 
the companions of our order. Thercfero 
we require you to make your fpcedy repair 
onto us, to receive the enfignt thereof, aii4 
be ready for your inftaiktion upon the • • • 
day of this prefent month, ^r.** 

The Garter which, as aforefaid, it of 
blue velvet, bordered with fine gold wire, 
having commonly the lettert of the motto 
of the fame, is buckled upon the leg at the 
time of the elc^on, vrith thit ceremony t 
'* To the honour of God omnipotent, 
and in memorial of the blefTed martyr St. 
Oeergd tie about thy leg, for thy renown, 
thit noble Garter; wear it as the fymbol 
of the moil illuf^rious order, never to be 
forgotten or Uid afids $ that thereby thon 
may eft be admonlfhed to be courageous ; 
and having undertaken a juft war, in 
which thou fiult be engaged, thou mayeft 
Hand firm^ valiantly fight, and fuccefsfully 
conquer* 

Thg 
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Tht prhicely Carter being that bttckled 
Ofiy And the words of iu figikification pro« 
noHnccd, the eUdb knight is brought be- 
fore the Soirereigd^ who puts about his 
fteck a flty-cdoured ribbon, whereunto is 
appendant, wrought in gold, within the 
Garter, the image of St. Gtnrgi on horfe- 
backy with his drawn fword, encountering 
with the dragon ; the admonition being 
thus : 

*' Wear this ribbon about thy neck, 
adorned with the image of the blened mar- 
tff and ibldier of Cbriftt St. Gevrgt^ b^ 
wbofe imitation provoked^ thou mayeft (q 
vverpaft both profperoas and adyerte ad- 
ventures, that having ftoutly vanquished 
thy enemies, both of body and foul, thou 
mayeft not only receive the praife of this 
tranfient combat, but be crowned with the 
palm of eternal vi^ory." 

Having thus far fpoken of the Garter 
and G§9rgi9 wherewith a knight compa- 
nion is adorned at the time of his elec- 
tion, we (hail defcribe the remains of 
his habit, together with his inftallatton, 
which is always performed at the cafUe of 
VTuMr. 

His ftockings and breeches, being the 
lame, are of pearl-coloured filk, and called 
pantaloons. On the oucfide of the right 
knee is fixed a knot of open filver lace and 
tibbomt intermixed, in form of a large rofe, 
and a little below the knee is placed the 
Garter. His ihoes, which are of white 
tumoy, with red heels, have each a knot, 
as the former, on the exterior fide. His 
doohkt is cloth of filver, adorned before ' 
aad behind, and down the flecves, with 
feveral guards, or rows of open filver lace, 
etch Jace having a row of fmall buttons 
fet down the middle. 

The cufis are ope^, and adorned with 
die aforementioned lace and ribbons fet in 
imall loops. At the bottom of the upper 
feam of each cuflT, is fixed a knot of filver 
ribbons that bXL over his gloves, which are 
•f kidy laced at the top with filver, and 
aioraed at the ojpening with a knot, as 
that oa the can. Then his trowiers, 
which are of tifliie, the fame of his dou- 
Uet, and adorned with two ro%irs, or bars 
•f Uct and ribbcsis,'as befoie- mentioned, 
iafcermixed and fet at a fmall diflance, that 
die ground appears between them, being 
bttcfcled round his waifl^are in formof a pair 
of pulled breeches, rsachiqg to the middle 
«f his thighs. And1n this habit, having 
a Use ribbon spread over the left fhoul- 
ier, and hronght «adtr tfig xi|ht am, nuth 



the Gnrgt appendent, he proceeds flam hi, 
lodgings in the caft^, to the chapter* 
houfe, where difrobing himfelf of his up* 
per garment, he is invefted withafurcoat 
of crimfon velvet, lined with white taflata» 
during which time the admonition is givef 
him as folbw : 

** Take this robe of crimfooy to the in* 
creafe of your honour, and in token or figv 
of the moft noble order you have received^ 
wherewith you being defended, may be bold^ 
not only flrong to fight, butalfo otter your* 
felf to fhed your blood, for C^r^*s faich^ 
the liberties of the church, and the ju4 
and ncceffiiry defence of them that are op« 
prefTed and needy.** . 

After this, his fword b dofe girt about 
him over his furcoat, with a belt the famf 
as the coat, and then bearing his €«p in hia 
hand, which is of black velvet, adorned 
with a diamond band, and a plume of. white 
fiuthers, with a heron fprig in the middle^ 
he proceeds to the infiallation in St. Giorge*^ 
chapel,being condu£led between two knignta-' 
companions of the order, to the feat below 
his fUll, where he^ Garter king of arma 
having on a crimfon velvet cufhion, laced 
and taHelled with gold, brought {he mantle, 
collar, hood, and the bookof ftatutes, laying 
his right hand on the New Teflament^ 
the oath is adroiniftcred to him in. the fol- 
lowing manner : 

** You being chofen one of the honoura- 
ble company of this moft noble order of the 
Garter, fhall promife and fwear by th« 
Holy £vange lifts, by you here touched, 
that wittingly or willingly you fhall noC 
break any llatute of the faid order, or an/ 
articles in them contained, the fame being 
agreeable, and not repugnant to the laws of 
Almighty God^ and the laws of this realo^ 
as far forth as to you belongeth and apper- 
taineth : fo help you G(u/ and his holy word.* 

As footi as the* knight t\t€t hatn takei^ 
the oath^ he is conduced to his appoiDte4 
flail, wnere he is invcfled in manner foi« 
lowing : 

The mantle, which is lined as the fur* 
<oat, is of fky-coloured velvet, adorned on 
the left fhoMlder with St. George** crofs, 
encircled with the Garter wreathed on the 
edges with blue and gold; and the (aid 
mantle being put on him bv the two knighta 
that led him into the choir, is faih:neA 
about his neck withacordon or robe-firing, 
made of the fame coloured fiik and yeaiet 
gold twifled, the ends whereof are made 
into large knobs or hoCtoos enriched with 
a caul, ajid fkioged* Adi whilil the cere- 
mony 
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mony of ioveftiturewith the mantle^ which 
is tied apon the right (houMer, it perform- 
fngy the words of admonition proper there- 
«nto are thus pronounce by the regifter : 
* '* Receive this robe of heavenly colour^ 
die livery or thit moft ercellent order, in 
angmentatioB of thy honour, ennobled with 
the fliield and red crofs of our Lord, by 
whofe power thoo mayeft fafely pierce 
troops of thine enemies, and be over them 
ever vi£h>rious ; and being in this temporal 
Warfare glorious in egregious aAd heroic 
adiioos, thou mayeft obtain eternal and tri- 
oinphant joy/* 

Next, the hood, which is made of crim- 
§on velvet, and lined with white taft'ata, 
was formerly worn upon the head ; but 
BOW the cap taking place, it is hid upon 
the right flioulder over the mantle, and 
fcftened by the tippet, which comes athifl^art 
ftis brtaft, and tucks under his girdle ; but, 
this having no ceremony, we proceed to the 
co]lar« 

The collar, which weighs thirty ounces 
troy, of pure gold, was brought in by 
Matry VIIT. and contains twenty-fix gar- 
ters enamelled, and as many knots, allude 
sng to the Sovereign of the order, and his 
twenty-five companions, whereunto St. 
George on horfeback, in armour, is appen- 
dant, encountering the dragon with a rifting 
fpear } which medal, being alfo of gold, 
may be enriched with jewels at the plea- 
fore of the poflefTor. .And this collar with 
the George, being part of the habit, is put 
over the mantle and hood, being faftened 
on each fhoulder by a filver ribbon, with 
the following ceremony : 

« Wear this collar about thy neck, 
adorned with the image of the bleHed 
martyr and foldier of Cbrift, St. George, 
by whofe imitation provoked, thou mayeft 
t» oVerpafs both profperous and adverfe en- 
ciiunters, that, liaving ftoutly vanquiAed 
thy enemies both of body and foul, thou 
inayeff not only receive the pralfe of this 
tranHent combat, but alf<>, at the laft, the 
cndlefs and cverlafting reward of vidtory,*' 

Then the cap and featheis being put on 
the head of the dcCt knight, his invefti- 
turc is completed ; and after divine fervice, 
and feveral religtous ceremonies, and otTer- 
Ings rt the high altar, they, with trumpets 
foundinf, march to dinner. 
' About the latter end of the reign of king 
Jgmei I. it was decreed, that the leiler 
George, which heretofore was daily worn 
before the breaft, in a gold chain, (hould, 
for the more coAveniency of ridinf tr ac- 



(tion, be worn appendant at a blue ribbon^ 
fpread over the left flioulder, and brought 
under the right arm, as before-mentioned 9 
which method has fo continued to this day, 
and even in the time of mourning* And 
this medal, which repefents St. George in 
a riding pofture, with his fword 6nvfn, 
encountering the dragon, is iikewife of 
pure gold, and may be enriched as the 
former } but is always encompailU with 
the Garter, which that is not. 

In the reign of king Charles !!• it waa 
oraained, that the Sovereign and knights 
companions, as alfo the prelate and chan- 
cellor, (hould at all times, and in all placea 
and aflemblies, wh^n they were not aidorn- 
ed with their robes, wear upon the left fide 
of their coats, cloaks, or riding caflbcks, 
the crofs of the order, encompafled with the 
Garter, as has been obferved, to ftiew the 
world, what height of honour they are ar- 
rived to, from the faid moft noble order, in- 
ftitoted for perfons of the greateft merit and 
worth. And to the faid crofs and Garter, 
thp faid king CbarJa added a filver ftar of 
eight points; and for the greater conve- 
nience of travelling, the companions of 
the order were permitted to wear the blue 
ribbon under thetr boot, inftetfd of the 
Garter : but without that and the lefler 
George, and ftar, &c, they, by the ftatutea 
of the order, are never to appear in public, 
except upon the principal and folemn feafta 
of the year, when they wear their collars^ 
and then the ribbon and George is laid 
afide. 

After the great folemnity and the inftal- 
lation of a knight of the Garter, his hel- 
met, crcft, fword, banner, and plate, are 
to be fet over his ftali In the chapel of St. 
George at IVindfor, as a mark of honour, 
and are there to remain during his being 
of that order, the plate containing the in* 
fcription of his name, titles, &r. 

7be Order of the TniSTtE. 
This order was founded in 1540, bjr 
yames V. of Scotland, who being honouredP 
with the order of the Garter from his un- 
cle, king Henry VIII. of England, with 
the Golden Fleece from the Emperor, andT 
the order of St. Mkhatl from the king of 
Trance, rcfolvcd to be in the royal mode^ 
and fo made this order for himfelf and' 
twelve knights, in imitation of Cbr'^ and 
his twelve apoftles. Then cefebrating alf 
the feftivals of thefe orders, he fet up theif' 
arms and badges over the gate of his palacd" 
, at Litbg(tvf, joiaiDg St« Anircvt with them;^ 
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Some SnUh writers, ver> fond of anti- 
^nilyy not fatisfied with the novelty of this 
infiitution, afl«£l to call it the nioft tntient 
as to its derivation. But for this they have 
no better warrant than the dream of king 
BuAimt the Fifi% to whom St. Aadrtvf 
aalwing a midnight vifit, promifed him a 
fure viAory over his foes, the Nertbtm- 
kiams ; and the next day St. Andrtwz crofs 
^pearing in.the air, he made his words 
good J and the Uortbtmbriant were defeaud* 
On this ftory, as they fay, king jicb^iui^ 
•bout the year 800^ framed the order of St. 
JhdriW^ jco years before Jsmes V* re- 
vived it ; buty after fo many ages» *tis re- 
markable, that no foreign tefUmonies or 
guthoi* are produced, no cotemporary vouch- 
ers to conrftm, or even mention it. They 
who dreamed one part of the fable forgot 
to dream the other t for we ought to have 
had a copy of the rules, habits, and cere- 
monies of the order, with a long lift of the 
knights in fo many hundred years ; but as 
tothing of that is pretended, the whole 
auft be rejected as a vain empty iiAion. 

And if derivation beany nlea for antiqui- 
ty^ thf order of the Garter is an undeniable 
confequence of king jtrtburt round table of 
twenty-fbnr knights, which was devifed 
and ioftituted about the year 500, on pur- 
pose lor martial exercife, being 300 years 
before the fabulous account of Hungits and 
ifr^tfiar, and is the firft military order of 
knighthood any wheie left upon record $ 
being alfo pra^iicd long alter the Nerman 
iattlement, till near the time of the glo- 
tioua king EJ/wMrd III. who founded the 
moft noble order of the Garter. 

As for the Thiftlc, which is the princi- 
pal baige in the order of St. Andrtto, it 
was rather tranfplanted from FrtneCf than 
tay device of king J^mn V ; for the houfe 
sf Bmtrbom had formerly fuch a fraternity, 
called the order of the Thiftle, with the 
tery fame motto. 

Immediately after the faid King had e/b- 
Uiflicd this order, he died in 154s, which 
pBC an end to the defign ; for it being in 
the religious times of refonnation, it was 
UMMht impious to make fo ittt with 
Cbrift and his apoftles ) nor was it any more 
heard of till king yamti II. of England re- 
newed it, by making eight knights on the 
2fthof Afoy, annc dcm» 16S7, from which 
fSunt the beginning of this order is more 
truly to be dated : but the revolution inter- 
vcniQg, 00 more knights were added till 
ti$umUr 1703, when queen Jbme made 
the nnnlber twelfc^ JCcOBdUg .to the &lft 
ToL. II. 
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plan, adding alfo fome new mlcs (nf tfat 
order. 

In 17x4, king Ceorie I. was pleafed to 
confiim the ftatutes of queen Annti with 
the addition of feveraJ more, particularly 
that of making rays of glocy to forroondtfa« 
figure of St. Andrnu, which hangs at the 
collar J and as elections and inftallmenta 
were both wanting, his Msyefty ordered 
that chapters of eledion /kould thenceforth 
be held in the royal prefeoce \ and the great 
wardrobe to provide fuitable mantles, and 
other veflmenu for the knights and of- 
ficers. 

The eofigns are the image of St. /In^ 
drew in a purple robe, irradiated, as before 
obferved, and veiled in cloth of gold, with 
the white crofs of martyrdom on his bfeaft } 
and Is pendent to the collar of the faid order, 
as worn by the knights on their feaft day, 
being the 30th of Nwtmhery and othaf 
great occafions. 

The collar is made of gold, with thiftlte 
and fpriga of rue linked together, enamelled 
green, being the two antient f)'mbols of the 
Scott and Piffs ; the one not to be handled 
without being hurt, and the other being aa 
antidote againft infe£Hon : hence the motto^ 
Nemt me intpunt lacrffit. 

The common badges worn by the knigbta 
are, a crofs I'urmounted by a ^r of A>ur 
fingle points, and over them a green circle 
bordered and lettered with gold, containing 
the motto \ and in the centre is a thiftle, 
proper; the whole being embroidered on the 
left breaft, and with the collar always wpra 
with the other cnAgn, which is a green rib- 
on fpread over the left fhoulder, and t>rought 
under tlie right arm, pendant to which ia 
the aforefaid image of St. Andreio within 
an oval of gold, enamelled green, with,thf 
fame motto ; but fom^times they wear a 
thiftle crowned, incircled after the fiMBBf 
manner. 

King JoMui appointed tht knight^ t^ 
wear the. image of St. Amdrrof upon a b|ne 
ribband } which continued fo till q^teji 
^ivffechanged it to green, aft it it now

After which the Lords-chancellor read 
Ills Majefty^s fpeech, wherein he thanked 
them for the seal and difpatch with which 
thej had proceeded upon the feveral points 
be had recommended to them, fur the 
confidence they had. repol'ed in him, and 
for the afluraoces of their fuport and af- 
llilance. 

The fiegc of Gihra(ter, hf ind, proved 
beyond difpute the deiign of engagements 
entered into between the Emperor and the 
king of Spain i but the preparattons he had 
aiade fur its defence would convince them 
•f the folly and raihnefs of that under- 
taking. However the love of peace ihould 
fofpcnd hit having immediate recourfe to 
arms. He had concurred with his allies in 
snaking fuch overtures of accommodation, 
as would demonftrate theuprigbsnefs of his 
i&ttntions^ and /hew to whufe ambition 
aad thirft of power the' calamities of war 
ycre to be imputed, if they were rcjcdVcd : 
so the mean time, he could acquaint them 
that the crown of Swedtn had acceded to 
the treaty of Hanover, and that the con- 
vention with Dtnmark was actually figfied. 

Then the parliament w^s prorogued to 
tbe 27th of yune.

That all privileges of commerce which 
the E^gHJb and Freneb nations, an i the fub- 
jeds of the States-general, have heretofore 
by virtue of treaties enjoyed, as well in 
Ear^ as in the Indies^ /hall be reftored 
to that ufage and regulation as was /lipu- 
lated with each of them by trtaties ante- 
cedent to the year 172 5. 

Immediately after the /igning of the 
prefect articles all hoflilities /hall ceafe ; 
and, with refped to S^ain, within eight 
days after his Catholic Majefty /ball have 
Received thcie articles. Thofe ibips which 
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before the faid ce/Tation /ball have (ail«i 
from Oftend for the Indies, /hall be allowed 
to return ^ the like fafc return /hall bt 
granted to the galleons, in copfequenc#. 
whereof the Engli/h fleet /hall depart froa 
Port^-Bello, and all parts, in America, and 
return to Eur&pe, Commerce fliall be exer* 
cifed in America by tbe Englijb aa hereto- 
fore, according to treaties. The EngHJb^ 
French, and Dntcb /bips> which have their 
/lation on the Spanifr coa/ls, or ou thoiii 
belonging to the £mperor, /ball retiiv 
from thence. 

This ce/Tation of bo/lilities ibaU la/l at 
long as the fufpen/ion of the privilege to 
the Ofiend Company* i. «. for feven years } 
that in that fpace of time the rights and 
reciprocal preten/ions may be conciliated, 
and a general pacification (hereby more fo- 
lidly /labli/bed.

feqnence abroad : but my love and affcAiott 
to this country, from my knowledge and 
experience of you, makes me rcfolve chear* 
fully to undergo all difficulties for the fake 
and good of my people.

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be WM deffrous to make them a great and 
happy people : he wiihed» in this firft fo- 
lemn decUradon in Parliament^ he could 
%vtt them a perfect fenfe of his fixed refo- 
lution to merit the love and afieflion of 
his people, which he looked upon as the 
Wft fupport of his crown. 

That it ihould be his conftant care to 
yrcferve the conftitution in church and 
fiatCy and £ecure to all hit fubje^s the full 
enjoyment of their religious and civil rights. 

He (aw with pleafure the happy ef^e£ts 
of that vigour and refolution which was 
exerted in the laft feffion of Parliament for 
the defence of the nation, and maintaining 
the balance of power : that the ftrift har- 
mony which had hitherto fubfifted among 
the f Hies of the treaty of Hanover^ had 
chiefly contributed to the near profpe^t of 
peace s he had therefore given his allies 
the ftrongeft aHurances of purfuing the fame 
sneafures, and making good the cngage- 
iBents entered into by the crown of Great 
.Britain ; that the public expences Aould 
be JciTened, as fnon as the circumftances of 
lidairs would permit ; and that he would 
reduce his forces, as foon as it could be 
done without prejudice to the kingdom. 

He put them in mind, that the civil lift 
levenues were now determined ; and that it 
was neceHary they fhould make fome pro- 
viiion for him and his family. 

June 28. The next day the Houfe of 
Peers ppcfented an addrefs to his Majefty, 
wherein they returned him thanks for his 
fpeech ; condoled their iofs ; but faid they 
were filled with incxpreffible joy at his 
JMajefty*t peaceable acceflion : adding, that 
his Majefty^s gracious declaration of his 
refolution to maintain the conAitotion, 
claimed their moil dutiful acknowledge- 
ments ; and begged leave to aflure his Ma- 
jefty, in the fbongeft manner, of their in- 
violable fidelity, and fix6d refolution to 
maintain his undoubted right and title to 
this crown, and to every other part of his 
dominions. 

June 30. The Commons having fpent 
two days in taking the oaths, waited on his 
Majefty alfo with an addrefs ; wherein they 
condole with his Majefty on the death of 
hi* royal father ; t Iofs which his Majefty 
alone could poitbly repair ; but his im- 
mediate fucceflion bani/hcd all their grief; 
wad they defircd he wbuld accept the fin- 
cere congratulations of his faithful Com- 
mons, upon his acceflion to the throne of 
his auceftors.

he would inviolably prefenre the cOnfilita^ 
tion, and fccure all bis fubje^ in their re- 
ligious and civil rights> they could not 
enough admire his goodnefs ; and they 
faw with pleafure the beginning of his 
reign, attended with the happy prefages of 
a general peace. And the aUlurances he had 
given the allies of the treaty of Hatnverp 
that he would purfue the meafures of hi* 
royal father, confirmed thenn in the hopes 
of a general tranquility, upon terms tnat 
were fafe, honourable, and advantageous* 

That the chearfulnefs the^ had fhewn in 
granting fuppiies for the defence of the 
kingdom, and his Majefty*s honour, wai 
amply rewarded by his Majefty^s beginning 
fo early to leiTen the public expences, and 
refolving to reduce his f -rces. That theie 
many and great inftances of hit Majefly*a 
goodnefs called upon them for the higheft 
returns of duty, zeal, and affection for hif 
perfon and government ; and afTured him» 
they would with their lives and fortunes 
fupport his Majefty*s undoubted right and 
title to the imperial crown of this realm^ 
and all other his Majefty's dominions. 

That when they refle£ted on his Ma* 
jefty's royal virtues, the diftinguiftied cha* 
rader of his Queen, their numerous and

Thirty more footmen and equerries, each 
bearing a lighted wax -candle in his hand. 
One hundred burghers in mourning march- 
ed on each fide of the proceffion, all with 
flambeaux in their hands. 
Idng aniired in the firftciftle-yard, fixteen 
colonels or lieutenant colonels took the 
coffin, and bore it upon their (houlders 
to the vault, which was finely illumi^ 
nated ; as were alfo the whole church, 
and the quadrangles of the caftle. 
Twelve pages, with flambeaux in their 
handa, attended the corpfc bare-headed 
to the place were it was depofited. 
It being fair^time with them^ and confe- 
queddy many flrangers in the- town, icnto 
men of the garrifon wrere ordered to be un- 
der arms till two o^clock, to prevent dif- 
ordcrs. Part of thofe troops ftood in lines, 
and pfefented their pieces while the body 
coach was paffing by. Notwithflanding 
the unfeafonablc time of nigk^ when the 
burial was performed, there Vv«s a great

Their Majefties being there feated at the 
upper end of it, under their ftates or cano-^ 
pies; her Majel^y*s chiir being upon the 
left fide of his Majefty, and being attended 
by the Lords Great Chamberlain^ Confta- 
ble^ Earl MarihaJ, and by the great officers^ 
the four fwords and fpurs were prefented^ 
and laid upon the table before bis Majeftj. 

Then the dean and prebendaries of M^- 
minficr, in a folenui proceflion, brought firooa 
the Abbey the Holy fiib]e> with the follow- 
ing regalia belonging to his- M^efty ; St Ed^ 
ward*s crown, upon a cufliion of cloth of 
gold, the orb with the crofs, Jthe fcepter with 
thedove, the fcepter with the crois, and St. 
Edvarttt^z9L\ as likewifc the regalia of 
her Majefty, her crown on the left cufliioii^ 
hrr fcepter with the crofs, and the ivory tud 
with the dove; which were feverally laid 
before their Majefties : all which were af- 
terwards, by his Majefty*s command, de- 
livered to the lords \vho were to bear thea. 

Before twelve of the clock the proceffion 
was began on foot from the Hall td tfie 
Abbey of Wejlminfet^ upon a way raifed for 
that purpofe, floored with boards, covered 
with blue cloth, and railed on each fide, ia 
the fullowing manner :

Their Majeftiet , upon their entrance in- 
to the churchy were reccired by the pre- 
beadariet and choir Gaging an anthem, and 
having iVatcd themfelves, the recognition 
tad oblatloni werfe made, and after the li- 
tany (read by the hi (hops of Cloctfitr and 
Bn/lnti and the iirft pirt of the communion 
lenricc) the blihop of Oxford preached the 
fermon } and then his Majefty fubfcribed 
the declaratioh, and took the coronation 
Mthy and was anointed by the arcbbilbop 
topon the crown of the head, the breaft, 
and palmt of his hands, and then prefented 
with the fpon, and girt with the jfword, 
which was offered and afterwards redeemed 
by the earl of Huntinidanf and was then in- 
vefted with the armills and with the im- 
perial pall ; and the orb with the crofs was 
alfo prefented, and the ring was put upon 
the fourth finger of his Majefiy's right 
hand by the archbifhop of Cantirbury^ who 
then delivered the fcepter with the crofi, 
and the rod with the dove, and being af- 
fifled with feveral bifhupsi put the Crown 
tcvcrently upon his Majeity*s head, at 
which fight all the fpe^tators repeated the 
loud fhouts, the trumpets founded, and 
«poa a fignal given, the great guns in the 
nrk and Tower were fired.

Thefc folemnities being finifhedy her 
Majefly, fupported liy the bifhops of London^ 
and ^incbefler, ^ent to the fleps of the 
altar, and being anointed with the holy oil 
on the head and breafi, and receiving the 
ring, the archbifhop reverently let the 
Crown upon her Majefty*s head j where- 
upon the three princefTes and the peei^ci 
put on their coronets, and her Majefly 
having received the fcepter with the crofs, 
and the ivory rod with the dove, m as con- 
duced to her throne. 

Then their Majefiies having made their 
fecond oblations, received the holy com- 
munion, and the ptayers being ended, went 
into St. EdwsrJ^i chapel, where his Ma- 
jefty was arrayed in robes of purple velvet) 
and, having received the crown of flate^ 
and her Majefly the like crown, the return 
was made to Wctlminfter-hall in the method 
of the former procelTion, fave that the 
peers who canied any of the regalia which 
had been left behind in St. Edward^s cha- 
pel, the fcepter with the crofs ard the orb 
theh in hisMajefly*s hands, and the fcepter 
with the crofs and ivory rod then in her 
Majefly "s hands, went now in their ranka, 
according to their degrees of creation* The 
three princefTes, the peers and peereffes, 
the kings of arms, wore their refpe£liva 
coronets ; the dukes of jiquitain and Ncr» 
mandp their hats, the bifhops their caps, 
the knights of the Garter, and thofe of the 
Bath, their caps with feathers, and the 
judges their caps. 

Iheir Majefties placing themfclves in 
their chairs of flate, at a table at tha upper 
end of the hall, the three princefTes (at at 
one end of it, upon the left hand of her 
Majefly, and all the nobility and other pet* 
fons of quality being feated at tables prcpar* 
ed for them, the firfl courfe wis ferved up 
to their MajefKes table, with the accuilom-

Before the fecond courle was brought in> 
the King^s champion^ who enjoys that 
ottce as being loid of the manor of Scri' 
vtlfiy in LhcelMfkire, entered the hall, 
completely armed in one of his Majefty*s 
beft fuits of white armour, mounted on a 
fine white horUf richly caparifoned, and 
performed the ceremony of the challenge* 
Then Garter y attended by the other officers 
of arms, proclaimed his Majeily*s ftile lA 
Lathi Frcncb, and Engttfi *. 

This done, the fecond courfe was carried 
«p to their Majefties table by the gentlemen 
whofe office it properly was, with the ufual 
Iblemnitiet. 

The whole folemnity was performed with 
the greateft fplendor and magnificence, and 
without any diforder ; and what was moft 
admired in the hall were the chandeliers, 
branches, and fconces, in which were near 
2000 wax candles, which being lighted at 
once, yielded an exceeding fine pro^e^ 

Their Majefties left the hall before eight 
•*clock, and returned to Su Jami% \ and 
the day concluded with bonfires, illumina- 
tions, ringing oi bells, and all other public 
tfemonihations of a general joy and fatisfac- 
tion. 

It has been cuflomary for his Majefly on 
this occafion, to confer the honour of 
knighthood on the lord xi( Addington manor, 
and on two of the band of gentlemen pen- 
fioners, presented to the King by their capw 
tain for that pnrpofe. 

Accordingly his Majefty was pleafed to. 
confer that honour upon'l^//iMr Jf^nnr, 
cfquire, flandarJ-bearer of the band of gen- 
tlemen penfioners, ^n^JoBa Taylor, efquire, 
cne of the gentlemen ofihat band. As alfo 
on colonel Mutt»n Lcmhardt and George

This anfwer being of the like ftiain with 
that of Fehntari 1726, when an addrefe 
was prefented (or an account of 125,000/. 
Mr. Pubewef^ and others, obje^ed againit 
this vague and general way of xccounting 
for public money, teadiag to render par- 
liaments ufclefs, to cover embcaalements, 
and to fcreen corrupt and rapacious mi-' 
nifters.

there had been a great deal of artifice ufed 
tB flating thefe accounts t that, in order to 
fwell the fums faid to have been ifTued and 
applied towards the difcharge of the public 
debts, there had been added above three 
inilUoni for the advanced price given in 
1710, in order to make the irredeem- 
•bles redeemable, which could not properly 
he called a payment of '^ebts ; whereas, on 
the other hand, in the accovnr of the 
prefent national debt, or of the increafe of 
that debt fince Cir^^Mi 1716, feveral large 
fums were omitted, particulajly one miMion 
raifed upon the credit of the civil lift, and 
feveral deficiencies on the land-tax, malt, 
and other funds, which flill remained n 
public debt.

•r rcjedcd, the fate of Earope was flill in 
fufpence t and in thefe circumibnces fome 
might be induced to think an afhial war 
preferable to fach a doubtful and imperfeA 
^ace : but he hoped they would believe, 
that it wat a juft regard for the eafe and 



iotereft of his people iloBe, tkat prertikd 
on him rather to fuf}er'(bme temporary iii<* * 
conveniencies than precipitately to kindle 
a war In Europe, and plunge the nation into 
ftill greater and unlcnown expenres. But 
how difagreeable foever thefe iielays might 
bci nothing was more unjdft than to im- 
pute them to the conduft of him or hia 
allies :, no endeavours indeed had been waot« 
ing to ditfolve (he happy union eibblifhed 
between them; but long experience, and 
repeated proofs of motuil fidelity [between 
Great'Britain, France, &c.] had fa ftrength- 
ened arid cemented this alliance, founded 
upon, and united by common intereft, tha( 
ail attempts to Weaken itorrreate jealoufiea 
had proved as vain as the infinoations to 
the contrary were falfe' and^groandlefs* 
But if at laf^ a peace could not be had, he 
depended on the aeal and afiedion of thif 
parRament, to fupport him in carryiAg oti 
a juft and necefTary war. '' 
' He telly the Commons, he wifhed h« 
could have feen the public expcnces lelTen* 
ed } bu t He was obliged to afk fuch 
fupplies'as (hould be neceflary to defray th^ 
charge o( the enfuing year^'and enable him 
in all events to a6t with vigour, in concert! 
with his allies, who had refolved to mak^ 
the fame ' preparations, and keep on fbo( 
their extraordinary forces. 
" He fuggefts, that the difcontents and 
divifions of his fubjeds, and a profpeA of 
feeing <)i0iculties arife at home, had great* 
ly encouraged the courts of VUana and 
Madrid in their dilatory proceedings: bu^ 
be hoped a due regard for the honour and 
inteieft of the nation would determine 
them to tfifcnuragie the unnatural and inja« 
rious praAices of fome few, who foggefted 
the means of diflreding their country, and 
afterwards clam<Sured at theinconvenienciea 
which they themfclves had occafioned. But 
he relied on their wifdom and unanimity, 
to convince the world that fuch pcrnidoot 
defigns fhbuM not alter that ifl'e^ion, and 
|(ood underftanding, which had hitherto 
fubfifted, and he hoprd would always fub* 
fif^, between him and his parliament. 
' The prince of IVales was introduced into 
the Houfeof Peers, and took the oaths, and 
his feat.

Feb* ^. A motion was made in the 
Houie ot Commons, that an humble ad* 
drefs be prefented to his M4Jefty, that this 
Boufe might be informed, what demands 
had been made in bebalt of Oreat'Britaim 
to his Majefty *s allies* for luccours of 
troopf, (hipsy or money, which they were 
obliged to foroifli, in purfuancc of treaties,

2. Becaufe the king of Spma bavinc 
claimed it feveral times, not only from the 
late King*s pofitive promiie» as he aflatts,- 
but from our forfeiture of it by infraftiona 
of thofe conditions on which he gave it up | 
and having anally befieged it, fince na 
yielded it to us by treaty j it feems reafon-

Becaufe it has appealed^ bythe accownti 
laid before this Noufe, that the real pro* 
duce of the civil lift revenues is confidera- 
bly more than fufficieat to anfwer the fum 
of Sooyooo/. nor is it pretended there is any 
foch deficiency, but only to much in ar- 
rear | fo that we conceive this to be a new 
grant to his M.'jefty, and a new burden on 
the people j and this at a time when the 
public debts are increafed, the taxes heavy, 
our foreign trade interrupted, manufadoret 
decaying, the poor moltipliedyand many other 
national calamities furrounding us t theft 
c(,nfiderations in themfelves are very mo* 
ving, but muft appear much ftronger, when 
it is confidered, his Majefty is poflefTed of a 
much greater revenue than king 01/Hamt 
queen Anne, or even his late Majefty en* 
joyed ^ and yet his prefent Majefty^ when 
prince of H^aJeSf received out of the civil 
lid revenues, during the reign of the late 
King, loOfOOol, per annmmt befidet the in* 
tire revenues of the principality offfs/et, and 
the duchy of drnvtaU t whereas it does not 
appear to tis, that the like fum of ico,coo/« 
a year, or even the revenues of the princi- 
pality of ff^aleSf have yet been fettled on hit 
royal highnefs prince Frederic* 

We cannot but be extremely apprehenfivt 
of the many ill confequences that may fol- 
low, from a grant of money to the crown fo 
ill-grounded, and fo unreafonable, as we con- 
ceive this to be. The advantage in favour of 
his Majefty, eftablifhed by the civil Hfl t&, 
is very great, fince, if the prodece of the 
revenues granted and appropriated to the 
ufe of the civil lift, does not anfwer to the 
Yearly fum of 800,000/. the deficiency is to 
be made good to his Miijefty by the public { 
whereas no provifion is made, by whicb» if 
the produce of (liofe revenues exceeds th« 
fum of 800,000/. thefurplus fliall accrue t» 
the benefit of the public. By this precc* 
dent, not only real deficiencies are to be 
made good, but fupplies are to be given for 
arrears ftanding out at the end of cvtty ycart 
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tii4 not otXf for arretrs fbnding out, but 
rren for arreai* which ihall come in before 
the fuppliet can be granted. The revenues 
approprutcd to the ufes of hit Majefty*s 
civil lift are fobje^ in their own nature to 
vary \ and even when there is no deficiency 
to the produce^ there may be arrears in the 
receipt^ which arrears may be caHly in- 
crealcdy by the mansgement of defigning 
minifters, by private diredions to receivers, 
and by'mrtful methods of ftacing the ac- 
couAtt. And now this precedent is made, 
we ouy have frequent accounts of arrears, 
and a grievous and even intolerable load, 
nay be brought upon the nation in a /hurt 
tiane.

Mr. Oglethorpe, from the committee to 
infpeA the goals, reported the fcdlowing re- 
folutions, which were agreed unto by ^e 
Houfe : ^ 

That miriamAffon, clerk of the Mar- 
ihalfea-prifon, and farmer of the fald goal, 
and the profits thereof, by leafe from Mr. 
JohM Derby, keeper of the faid prifon, hath

That the charities given for the relief 
of the poor debtors in the fame prifon, are 
notoriously and fcandaloufiy mifappliedt 
that the keeper of the laid prifon; and hit 
agents, inftead of diflributing the faid cha- 
rities to the prifoners, have perverted the 
fame to their own ufes } to the oppreffion 
of the faid prifoners in general, and the 
Aarving of many, who have periihed in the 
laid prifon for want thereof.

noor, and notorious breach of truft, to the 
great oppreffion and ruin of many of hit 
Majefty*s fubjeCls.

were confirmed, and reflitution for unlaw- 
ful feisures agreed to ; and not one con* 
cefiioQ made to the prejudice of his fuh- 
jeas. 

And that they might reap the earli^ft 
fruits of this advantageous peace, he Had 
already ordered a redu^ion of his forces, 
and laid up part of his fleet. 

They were the bell judges, whether the 
circumftances of the finking fund» and of 
the national debt, would yet admit of giving 
aoy eafe where the duties were moft 
grtevoos. He had the greateft regard for 
the finking fund, and looked with com- 
paiflion on the hardfliips of the poor arti* 
ficers and manufaAurers ; but he left it 
to their determination what might reafon- 
ably be done on this critical confideration : 
and, having exhotted them to uhanimity, 
concluded, That he defired the afle^ons of 
his people might be the flrength of his 
government, as their intereft had always 
been the rule of his a^ioni, and the objedt 
of his wiflies. 

The Houfe of Peen addrffTcd his Ma. 
jcfiy, thanking hitn f<>i hik I'ptcch, £rd 
congratulating hi^ arrival in Frj^ianti \ run* 
Able, th^t nothing could alleviate hi^ aS- 
fence but theQurei/si happy adminiflruticn. 

They wanted words to exprcfx their 
joy and gratitude for the pe^cc; and, when 
they reflcdled on the tender and anxious 
concern his Majcffy had ihcwn, during the

Col Chartnt was this month tried for a 
rape on his fcrvant-maid, for which he was 
convidcd, and condemned to die, and all 
his goods and chattels forfeited; but he 
afterwards obtaiced a patifon on his paying 
a good round fum to the girl, and applying 
fome other parts of that vaft eibce he had 
acquired by gaming, in making friends at 
court.««-The colonel was upwards of fixty 
jears of age when he wu condemned for 



this rape; and feme hate obferred, that 
though he deferved to be hanged for a 
thoufand other crimes, he was icarcc ca- 
pable of committing this for which he waa 
condemned. 

March, A motion being made in the 
Houfe of Peers to addrefs his Majefty, that 
a lift of all penfions, payable by the cro«^ii» 
might be laid before the Houfe i it was xe<* 
folvcd in the negative.

<* I /i, B. do folemnly and fincerely 
fwear, that I hive not directly or indire^kly 
any penfton during pleafure, or for any 
number of years, or any office in part or in 
the uhole from the crown held for me, or 
for my beneftt, by any perfon whatfoever : 
and I do folemnly and fincerely promife and 
iWear, that I will not receivr, accept or 
take, diredly Qr indire£tly, during the time 
of fny being a member of this parliament^ 
any penfion during pleafure^ or for any 
number of years, or any other gratolty or 
reward whatfoever, or any oflfce from the 
crown to be held for me, or for my benefit, 
in part or in the whole thereor, by any 
perlun whatibever, without fignifying the 
fame to this Houfe within fourteen days, 
after I have received or accepted the fame, 
if the parliament be then fitting, or within 
fourteen days after the next meeting of 
the parliament. So help me God/' 

An order of council was made, that the 
maftcisof (hips fiiould pay no more than 
25 ftiillings for a new Mediterranean pafs, ' 
and 1 5 fltUlings f<ir a renewed pafs. 

March 14. His Majeftv c;ime to the 
Houfe, and gave the royal ad'ent, to the ' 
following bil\s, i//;t:.

This art WJS made to prevent anyperibn'a 
lending money to the Emperor ; to the' 
pafting whereof ffvcral objeftions wer^ 
madp in the Houfe of Commons, as that 
it would be a reltraint upon commerce : 

that 
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thtt by denfing this liherty» and retraining 
all loans or affifbince of money to foreign 
powers, we made HtH^nd the market of 
Emnftf the mart of money to the nations 
on toe continent; the Dutch would not 
refufe to fomifli the Emperor whenever he 
aiked it, and it was imprudent to deny the 
-fubjeAa of Britain the advantage that might 
he made of fuch a loan. 

To which the courtiers replied, that this 
bill was promoted with no other view than 
iu being abfolutely neceflary for the peace of 
£ur9fe ) tor there was a fabfcripcion tranf- 
•ding tor the fervice of the Emperor at this 
time, and no lefs than 40,000/. ratfcd for 
his ufe, who could not march bis armies, 
or cloath his troops, without thefe fuppHes 
of money \ and it was not juft or reafonable 
he ihould have fuch aififtance from us, 
againft whom he was meditating a war, 
iod proje^iog a difiurbance. 

Th«t it was no objr£(ion to the bill, 
tbit other princes and l^ates were intended 
as well as the Emperor ; but to have named 
him diftind from all others, would have 
Mnoonted to a declaration of war : befides, 
his Majefty would readily grant an allow- 
ifice of loans to the king of Portugal, or 
tny other prince in alliance with us.

The whale fishery appeared to be very 
conliderable on the coaft of iVinv England^ 
Ifiw Tork, and New Jerfty j thrie havihg 
arrived in Old England 1 54 tons of traiii or 
whale oil, and 9200 ot whaleboDfe, from 
thofe cuafts about this time. 

In the firft fifteen days of this month, 
there arrived from our Amerkan fufsar colo- 
nies, upwards of 10,000 hogdieads of fugar, 
and 1 5,000 gallons of rum : beftdei great 
quantities bmught to Briflo/, Lh'crpvdf and 
Glajgo^f which is computed to b« half 
at much more. And in (he laft fitteen 
days of the preceding month of JuHtf were 
brought into the port of Ltndon, 8175 
hogfhcads of fugar, and 36,866 gallons of 
rum. 

Advice came, that fifteen galleons con- 
voyed by iix men of war, failed from Cadix 
for Cartbagena on the ft6th of June, 

The Spaniards hired above threefcore 
Englifi merchant fliips in the ports o( 
Sliifi} to tranfport their forces to Itahf, 
They hired alfo a great number of French 
vedeib for the fame purpofe. 

Advice came, that Ferdinand dulce of 
Cburland died on the a8th of yune^ and that 
there was like to be a warm conteft about 
the choice of another, between the neigh- 
bouring powers or' Rujpa and Poland ; but 
the Ccarlanders, who are generally I'rotc- 
ftants, fecmcd moft inclined to be governed 
by Riijia in their eledion ; dreading to fall 
under the dominion of a blgotted Polander. 

The duke ot Afecklenhurw returned to his 
territories, and deminded Uie fubmifiion of 
hn fubjeAs to his authority : he alfo in- 
troduced feme forces, and diDve the H«irs- 
'oeriam from fomc of their poih. But tha 
Hanoverians, being reinforced, recovered 
them again. 

1 he C/arina lately finiflied the canal be- 
tween the lake Ladoga and the great river 
fFolga ; fo that there is atprefcnt a commu- 
nication by water between the Baku and 
Cafpian feas, for vtf\'cU of eighty tons bur- 
den ; being a navigation of iSoo miles, 
through the heart of Mofitt^iy, 

Tht Alger'met hairing iak«n two TMit- 
V ftrd^bcMind Duuh Safi-lndia men, the bft 
ii;oiuh, and canicd tliieiB into Algiers, com- 



modore Schryver, who commanded a f<yasN 
dron of men of war in the Mediterrensrani 
redaimea tiiem ; but the Algerines refiifed to 
part with them, till the Commodore coo- 
fented to give ibenT half the trcafors on 
board, and moft of the provifions. 

July 21. The port oif Dira^i became a 
place of great trade again. The entries of 
brandies from iheace, from 600 tons in 
1717, to above 1600 in 17x9. The entries 
of cambricks were, from eighteen hun- 
dred half pieces to thirty-one thoufand : 
and 160 fail of fkips, from thirty to fixty 
torn, were entered at ^e Cufh>m-houie in 
Ltnden from this port the laft three years.

About the fame time a petition was pre« 
fentcd by the merchants of ^rj/^o/ trading to 
Amtriea^ complaining of the great inter* 
ru,tiuns of their trade, and depredations of 
the Spaniardt, who, notwitb(binc*ing the 
rcfoludona of that Houfe, and hit Majefty*t 
endeavourt to obtain a jull and reafonable 
fatisfaAion for his fubje^, had lately taken 
and plundered ftveral (hips and vtflelt be- 
longing to Brifiol and other ports, and had 
treated the men who had fallen into their 
hands in a very barbarous manner { and 
therefore defired, that feme ad«)uate re- 
medy might be applied, to prevent fach 
lofles and outrages for the future, from a 
power at prefent in alliance with us. 

During this .feflion a (econd penfion* 
bill was brought in, and paflfed the Houfe 
of Commons with great unanimity ; bat 
was rejected again by the Houfe of Feert 
without being committed. 
D\gent\ent^ \ 

1. Becaufe the reafons entered on oor 
Jouronls the la(l fjrflion, againft rejecting 
this bill, have had nothing of weight faid 
againft them : and this refufal may be 
looked on by the Comraoqs as an unkind 
and an unprrccJented treatment, and may 
too juftly CTtkxt in them a refentmenc that 
may interrupt the harmony betueen the 
two Houfes, which is ncceffary for carrying 
on the inipnitant afr'airs of the nation. 

2. Becaufe it is earneAly defired by the 
people, and (0 wifely contrived by a folemn 
oath of purgation, to guard agninft fccret 
corruption in that place; where, if ever ^t 
.(hould be prevalent, its confe<iucnces would 
be moft pernicious and cxten(iTc; and wn 
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iiooM be expofed tn fome uncharitable fuf- 
f icionSj if we did not, ii thii moft authen- 
tic nunner the conftltution of parliament 
will allow, give an undeniable proof we arc 
untainted with it oorfclves. 

3. Bccaufe a member of parliament, who 
is not afluuned to accept a gratuity for any 
fervice which he is aAiamed publicly to 
trow, maft be confLiuoi to himi'elf, that 
he is guilty of aii immoral aAion; and 
therefore we conceive ourfelves not only 
obliged in policy, but in confcicnce^ to 
yield our affent to a bill that contains ■ 
proper expedient in this limited monarchy, 
to preferve both the innocence and inde- 
pendency of ele^ed legtilators j and would 
in a great meafure have prevented the 
danger of an infamous breach of troll of the 
higheft nature rcpofed in every fingle mem- 
ber of the lower houfe, for the benefit of 
the whole community ; which we think a 
crime that ought to be dreaded by us as 
good patriot!^ jnd that wc are bound to 
abh<» as fincere Chriftians. 

4. Becaufe we cannot but lament the 
lofs of that opportuity, which, enacting 
this bill into a lau , we afTure ourfelves his 
Uajcily would have embraced with par- 
ticular fatisfa£tion> of demonftrating to all 
kss fabjefhs, that he is incapable of fuf- 
fcring an improper ufe to be made by any 
of his fervants of that Urge revenue, which 
a parliament, liberal beyond any example 
of their predeceflbrs, fo chearfulJy gave 
him ; or of entertaining the leaft thought 
hxffifclf to the prejudice of the liberties or 
properti;*s of his peoph, by any unjuftifia* 
pie ioAuence on their rcprefentatiTes. 

The gentlemen on the other fide faSi, 
the qoeftion was not, whether bribery was 
a bad thing or not ; but whether the method 
pr>pofed to put a ftop to bribery was an 
cffeAual method9 and confiftent with our 
cooftitutfon. 

By this bill every member of the com- 
mons was to fwear, that he would not di- 
ftGtlj or indireOly receive any reward or 
gratuity from the crown during the time of 
bit betiig a member ; or, if h- did, that he 
would declare It to the Houfe ot Commons 
in fourteen days : and if any member ne- 
glf^ed to take this oath, or took any gra- 
tuity or reward afterwards, and did not de- 
clare it to the Houfe, he was made fubje^l 
to the penalties of perjury. 

So inat'the members might take what 
rewards or gratuities the)' plea^d, provided 
they decbred what they had takcA witbio 
£»ttrteca 4ajs : but the blli doci aot inti- 



mate what ufis was to be made of this du' 
claration : but whatever ufe was to be 
made of if, it inuft be by the Houfe of 
Commons only. There the declaration was 
to be made ; and it would probably be deemed 
a breach of privilege for any perPon in the 
kingdom to take cogoirance of what paOed 
there : it vras obfervable alfo, that this ufe 
was to be difcretimary and arbitrary ; there 
was nothing In the bill to reftrain or limit 
the ufe of this declaration } and if the 
Houfe fhould refer the confideration of all 
fuch declarations to the committer of 
eleflions, there the merit of the perfon 
that receives the reward, and the vievf and 
defign of the crown in giving that reward* 
mult come in queftion : and though they 
Aoold be judged of, and determined there 
with the fame honour and juflice as elec- 
tions ufually are, yet it was highly proba- 
ble the confequence of ere^iog fuch a 
judicature would be' injurious to the cooiti- 
tution : fuch a power, where ever it ia 
placed, muft draw the fuprepoe power 
after it. 

We fhould do well to confidcTy if fuch a 
power ihou Id ever be allowed, how fir it may 
extend ; it is to comprehend all re«vards and 
gratuities whatever, received dire^ly or 
indireAly by any member of the Commons s 
there is nothing in the power of the crown 
to grant but may be taken in under thefe 
general woris. There are great offices ia 
the kingdom which do not at prefent 
difqualify thofe that hold them from fitting 
in the Houfe of Commons: but if they 
were confidered as rewards or gratuities 
given by the crown, they would beaifefbed 
by thit- bill; and thofe who hold them 
made fubicA to fuch difcretionary Judg* 
ment as fliouldy in confequence of this 
bill, be exerciied in the Houfe of Com- 
mons. 

If the relation of any member fhooM be 
advanced to an office, it might be conftrued 
as a reward lodireAly at leaft to the mem- 
ber, and he made anfwerable to the Houfe 
under the fufpicion of bribery : the Houfe 
might either turn out fuch members at 
corrupt men; or, by the terror of fuc!i 
ufa.ic, make them fubfervient to their own 
ends. 

There was but little diffisrence between 
a power to fii\t places, and a power to ap- 
prove to difapprove the gift of them by 
another : and what muft this power be in 
the hands of the Commons, joined to the 
fole right they claim of ^ving money, to 
the right of dieterxnining all difputed elec- 
tions. 
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tions, CO the right of calling to accoitnt 
every ofHccr and minifter in the kingdom ? 
Would they not grow too great to be con- 
trottled by the other brancbej of the legif- 
lature? And might they not| in fuch 
plenitude of power, think the Houfe of 
^rdt to be of no ufe? Should a republi'- 
.can fpirit poflefs the Houfe of Commoni, 
as it once did, how long would our ancieift 
conftltution be able to fubfift ? 

u For though (in the words of a right 
** rejt. prelate) thii bill at firft fight, feemi 
« to be a felf-denying bill, and to fome 
*< partipiJar members may perhaps prove 
9* {o\ yet the Commons, conAdered as an

'< fiftent with our contHtution, as an in- 
'< dependent, that isy an abfolnte King; 
'< and whoever Joves the liberties and laws 
'< of bis country. wiU no more defire to 
" iee one than the other * let bribery be 
^ funiflied, let corruption be punimed; 
« hiax. not by giving fo much ftrength to 
^ jone power of this conftitution as ihall 
** jBsake it able to overbear the rtft/* 

To this it was replieii, that the Roman 
ftate was ruined by bribery : that their em- 
perors governed as arbitrarily and tyran- 
nically with the approbation of the fenate, 
whofe confeot they obtained by bribery 
and corruption, as if there had been no 
fen ate at all. 

That though this bill fliould pafs into a 
law, the crown would fiill have power 
enough to reward thofe who deferved of 
their country, unlefs it was fuppofed, that 
every man was to have a reward who voted 
•9 the miniften of the crown dire^ed him s 
that the crown had it ftill in their power 
to give ^uch rewards as was thought proper, 
Vf granting a penAon for life to any perfon 
who had done a (ignal fervice to his couu- 
trv, without fubje^ing him to any of the 
forfeitures or difabilitiea in the bill \ and 
thofe who had done fuch (ignal fervice 
ought to be provided iar for life, and not 
to be left dependent on the caprictfof a 
jninifter or favourite. 

They wiihed a more effeftual method 
could be contrived to prevent bribery and 
corruption t they were forry to fee the fanc- 
tity of oaths ridiculed, and fo little regar4ed ; 



hut they tioped it wal no cxiiii to fay f- 
roa0 under the neceflity of iiiterring ^ha 
guilt and punlihrnent of perjif^, before hd 
could be guilty of that othef crime oJTbc- 
trmying his country f thMgh fome mea 
might be hardy enough to declare a f<ilfity 
upon oath, where there was no mAn pre« 
fent «hat knew the «0nuaryi yet the/ 
believed no maa Would ,have afTuradce 
enough to declare ufOn otthy thit ho had 
tio penfion, in tho very face of the man 
who paid him his tfioneyv and wbo, upon 
hearing fuch « declaration^ moft know 
and muft thillt him a m.oft abandoned 
▼ilkufi. In Onfwer to that feverend pre- 
late, that bod' appeared io Jealous againft 
the bill, they were far fi6m endeavouring 
to wcakeft that legal dependence which each 
of the branches of 6Qr cooftitution had 
upon the other two \ nor did they obferve 
any iMi tendency in the bill : all that they 
intOlBded, was to prevent any pernicious and 
coiyupt dependence of theHouie of Commons 
upon the fervants orminiftersofthecrown. 
There was no daufe in the bill that coul^-' 
give occafion to the Houfe of Commons to 
afTuaie a new or eztraordinarv powers it 
was indeed provided by this bili, that every 
member, refufing to take the faid oatk^ 
fhovid by his refufal forfeit his feat iir 
parliament; this bill fubje^ed the mem- 
ber to a forfeiture, it is true ; but gave no 
new power to the Houfe, except that of 
adminiftcring the oath 1 if he had fuch a 
penfion, he was by former laws declared 
incapable of having a feat in parliament : 
fo that all that was new in this bil), was 
only a new method of difcovenng, whether 
a man was capable of being a member by 
the laws of the realm already made or not. 

If the gratuity he bad received from the 
crown did not difable him to continue a 
member by former laws, the Houfe coold 
not by any claufe in the bill determine that 
to be an incapacity which was not declared 
fo by former difabling laws. 

They could not from any words in this 
bill SiTume a power of judgment whether 
any perfon, receiving a gratuity from the 
crown, deferved fuch a gratuity or not| 
they could only determine, whether the 
accepting fuch a gratuity came under any 
of the difabling laws in being ; and without 
fuch declaration, where the Houfe could 
prove, that a man had accepted an office or 
gratuity, which fubje£led him to any legal 
incapacity, they were already jodget, and 
could declare his feat in parliament vacant

turn gave them a favourable profpeft of 
feeing the public tranquility re-cftablilhed. 
Thnt the remarkable difpatch the Commons 
had given to the fupplies at this critical 
junAure, had added very much to the cre- 
dit and ueight of their proceedings j and 
they flaould find as great a readinefs on his 
p^rt to eafe the burdens of his people, as 
foon as the circumdances and fituation of 
aifTairS'Would admit of it. 

lie hoped they would find all attempts 
to raife a fpirit of difcontent ineffedual, as 
it had anp arcd, that bis firft and principal 
care hnd been for the intereft and honour 
of this kingdom: hr wifhed no innovations 
mijEhtdi^urb his fubjefls, but that all who 
were zealous in the fupport of him and his

enjoyed under hit government, that they 
fliould with chearfulnefs gtant the fupplies 
for the defence and fupport of his govern- 
ment, and the fecurity and protc^iun of 
bis people*

It being moved in the Hitut'e of Com- 
mons to thank his Majefty for his fpeech, 
ftnd to eaprefs their fatisfa£li(»n at the pre- 
lient iituatioii of affairs j to declare thry 
Wuuld chcartuUy raife the fuf plies; and in 
the raifing and diftributioo ot the rerenne 
they wonid purfue fuch meafures as ih uld 
csadMce mok to the eafie of thek fciJuw- 
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fubje£ls; and would endeaYonr to avoid 
unreafonable heats and animnfities. And 
not fuft'er themfdves to be diverted by any

a long debate : at length the queOion being 
put to agree to the motion^ it was carried

In the cities oi London and ff^eftmiftfier, the 
snorning was ufiiered in by ringing of bells 
and firing of guns. All the (hips in the 
siver were adorned with flags and dreamers, 
and fired their guns.

Ati td'iCt was publiihed in 
France^ requiring all the Engiipy S(«tcb» 
and Irijk in that kingdom, who were in tto« 
employment, from the age of eighteen to 
fiity, whether they had or had not been 
formerly in the i>i^regimenu in the Frtack 
fervice, to repair to enlift in feme of thole 
regiments, in fifteen days, on pain tofuch 
as have already ferved, to be treated at de- 
ferters ; and that the reft be treated at va- 
gabonds, and fent to the galleys. 

At the fame time the officers of the Irijb 
regiments enllfted recruits both in Great Bri* 
tain and Jrtlandy for which but one of thofe 
odiccr^ was profecuted } and, being con* 
vi^cd, only paid a very moderate fine. 

1 he Engiijb ambalfador, lord iraldtpave^ 
prefented a memorial to the court of France 
againd the abovefaivi edid ^ it being thought 
a little ungrateful, that the Briti^ fufajeAt 
fiiould be treated worfe than any other na- 
tion, after they had fufifered the houfe of 
Bourbon to ravifii the Spanip) dominions \% 
Italy from the fmperor. 

Aov. 9. The prance fs of OrMfgv return- 
ed to Uclland by way of Dover and Calaii* 

One hundred and thirty captives, re- 
deemed from flavery in AUrocco^ were 
brought to London* 

The countcfs of Tanjtervilk was appoint- 
ed miftrefs of the robea to her Majefty, in 
the room of thecountefs of Suffolk. 

Dr. Broxelme was appointed pbyfician la 
ordinary to the Prince. 

I'his month his Majefty ordered one fer- 
jeanty one corporal, one drum, and tv^n- 
ty-five men, to be added to every company 
in the eight regiments brought from Ireland 
lad fummer, amounting to 2240 men in 
the whole. 

Mr. Jfard returning from. France, where 
he had done a great many cures, having 
cured a fervant of the lord chief baron Rey- 
nolds in a very defperate cafe, by his pill and 
drop, which his lordftiip acknowledlged by 
a public advertifement this month, Mr.

A fire broke out at the Qaeen''s«hea4 
punch-houfe, at St. Katb€ritH% near th« 
Tower, about three in the morning, which 
in a few hours, the wind being high, con- 
fumed near forty houfes. About an hour 
before noon, the wind increafed to a florm, 
at W. and W. S. W. fo violent as has not 
been known fmce that memorable one A'o- 
nf ember z-ji 17031 in com pari fon of which 
it was of longer continuance, but fome 
think not quite fb violent. In London it 
thKw down feveral houfes and flacks of 
chimneys, (hattered windows, and almoft 
covered every ttreet with tiles j in the coun- 
try, churches were flripped, many barns and 
fome houfes blown doM^'n, and trees with- 
out number torn up by the roo(s, and laid 
crofs the roadf. But the greateft damage 
was done to the fhipf ing ; wrecks were to 
be feen erery where along the coafla \ feve- 
ral fhips ' of the royal navy, at Portjmoutbt 
and P/ymottthf were driven afhore, or loft 
nuds, and rigging ; feveral boats were caft 
away on the Thames, but hrger vcflcU 
efcaped better there than in other harbours. 
Thirty-fix large trees were laid flat in St. 
2j«»»«'s-^flrA— .360 in the pariih of Sfocktorip 
Wiltjbtre-^ioo in the duke of Sluecn/bury^t 
paddock, at AmcJbury^^Zo im St. Pier^s-walk 
in Afoffivrotfr/y&ir^— 2000/. damage done tothe 
fine grotto, park, and park wall, of Mr. Sca^ 
luen, at Carjhahon, Surrey* Tlie rivers being 
high from the great rains before, and during 
tbeflorm, the waters were forced over their 
banks and overflowed the low lands ; fhecp 
and other rattle were lo(l in fome places ; 
in others the people took to their upper 
rooms to fccure themfelves from the inun- 
dations that were on every fide. But wc 
have not room to enumerate more particu- 
lars of the damage done before fix o'clock 
in the evening, about which time it abat- 
ed 3 nor indeed is it ncccnfary j for the cf- 
fefts of it were perceived in much the fame 
manner, at thp fame timr, in every cor- 
ner of the kingdom, and confequcntly by 
all it3 inhabitants. But wc mud not omit 
the good, occafioned by this dreadful tcm- 
peft, to the harbour of H^l/iicb, which is 
deepened by the frefhcslo above fifteen foot 
water, fo that fhips come up to the town, 
which fivlng lighterage, has been of great 
fcrvicc to the trade r>^ that part. 'Ihe 
price of tiling and workmen were raifed 
double in many places on this occafiun. 

Jan, 14. The fourth frptennial Par- 
liament met, and his M.ije/ly dire£>ed 
the Commons to chufe a Speaker, whs 
thereupon returned to their Houfe, and 
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mide choice of Arthur Onflow, efq. trea- 
farcr of the nivy, and Speaker of the lad 
Houl'e of CommonSy whom they prefented 
to his Majefty the 23d inftant. 

y^n. 13. The King made a fpeech to 
both Hoofei ; in which he told them, that 
haring confidered with the Dutch the pref- 
fing applications made by the Imperial a)urt 
for ajliltance on one fide, and the repeated 
profeJlions made by the French, and their 
ailieSy on the other, of their fincerc dif- 
pofition to put an end to the prefent troo- 
bies vpon honourable terms, he had con- 
curred in a refolacion with the States Ce- 
Beral^ to employ their joint intlahcet to 
bring matters to a fpeedy accommodation, 
before they afforded the fuccours demanded 
by the Emperor: and that the powers in 
war having at length accej^ted their good 
offices, he had the fatiifa^ion to acquaint 
his Parliament, that things were brought 
to fo grent a forwardnefs, that he hoped in 
a fhort tiine a plan would be offered to the 
parties engaged in the prefent war, as a bafis 
fur a general peace. 

That he had made ufe of the power 
the lats Parliament had entruftcd htm with, 
with great moderation, and had concluJod 
a treaty with Denmark of great importance, 
which would be attended with fome ex- 
pence ; but he did not doubt he /hould find 
in the Houfe of Commons the fame aeat, 
duty, and affeftion, he had experienced in 
the whole coorfe of his reign; and that 
they would raife the necelTary fapplies with 
chearfulnefs, unanimity, and difpatch. 

That the fenfe of the nation was heft 
known in the choice of their reprcAmta- 
tives ) and he was perfuaded their be- 
haviour would demonftrate to the world 
the unfliaken fidelity and attachment of 
his good fubje^s to his perfon and govern- 
ment. 

That if their expences were in fome 
degree increafed, to prevent greater, he 
hoped his good fubjef^s would not repine 
xt the neccffary means of procuring the 
bleilings of peace, or of putting themfelves 
in a condition to a^ that part which it 
mi eh: bt neccffary for them to take. 

A motion was maJe in the Houfe of 
Lords to return his Majc(?y thanks for his 
fpeech, and to acknowledge his Majefty*s 
care of his people, in preventing their be- 
ing unneceffarily engaged in war, and con- 
certing meafures with the States General 
for refloring the public Tranquility : that 
it was to be afcribed oily to his Majefty*s 
«hc«BifBOo vigilance for the weif^e of his 
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people, and the repofe of ChrifiitiJ:mt thaC 
the falutary work he was engaged in was fo 
far advanced s that they trufted in the 
good harmony which fubfifted between him 
and the States General: and affured hi# 
Majefty they would fupport him in akt 
fuch meafures as might be neceflary for 
fecuring the blefltngs of peace, or putting 
the nation in a condition to nGt another 
part; and then convince the world, by a 
fteady courfe of loyalty, that they confi- 
dered the maintenance of their religion 
and liberties, as being involved in the fup- 
port of his Majefty*t perfon >and govern- 
ment. 

An amendment was propofed to the ad>- 
drefs, vi'ss. that all the intermediate para* 
graphs between the firft and lad ihould h^ 
left out, which occafioned a warm debate^ 
The queftion being put to agree to ths 
amendment, it was r^folved in the nega- 
tive, 89 againft 37 ; and the addrefs was 
prefented in the terms firft propdfed. 

Jan, 27. . An addrefs, anfwering evtry 
particular in his Majefty^s fpeech, being 
moved for In the Houfe of C(»nmons, and 
his Majefty^s wifdom and goodnefs in the 
condu^ of affairs highly applauded therein ; 
thia occafioned a confiderable debate in that: 
Houfe, where much the fame arguments 
were ufed on both fides as had been offered 
in the Houfe of Peers ; but at length the 
addrefs was agreed to without any amend- 
ment, 265 againft 135; and the addre(b 
was prefented to his Majefty on the 291^ 
inftant. 

Books were opened at the bank by pubHe 
authority, on the loth infant, for taking 
fubfcriptions fur a loan of xcOyOOo/. to be 
made to the Emperor on (ecurity of the 
filver mines in Siicfia^ and the fubfcription 
was filled in three hours time, and fuoa 
after bore a premium. 

Jan* 30. Some noblemen and gentlemen 
met at a French tavern in Snffoif-JIrett, and 
had an entertainmentof calves heads, fome 
of which they dreffed up in bloody cloths, 
and expofed them to the mob, whom the,y 
treated with wine and ftrong drink, and 
caufed a bonfire to be made before the doer 
in the evening; but the people, at leaglW 
detefting the barbarous frolick, broke the 
windows of the houfe, and had made it as 
fatal a day to fome of the company, a5 li 
was to the beheaded king, if the guards 
had not come to their affiftanoc. 

A difpute happened about this time be- 
tween the pope and the king of Spain ; hie 
catholic Mijefty Infiftlng, that his fon Don 
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hrwity of Tevett years of age, ihould be 
made archbiihop ofToUdo^ but ai length 
bit Holinefs confented to it.

Fth* 20. This day being appointed for 
taking into confideratton the petition pre- 
fcnted by fix Sntcb peers; the dukes of 
Bucele»gb and AtM took notice, that the 
petition was conceived in fuch general 
termt, that they coold not determine 
whether the petitioners defigned to contro- 
vert the laft election of the fixteen peers ; 
and dciircd that point might be cleared up, 
before they proceeded any further; and 
thtrenpon a motion was made, that the 
petition ihonld be adjourned to a (hort day ; 
and the petitioners (hould be ordered to 
declare agunft that day, whether they in- 
tended to controvert the laft ele^ion of all 
the fixteen peers to reprefetit the peerage of 
ScotlanJf or the election of any, and which 
of them. 

The lord Chancellor accordingly ac- 
qnunted the petitioners, by letter, with 
the order of the Houfe ; and thereupon the 
petitioners figned a declaration, fhewing, 
that they did not intend to controvert the 
cleAion of the fixteen peers, or any of 
them, but to lay before their lordfliips the 
evidence of fuch fadls, and undue methods, 
mentioned in general in their petition, as 
appeared to them dangerous to the con- 
ftitotion. 

The petitioners hereupon mentioned fe- 
veral illegal practices at the J aft eleftion in 
their anfwer, viss. 

That a lift of the fixteen. peers had been 
framed by perfons in high truft long before 
the election. 

That the peers were folicited to vote for 
the crown-lift without alteration. 

That promifes of penfions and offices 
were made them, and fums of money 
offered for their votes, and actually given 
Co fome voters. 

That on the day of eleflion a battallion 
was drawn up in the Abbey court, and 
kept under arms, from nine in the morning 
till nine at oight^ when the eleAion ended ; 
(pT no other reafon than to overawe the 
election, as they could fee. 

And thefe inftances of undue praAices 
they hoped would fatlsfy their lord/hips^ 
that they had jufl reafon to petition them 
to take tnis matter into their confideration, 
to preferrc the freedom of ele^ions. 

A motion being mtde, that the petition- 
en had not complied with the order of the 
tfoafc} It wav carried in the affirmative. 

Then another motion was made, that 
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the petition be difmilTed; which wit like- 
wife carried in the affirmative. 

There were warm debates on thefSe mc 
tions I and, on difmiffing the petition, » 
protef^ was made. 

An attef^d copy of the protefts made by 
the Scotcb lords at EJinburrb, on the day of 
eleAion (as to the illegafity of that elec- 
tion), being produced, and a motion mado 
by a noble lord, that it might be read} 
another motion was made by the oppofite 
party, that the Houfe adjourn, it being then 
ten ?t night* 

It was refolved to adjoarn. 

Feb, 21. A motion being made for a fe« 
U& committee to inquire into theaccompta 
of the navy ; it was, after a long debate^ 
refolved in the negative, 198 againft i68« 

Feb. 26. It was propofed to add a claufe 
to the mutiny-bill ; that perfons inlifting^ 
altering their minds when they were brought 
before a juftice of peace to take the oaths^ 
fhould be difcharged on paying the mdney 
and charges the recruiting-officer had ad^ 
vanced : after fome debate a claufe of that 
tenor was ordered to be inferted in tht 
bill. 

Feb* 28. A moft curious ftatue of hit 
majefty George II. by the famous Mr* Rjcf' 
brackf carved out of a bloek of white 
marble that weighed eleven tons, and was 
formerly taken from the Frencb by Sir 
George Rooke, was fet up in the great pa- 
rade uf the Royal Hofpital at Gretnwicb^ at 
tht: expence of Sir Jobn Jennings the go- 
vernor. 

The princefs Sobiejki died at Rome lately, 
and was carried to ner interment with all 
the folemnity formerly paid to Cbrifilnd 
queen of Sweden i her death was lamented 
by all, particularly the pope, who requefled 
he might have her heart to keep in an urn 
of gold. 

It being moved that 56,250/. be granted 
to his Majefty on account of the fubfidy 
payable to the king of Denmark, purfuant 
to the treaty of the 19th of September I734» 
it was, after fome debate, relolved in the 
affirmative. 

From Madrid came advice, that two of 
the fervants of the Portugal ambafTador 
having refcued a criminal from juftice as he 
came by the ambaflfador^s houfe, the king 
of Spain fent a parry of foldiers, who forced 
their way Into the ambaftadot^s houfe, and 
took nineteen of his fervants prifonen on 
the 22d inftantj which occafioned a breach 
between the courts of Madrid and Lifioiip 
in which Crtat Britmn interpofedt

At Ki/verfion in Norfolk, rofe 
a hurricane, which blew the lead off the 
church and the tiles oft* a houfe, and carried 
them fome way in the air j and levelled a 
piece of high-furrowed land juft as if it had 
been harrowed down ; it blew water out of 
the river, and carried it a furlong and a 
half, and a hurdle from a iheepfold over 
the tops of the houfes : it continued but a 
ihort time, extended not above a mile, and 
ended in afulphureous (mell. 

An Account of tbe Charity Schools in Great 
Britain and Ireland. 

All the charity'fchools, except thofe of 
St. Margaretf tVejhninJler, and at Norton" 
Falgatcy have been fet up iince the year 
1697. There are at prefent within the b'.Is 
of mortality 13^* fchools; boys in them, 

2158, girls, T965 ; in all 5123. The num- 
er of children educated fince their begin- 
ning to 1734, is 21,399 I of which 8678 
have been put out apprentices, and 7598 
to fervices, the reft provided for by their 
parents, ^r. The other charity-fchools In 
England are in number 1329 ; the boys 
educating therein 19,506, girls ^915* The 
fchools in Scotland zxe 109 : the boys 3009, 
girls 1047. 1 he fchools in Ireland 168 ; 
boys 2406, girls 6co. Total in England, 
Scotland, and Ireland ; fchools 17 381 chil- 
dren cdocating 35,606. 

An Account of tbe Hofpitals in London. 

There were 1 1 38 children were boarding 
and educating in Cbrifi'M hofpital ; 125 were 
put out apprentices laft year, and eight 
died in the hofpital. In St. Bartholomew'* 9 
hofpital, 4803 perfons, as well foreigners 
as Aatives, were laft year cured, and many 
of them relieved with money to carry them 
to their habiutioos j 316 died, and 684 



were remaining under cure : in all 5803. 
In St. Tbontas** hofpital there were 4688 
perfons cured and relieved in like manner, 
307 died, and 666 remained under cure ; in 
all for one year 5661. At Bridewell, 325 
miferable and indigent people were fuftaincd 
and relieved, and ninety-one apprentices 
brought up in divers arts and triides.

and their readinefs to concur in a treaty for 
bringing them to perfe^on. 

That Spain and Sardinia had not yet 
agreed to the preliminaries : but there was 
little reafon to doubt of their concurrence, 
upon giving them a reafonable fecurity for ■ 
the peaceable poiTeffion of the countries al- 
lotted to them. ' 

In thefe circumftancet his firft care had 
been to eafe the burdens of his people, and 
therefore he had ordered a confiderable re* 
dudlion of his forces by fea and land : and 
if the influence of Great Britain had had 
any fl&are in compoflng the prefent troubles, 
or preventing new ones, he was fure they 
would be of opinion, that it would be ne- 
cefTary to continue fome extraordinary ex* 
pence till there was a more perfect recon- 
ciliation among the powers of Europe, 

He hoped this pleaflng profpe£l of peace 
would produce good harmony at homes 
that thofe who wiihed the peace and prof- 
perity of their country, could never have a 
more favourable opportunity of diftinguiih- 
ing themfelves than now offered, by de* 
daring their fatisfa^ioo in the progrefa 
already made towards reftoring the public 
tranquility, and promoting what was ftiU 
neceilary to brins it to perfection.

fide, prefented him by the earl of Creta* 
furd\ the princefs Amelia was in a rich 
green velvet habit, reprefenting a fuJtana, 
and a torh.Mii with a large (ttamr nd button 
on ic oi :\u immenfe value, mr^ adorned 
with crdii .vS, &c» the princeU Carclim 
was in that of a fhepherdefs, but exceed- 
ing rich : the dutchcfs of Mar^crcugh and 
the duchcfs of Portland were in Uie old 
Engjijh UrciTes worn in queen EllKahttb''t 
days, richly adorned with jewels; the lady 
vifcountefs tVcfmcutb was in a Spamjb 
drefs J the Spanifk ambafTadrefs and the 
duchefs of frbartw were drefTed alike in 
two pilgrim's h»b;rs, and talked very much 
with xhe King. Moft of the company had 
fine gv^ld and lilver favours, the noblemen 
on their heads, like cockades, and the la- 
dies at their breafts. At one o^clock the 
great gallery was thrown open, where was, 
a fine cold fupper in an amblgu, confifling 
ofi5odifhes. 

Fcht 19. The royal affent was given to 
the xd for continuing the duties on malt^ 
cyder, 6ff. 

Ftbi 20. A petition was prefented to the 
Houle, defiri^g they would rake into their 
confideration the mifchiefs that attend the 
excefTive drinking of geneva, and other 
fpirituous liquors : whereupon theHoufere- 
foUt-d, that the low price of fpirituooi 
liquor; was the principal Inducement to the 
cxcclli c and pernicious ufe thereof: and 
that, i.i i>rder t:> prevent thrfe abufet, a 
duty be laid on al! fuch liquor: fold by re- 
taJe, of twenty Oiillings a gallon ; and fifty 
pounds per ann, ihould be paid for a licence 
to retale it. 

To which it was objeded, that tha lay- 
ing fo high a duty on all fpirituous liquors 
amounted to a prohibition : however, after 
fome debate, it was agreed to.

On the 9th of this month, 0. S, the 
prince of Orange, lladtholder, ' and captain 
general of Groningen, made his public entry 
there, together with hit confort, the prin- 
ce£i royal, in a very grand and magnifltent 
xr.anner, on account of the' homage which 
her royal highnefs came to receive from thte 
inhabitants of that province. 

The moft confiderable death this month* 
wat that of the wife and brave : prince Ew 
gene of Sawy, whofe name had been fk» 
mout all over Europe for io many years. 
On the lOthO.J'. in the morning, wfata 
his gentleman went as ufual into hitchani- 
ber to awake him, he was found dead in 
his bed. Hit highnefs wat in the 73diyear 
of his agr, being born O^Po^r 8, 1663, 0. S, 

Apr, 14. Andrew Wtljon, condemned 
for robbing colledor &tark, was executed %\. 
Edinburgh, attended with numerous guards^ 
to prevent a refcue, which wat appre- 
hended; but though nothing of that kind 
was attempted, capuin Portems the com- 
mander of the city-guard, on a parcel uf 
boyt throwing ftones at the executioner aa 
he wat cutting him down, at is ufoal at 
executions, fired among the people, as did 
alfo his guard, after bit example, and aboat 
twenty perfont were unhappily killed jot 
wounded. The captain, and others, guilty 
of this ra(h and barbarous adion, were 
committed to prifon, to anfwer for it ac- 
cording to law. Afterwards it was added, 
according to a paper publifhed by the ma- 
giftrata, that the captain fired firft» and 
then ordered his guard to fire, making 
ufe of thcfe words, " Fire I bougars, and 
he damned T* without the leaft orders from 
the magifirates vrho attended, and were 
themfelves in danger of being killed, a ball 
having graied on tfie fide of the window up 
flairs, where they fiood. ' 

Apr, 16. Addrefles were prefented •n 
the prince of fKa/es*t marriage, from the 
Houfe of Peers and Commons, the city of 
London, Edinburgh, and feveral other placet, 
and were gracioufly received. 

Apr, 19. A fire at Stony Stratford in 
Buckinghamjhire, which confumcd upwaida 
of fifty hcufe5. 

Apr. 25. This day in the afternoon, her 
highnefs, Augufia, princeft of Saxc'Gotbaf 
arrived in the iViliiawi and Mary Yacht at 
Creenmkh, and was conduced by lordjDr* 
lawar to his Majefty*s palace there. In 
the evening the prince of Jf^a^s went to pay 
her a vifit, and ftaid feveral hours* The 
next day he dined with her at Greentmtt, 
where tke ciowd of people was vciy ft*tt. 

D.d ud 
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mnd htx fcighnefs condefcended to ihcw her- 
felf for upwards of half an hour from the 
gallery of the palace; which drew the 
loudeft acclamation I. 

y^r. 17. This morning her highnef<i came 
in his Majefty*t coach drawn by fix horfei, 
from Greenvficb to Lam^ib \ there was a 
Uain of coaches for her highnefs's retinue, 
the officers and ladies of the houfhold, &c* 
Her highnefs croiTed the water at L^pihttb, 
and was brought from fVbuibaU to St. 
Jdmcs'i Houfe in the Queen's chair, where 
was a court numerous and fplendid beycnd 
cxpreflion. Her highnefs was there in- 
troduced to their Majefties, who came for- 
ward to meet her, and received her ^ith 
extreme tendernels. She dined with the 
princefTeS) the prince of iValei being like- 
wi fe prefent. At eight the procc ifion began 
to the chapel, where the marriage was fo> 
' lemnifed by the lord biihop of London, dean 
of the chapel, and the joining of honds 
was proclaimed to the people by firing of 
. guns. 

The fupper, which vras as magnificent 
as can be .imagined, was ferved up about 
ten o*clock in the great (late ball-room, 
which was crowded with fpeAators. The 
bride in her robes of fiWcr ftufl?', with a 
^ronet on her head, and a train (upported 
by four dukes daughters, and two of earU, 
fat on the Queen's left hand, the prince on 
the King's right hand, and next to him the 
duke ; the princcfles jSmelia and Caroline fat 
en the left hand of the princefs. About 
twelve the illuftrious pair were put to bed, 
when the king did the bride the ufual ho- 
Bours, and company were admitted to fee 
them. 

The evening was folemnifed thtough 
every part of the town with ringing of belJs, 
bonfires, and Illuminations. The Monu- 
ment wu illuminated with upwards of 1000 
lamps.

After .which his Majefty made a fpeech 
^ both H-iufes; whetein he told them, 
he acquainted them at their firft meeting, 
that preliminary. articles had hccn conclud- 
ed between the Emperor and France \ fince 
'which time a further convention concern- 
ing the execution of them had been made 
and communicated to him C)y both thofe 
courts \ and negbciations were carrying on 
hy the feveral powers engaged in the late 
war, in order to fettle the general pacifica- 
tion. 

He thanked them for the fupplies j and 
laid, they could never better recomnynd 
themfclves to his eftcem, and the good 
opinion of thofe they reprefente^, than by 
liffing the neceHTary fupplies in a manner 
the lead burdenfome to his people. 

He was concerned to fee fuch feeds of 
iiflcnfion fown among his people ; it would 
Ee his care to preferve the conftitutiun in 
diurch and ftate, and not to countenance 
any attempts to the prejudice of either : his 
iirotedlion ffiould be impartially difpen fed 
to aH.his fubje£ts. 

That he was going to his German domi- 
nions, and ihould leave the Queen regent 
in his abfence ; and did not doubt but they 
would endeavour to make the weight of 
pabiic affairs eafy to her $ which he recom- 
inepded to them in a particular manjier.

Lord Mayor, which being laid out in three 
per cent, annuities, the intereft thereof it 
every half year to be made capital. 

June 22. The commi^oners appoint* 
fd for building the bridge crofs the rivjcr 
Thames, from New Palace Yard, met the 
firfl time at the Jenifalem chamber, H^efi 
minjier \ and chofe lord Sundon their chair' 
man, Nathaniel Blackerhy, cfc[, their trea* 
furer, and Sir Jofcph jiylcff, bart, their fc- 
cretary. 

Captain Portcous, who commanded the 
guard at Edinburgh, and fired upon the peo- 
ple who were aflembled to fee the execution 
of a fmuggler there, was found guilty of 
wilful murder.. 

. June 24. fyilJiam Roufe, and Benjamin 
Rawlins, efqrs. were elected flierifi's of 
London and Middle/ex, 
. The bailiti of the county of tippe id 
WefipbaRa having taken a udl trooper be- 
longing to an Hanoverian regiment, and 
delivered him to a Prujian officer, tho 
Hanoverians apprehended the bailiff, and 
committed him prifoner to the guard-room 
at Hamelin , and the regency of Hanover 
fent four fquadrons of dragoons into the 
county of Lippe to live at difcretion, till 
they fhould receive fiitisfa^ion for feizing 
the trooper : whcreiipon the countefs of 
Lippe mide moving reprefentations to the 
king oi Pru0j to fend him back. 

June 27. fyilriam Poyntx, efq. was 
made receiver general of the revenue of ex- 
cife, in the room of his brother the right 
honourable Stephen Poyntz, who refigned 
in his favour. ' 

The difpute between the king of Den* 
mark and the city of Hamburgh, about the 
fovereignty of that city, was determined 
at this time; whereby the Hamhurghert 
agreed to pay the king of Denmark half a 
D d a > milUon 
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million of ftorins: on the other hand, the 
King agreed that the merchants and arti- 
ficers, who refide in that quarter called 
Scaumherg in Hamburgh, and were fubjcdlt 
to the king of Denmark, ihall be fubje^t to 
the magiftrates of the city, and pay the 
fame taxes as the other inhabitants of Ham- 
burgb do : that the trade of the city, within 
the Danijb dominions, fhall be reftored ; 
and that his Majefty Hiall caufe all the 
fiiips and effects of the Hamburgbers, which 
he had feized, to be refh)red. 

His grace the duke of y^rW arrived the 
S3d of June at the ifle of Man, to tike 
upon him the government of the faid Ifland, 
and on the 25th was proclaimed by the ti- 
tle of King in the ifle of Man, 

Juh* At Mofcovff a great fire happen- 
ed, which burnt down 20CX} houfcs ; which 
accident has difconcerted the preparations 
that were making there for the public re- 
joicings for the taking of Mopb, and the 
•idvantages gained over the 'Tartars. 

July 14. When the courts were fitting 
in Weftminfter-hall, between one and two 
' in the afternoon, a large bundle of brown 
paper was laid near ttae Chancery court, 
with fevcral crackers and parcels of gun- 
powder indofed \ which burft, and ter- 
rified the people that were attending the 
courts of Chancery and King*s-bench : and 
rheexplofion threw out CeTeral printed bills, 
which gave notice that this being the hft 
day of term, the five following libels would 
be burnt in lVeftm]nfier'\i^\\, between the 
hours of twelve and two, iAt^. the gin i£b, 
the mortmain aft, the Wcftminftcr-brid^e 
z(X, the fmugglei^s aft, and the aft for 
borrowing 600,000/. on the finking fund. 
One of thefe printed bills being carried to 
the court of King^s-bench, the grand-jury 
' Lrefented it as a wicked, falfe, and fcanda- 
lous libel ; and a proclamation was iflued 
on the 17th for difcovering the perfons con- 
cerned in this wicked atid audacious out- 
rage, and a reward of 200/. was offered, for 
taking the author, orinter, and publisher, 
of the faid falfe, malicious, and treafont- 
ble libel. 

The fame libel was found fixed up at 
the Royal Exchange on the 26th in the 
faiuming. 

July 17. Brigadier ^ir/?rtfr^^ was made 
' governor of Scutb Carolina, 

July 30. In the laft week of this 
month were great tumults and riots zxHaek' 
miy, Shcrtd'ttcb, Spitjlfitlds, and ether places 
in and about London, occafioned by the 
Irifi labourers, who coming over at this 



time of the year to harreft-worky and on- 
derworking the bativeiy iWeral thon/and 
Engllfh labourers alTeiiibfttdy and eadeavourw 
ed to drive the Jrifb from the neighbour- 
hood of London \ and the Jri/k being pretty 
numeroos, and ffamdiag on their defence, 
fcveral were wounded on both fides : but 
the militia being raifed* and ibme regular 
troops fent to difperfe thcaHj the riot was 
fuppreflfed without any great miichief done. 

Aug, Captain Jobw Pertews, who com- 
manded the guard at Edinburgh when foane 
people were killed by the fire of his fol- 
diers> and condemned for it, was reprieved 
by her Majefly for fix weeks. 

A war commendog this fummer between 
the Rujpanx and the Turks, the Ruffiant took 
j€fof>b, and over-ran Crhn Tartar) : on the 
other hand, 2000 houies were barot down 
by accident in the city of Mcjano, 

Edward Trelam>ny, efq. was made gover- 
nor of Jamaica, in the room of Htnry Can* 
ningbam, efq. deceofed. 

George Clark, efq. was made governor of 
New Jorkf in the room of colond Cojby, 
deceafed. 

Thomas Pelbmn, efq. was appointed en-

Aug, 12. A fire happened at Ptffi^KT^ft, 
whicE continued with great fury from noon 
till eight o*clock at night. It bciag a 
boiflerous wind that day, the progrefs of 
the flames were fo rapid, that in lefs thin 
half an hour, they devoured all the waiv- 
houfcs and fhops in the RvJUan and forei^ 
merchants ward where the fire broke out^ 
fo that 500 ware-houfes and dwelling- 
houfes were entirely reduced to aflies, with 
the greateft part of the wares and merchan- 
dize. Fifteen hundred hoafet were alfo coto- 
fumed in other parts of the city : the pala- 
ces of the Grand Mj. f?ial of ihe court, flic 
hzTon de Schiffroff, adnMral^/i/rl>jvy, and tbc 
Perfian ambaff-dor. together with the houfes 
where his dcn^ . flics lodged, were all reduced 
to afhcs, as wer<» alio ihc pofl-ofiice and the 
ibamblfs. The Czstina's winter paTtce and 
the Admiialty-office, would probably have 
fuftered the fame fate, if all the houfes about 

them 
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them had not been puljed down ; yet for 
■11 this precavdony the magnificent triom* 
phal arch, which the commifliooers of the 
Admiralty cauied to be ereded when the 
Cxarina made her pnblic entry at Penrjhuri, 
was intifely confumed ; feveral perlbnrsnn- 
fortunat^y loft their lives in this fire^ of 
which nomber, were 123 foldiers of the re- 
fiment of gutrdf, employed to beat down 
the bnufet and to give the neceffary af- 
fiftance. The foldlen of feveral other re- 
giments that were fent thither from the 
country to help to quench the Are were dilfo 
wounded. The d^onige fdtlalned by it mtifl 
be very great, efpecially to the merchants 
and ihopkeeperSy the merchandize burnt in 
their warehoufes and fhops, confifting oi 
woollen and linen tloths, velvtftS) and a 
freac quantity of fpices. As the fire 
broke out in three difTerent places at the 
lame time, *twa8 not doubted, but incen- 
diaries were fet at work, and fome were 
taken up on fufpfcion. *Tis impoflible 
to ezprefs the defolation of the numer- 
ous families intirely ruined by this accident, 
many people being expofed to the injuries 
of the open air in fquares or ftreets, or to 
Jie under tents for want of houf«s to Shelter 
them. 

Stpt, 4. Advice from drfica, by the W4y 
of Grirc/i, mcnti6ned, that the Malecontents 
basing their patience tired out in expefting, 
CO no purpofe, the fuccour promifed them 
by baron Neuboffy had at laft taken a re- 
iftlacien to ftrip him of the title of fove- 
reignj that they depOfed him accordingly 
in a general afTembly, telling him, that if 
the fuccour did not arrive within the month 
of OBoktr, they would drive him out of 
thefr ifland. 

Srpt, 7. About ten at nts^ht a body of 
men entered the city of Kdinbur^b^ and 
feised on the 6re-arms, drams, Sfr. be- 
loflfgiag to thi- city guard, fecured all the 
gates, btat an alarm, tnd, marching to the 
ptiTon where captain Pcnecus wfts, fet the 
ioOr on fire when they found they could 
sot breik it op€n; and, having dragged 
Otit FvniwSf hanged hinn upon a JSgn-poft ; 
after which they retbmed the arms to the 
|Oard-houfc, and left the city.

€sck'M, in o|»pcr Sbad^rif, when forty- 
two houfes, fix Warchourcs, bcfides our- 
hotffet, and fheds Were deflroyed, and ne;fr 
tV^enty Wefe damaged.

I«ord Chancellor (one of the coramifnoners) 
iaidy Hit Majofty had. commanded them to 
ll^t the Hkufes know, that, as it was not 
convenient for him to be there in his Roy;il 
t'erfon, ^e had authorized hit Royal High- 
^eft the Prince, and feveral lords in the 
CommilBon mentidned, to sdo every thing

Then, the commjflion being read, the

Houfes; and faid, They were commanded

fnd orders given for the evacuation and 
Bofleflirm of the feveral countries and places 
Dy the powers concerned in the iate war, 
mccordi«g to the preliminary articles, the 
jgreat work of re-eftabliihing the general 
mnquUity was far advanced ; but ftill it 
would not be advifeable to leave themfelves 
in fo defencelefs a condition^ as to encou- 
tfge any enterprises, which the enemies to 
*^e public peace might have vainly fug- 

fefted, and flattered themiidves with the 
op<A of. 

For his Majefty could not bat obferve 
Ae many contrivances and attempts carried 
on in varioos (hapes, and in drflfercnt parts 
of the nation, tumultnoufly to refift and 
ohftni^ the execution of the laws, and 
violate the peace of the kingdom : and that 
thefe di0arbera had levelled their fedirion 
againft the Parliament, as well as hii Ma- 
^efty, endeavouring to render inefTc^tual 
fome a£ts of the whole legiflature : but 
his Majefty thought it uoneceflfary to in- 
Imc «n a fttbjed of this natuie^ fince^ by 



the conftant tenoor of tbelr conduQ thejr 
had ftewn, that they confidcred the fupport 
of his authority, and the fiecurity of hit 
government, as infepanble from the pre- 
servation of the public ttinquility, and their 
own iafcty. 

Addre&a were hereapoa drawn, op, and 
prefented to his M aycfty by each Houfe, in 
which th^ feemed to concur with the 
fpeech in every article ; have been agreed 
upon without any debate or divifioo.

long debate ; whereupon a copy of a me£> 
ifage from his Majefty to the Prince in wrU

ihd tbore hU Highnefs*t rcTenuet of the 
duchy of Cemvfilli which his Majefty 
thought a Tcry competent allovrance^ con- 
Ijdering his numerous iflue, and the great 
czpences which muft naturally attend . an 
honourable provifion for his whole family. . 

To which meflfage the Prince returned a 
^perbal anfwer, importing, that he defired 
the Lords who brought it, to lay him^ with 
all humility, at his Maje%*s feet } and to 
aflure his Majefty, that he had» and ever 
ihould retain the utmoft duty to his royal 
perfon s that he was very thankful for any 
inflancc of his Majefty*s goodnefs to him 
or the Princefs; and particularly for hii 
Majefty** gracious intention of fettling a 
jointure on her Royal Highnefs : but that 
as to the meilage> the aftair was now out 
of hit hands, and therefore he could give 
no aofwer to it. 

The debates being fini/hed, and the 
Ring*s meflage, with the Prince*! anfwer, 
being read in the Houfe> the quelHon was 
pat to addrefs his Majefty to fettle 100,000/. 
per annum on the Prince, which was re- 
iblved in the negitive in the Houfe of Peers,, 
iot againft 40. 

In the Houfe of Commons alfo it was re- 
Iblved'in the negative, 234 agaiitft 104. 

Againft the refolution for not addrefSrig 
his Majefty fevetal Lords entered a proteft, 
for the following reafons, among feveral 
bthers : 

Thai the honour and intereft of th^ na- 
tion, the crown and royal family, could be 
concerned in nothing more than in having 
a due and ind^ndent pfovifion made for 
the ftrft born fon and heir-apparent to the 
crown, 

Becaufe, in the late King*s feign, 
looiyooo/. per sntrttmf clear of ill deduc- 
tions, was fettled on his piefent Majefty, 
when prince of IPtf/rx, out of a civil lift cif 
.700,000/. pir 09mim» 

Becaufe nis prcfent Majefty had funds to 
iompofe a civil lift of 800,000/. ptr annuup 
which bring in at leaft ^0,000/. per gutn. 
which large civil lift was given on pre- 
sumption .100,000/. per annum would be fet- 
6ed on the Prince. And they conceived 
the piefent prince^ of WaU» ought to have 
the like jointure (of 100,000/. per snnnmj 
Hf her Majefty 4iad, when pHncefs of 
IFsla. 

Becaufe it had always been the policy 
of this country, and care of Parliament, 
that a fuitable provilion, independent of 
ihe crown, flioold be made for the heir 
i^farent it^nd H ihh ^aeftion had pided 
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in the aftirmative, it would have prevented 
all future uncafinefs. 

March 5.' Great numben of footmen' 
aflembled with weapons, in a ^umultuoua 
manner, and jbroke open the doors uf the 
playhonfe in pruty-Idney and fought theif 
way to the fbge^door, which they forced 
o'pen^ and hindered the proclamation bein| 
read by colonel De Veii} however, he caufeS 
feveral of the ringleaders to be taken an4 
committed to Newgate.

gallery, which they claiAi^ a right to.

The a^ Hx punifliing mutiny 
and defertion received the royal aflent. 

1737, April i^* The duke of iVrwr^A 
having prefented to the Houfe of Peers aA 
authentic copy of the trial of captain Tor^ 
teousf and all the proteedings relating there* 
to } and feveral witnefles having been exa^ * 
mined before the Houfe, a bill wais brought 
in of the following tenor, vix. ' 

That «< Whereas upon Tut/day the 7th 
of Septemher, 1736, there was a moft out* 
rageous riot in the cit]^ of Edmburgb^ no* 
torioufly concerted and carried on oy great 
numbers of wicked and blood-thirfty p^« 
fon9, who feezed ihearmi of the city, guardy 
* podded the city- gates, fet fire to the prifoo 
of the Tolbooth, and fet at large fevertl 
prifoners. 

'< And whereas captain Jthn Perteout^ 
then a prifoner under fentence of de^h^ 
but reprieved, was, by the faid rioterij 
dragged from the faid prifon, hanged aibd 
murdered, in defiance of the government^ 
to the moft unparallelled obftrudion o^th't 
royal mercy. 

'* And whereas, before the commtttiitg 
the faid murder, it was commonly reported 
in Edinhurghf thait fome fuch attrociout aft 
would be attempted, which,, by propel care 
of the magiflratei, might have been pre^ 
tented: notwlthftanding. which; Alexander 
tFiJfon^ efq. then provoft of the faid city^ 
did'n'ot take any precautions to prevent the 
faid murder and riot, nor ufe proper means 
to fupprtts the £u&^ («r afterwanis difcover 
Z« ' -or 
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or apprehend the authors or abettors 
cheroof. 

<* Now to the intent the faid enormous 
^diaviour and negle&of dutj might not go 
lanpunifliedy and that other perfons might 
not prefume to be guilty of the like for the 
future, it is enaded» that the faid Alexsn^ 
(ier fKtifoM he difabled to hold> exercife, or 
CBjoy^ the faid office of provoft of Ediit' 
hurgb I and be difabled for ever to hold or 
enjoy any office or place of magiftracy in 
the laid city of EJinhurgb, or eifewhere in 
Great Britain i and that he ihould be kept 
dofe prifoner for one year. 

« And whereas the (aid town«guard ap- 
peared to have been of no ufe* it is further 
enaded, that from the ift of July , 1737, 
the faid guard ihould be abolimed, and no 
longer kept up i and that the gates of the 
tifetherbow-port be taken down, and the 
, communication between the city and C«- 
notigati be hereafter kept open night and 
day." 

This bill was ordered to be read a fecond 
tune in May^ and the Lord Proroft and the 
city of Edinburgh J to be heard by their 
oounfel ag^unft Uie bill^ upon the fecond 
reading.

And it was 
refolred, they ihould be examined at the 
bar, iixty-three againft fifty-one. 

Whereupon the 5r0/cib judges were called 
tq the bar ; where they appeared in their 
Vobes, and fome queitions were put to them. 
The difputes between S^in and Portn- 
gaJvtttt intirely adjuiled about this time, 
and Sir John Norris returned with the ileet 
from L'ljbon,

And only the chufes for diu 
abling the Provoft, and for impofing the fine 
of two thoui'and pounds on the city, re- 
mained i which was directed to be paid to 
the wife of the late captaiil Parteous : and 
thus amended, the bill was returned to the 
Lords, who agreed to the amendments made 
by the Commons. 

A motion being made this feflion for 
granting 28,707/. o. icx/. for CbeJfea hofpi- 
tal, notice was taken of the great charge 
thit hofpital was like to bring upon the 
public: however, after fome debate, the 
iame was agreed to without a divKion. 

A motion alfo was made, that his Ma* 
jefty might b^ empowered to make ufe of 
that part of the prepuce of the finking fund 
every year, which lay dead in the Excbc" 
qutr, and replace it as the taxes given for 
the curve it year came in.*— Which motion 
adA> was agreed to.

Dee, 14. This morning between one aad 
two o'clock, a moil dreadful fire broke out 
in the kitchen of Mr. Bajket^t dwelling- 
houfe iti Black-friars, printertohis Majefty^ 
which in a fhort time confumed the famcy 
and the King's printing- hoofe adjoining. 
The fire was (o fudden and violent, that the 
family faved themfelves with the utmoft 
difficulty. The printing-houfe was very 
large, and the fineft of the kind in the 
world} the printing-materials aloneamount- 
ed to feveral thoufand pounds, befides a vaft 
number of bibles, common prayer books, 
a^ of parliament, &c, which were en* 
tirely confumed. It is faid the lofs in the 
whole amounted to near 20,000/. 

Dec. fj. Queen Caroline was buried pri* 
vately in Henry the Vllth*s chapel. About 
twelve o*clock her Majefty's ccrpfe was re-r 
moved from St. James's palace in a new 
hearfe made for that purpo'ie, and covered 
with purple velvet, drawn by eight of iier 
MajeAy's coach horfes, covered with velvet. 
They went out at Buckingham-gat^, through 
James -fireet, Totbill-Jfreet, the Broad Sanc^ 
tuary, Union-ftreet, and into Palace^yard\ 
the kettle-drums and trumpets bclongin|; , 
to the guards attended, ;^nd feveral of the 

jtoapbef 
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CttHbes and fix horfes belonging to the 
royal family, ^nd efcorted by a party of the 
horfe guards, with . twelve yeomen, and 
twelve flambeaux, carried by her own foot- 
men. 

The funeral of her late Majefty was 
performed between the hours ot fik and 
nine oVlock at night, from the prince's 
chamber to king Httlry the V]Ich*s chapel, 
with great folemnity, peace, and order \ 
her Majefty*a pall was fupported by fix 
dukes, four being knights of the garter, 
and two of them koights of the bath, v'tTi. 
the duke of Richmond^ the duke of Mon- 
Mjpr, the duke of Argyle, the duke of——, 
the duke of Sit. yiI6atts, and the duke of 
Afamcbefler, The fcaflfolding on which the 
proceflion pafled was lined on each fide with 
the foot guards, bearing wax torches in 
their hands \ the foot were fupported by the 
horfe guards, who were pofted on both fides 
of the fcaffold in the ftreet, the horfe 
grenadiers were poficd at all the avenues 
leading to the Abbey, 

Their graces the dukes of Dorftt and 
GrsftoKf were the fopporters to her royal 
highnefs the prince fs Amilia. 

There were ten bifhops walked in their 
robes in the procefiion. 

At fix o'clock at night, when the pro- 
cefiion began, the tower guns began to fire, 
and continued firing every minute till her 
Majefiy was interred; at the fame time 
St. Paiil't bell began tolling, and ended at 
the fame time. 

The drawing the lottery, to raife money

• Dec. 18. In the morning, a great crack 
was heard from the cellar of the Spaw- 
hoafe, at Scarhvtough in Torkfi^ire, and 
tipod fearch the cellar was found renr.

the rent of the top of the cliff as aforefaid 
from the m.iin land, was 224 yards. The 
rent continues! from each end down the fide 
of the cliff to the fands, was meafored oa 
the fands from one end to the other 268 
yards, vi«. 143 fv^uth of the wharf aiid 
ipaw-wells, and lOo to the north o§ the 
fpaw. As the ground funk, the earth or 
fand, which the people uf^ to "Watk oft 
under the cliff, arofe upwards out of its 
natural pofition for above 100 yards ijv 
.length, on each ifidc of the wharf, north 
and fouth, and was fix and in fomt place* 
feven yards above its former level j but as 
foon as it began to rife, the water at the 
fpaw-well ceafed running, and was gone. 
The ground thus rifen was twenty-fix yardi 
broad j thfc fVone key or wharf, which waa 
computed at 2463 tons, rofe entire and 
whole, twelve feet higher than its former 
pofition (but rent a little in the front) and 
was forced forward towards the fea twenty 
yards. 

There was within the lafi year upwards of 
1 50,000/. bounty money paid upon the ex- 
portation of corn, which brought be* 
twecn three and four millions of money into 
the kingdom.

^tdjft was laid. 

Teb, I. The Parliament being met, 
the King made a fpeech to both Houfes ; 
therein he acquainted them, 'i hat a con- 
vention was concluded, and ratified, be- 
tween him and the kingof 6i^tfiir. who had 
abliged hiipfelf to make reparation to- his 



fubjeds for their loftes, by a certain ftipu- 
lated payment : and plenipotentiaries were 
appointed for regulating all thofe grievances 
and abufes which had hitherto interrupted 
the Britijb conunerce and navigation in the 
American feas ^ and for ^ttling all mattery 
in difpute, in fuch a manner as might for 
the future prevent and remove all newr 
caufes and pretences of complaint ^ which 
copvention> with the feparate articles, he 
would order to be laid before them : and if 
all the ends which were to be hoped for^ 
even from fuccelsful arms, could be obtain- 
ed without plunging the nation into a war^ 
it muft be thought by> all reafonable and 
unprejudiced' perfons^ the moft defirable 
event. 

He wiihed the pofture of affairs would 
have permitted him to retrench the public; 
expences, for which he was obliged to de- 
mand fuppliea; .but he did not doubt^ 
their aft'e^lion for him would induce them 
to grant him fuch fupplics as were neceflaryr 
for the honour and fecurity of the king* 
dpm; 

And recommended it to them not to 
fuft'er any prejudices or animofities to have 
a (hare in their deli^rationi. 

The fame day a motion was made in the 
Houfe of Lords, to anfwer his Majefty> 
fpeech verbatim, and applaud the conyen/^ 
tion, and all the meafures that had beea 
taken to tfft£t it j and it was prcfented ac* 
cordingly. 

An addrefs of the fame tenor was moved 
for in the Houfe of Commons, t;i«, x. To 
thank his Majefty for his (peech. 2. Tq 
acknowlege his great goodnefs in the ref 
gard he had e^prefled to the petitions and 
Complaints of his fubjef^s, the advice of hi* 
parliament, and the intereft of his people^ 

3. To congratulate him on concluding ■ 
convention, and to a^ure him) they would 
fupport him in bringing it to perfediion* 

4. That they would grant the neceftary 
fupplics, and avoid all heats and animofi* 
ties. 

Feb. 8. ThedukeofiV^r^/f laldbe* 
fore the Houfe of Peers, a copy of the con* 
vention between Great- Britain and Spahif^ 
concluded at the Pardo, 14 January 1739. 
N. S» with the feparate articles. 

A motion was then made, that the con- 
vention, with the feparate articles and ra* 
tifications, might be read immediately : and 
they were read accordingly.

Feb, 12. Tne faid paper being read, 
vas voted a falfe^ fcandalouSy and malici- 
ous libel: Andy the author abfconding^ 
JDoJJley the printer, who atrended, was or- 
<iered to be taken into cuftody ; after fome 
debate, wherein the lords who were againft 
it, obferved, that it was not ufual to take 
a printer or publiiher into cuftody, where 
lie appeared and difcovered his author. 

Feb* 14. A motion was made in the 
Houfe of Commons, that the number of 
forces for the current year ihould b» 17)704 
men : Whereupon an amendment was of- 
fered for reducing them to 12,000 ; but it 
was carried for 17,704 (253 againft 183) 
after fome fnurt refledlions made on the 
convention in that Houfe. 

Feb. 23. The iheriffs of London, by 
order of the Lord Mayor, aldermen, and 
common-council, prefented a petition to 
both Houfes of Parliament ; wherein they 
let forth, That it was with a concern the 
petitioners were unable to exppfs, that 
they perceived the trade of his Majedy^s 
American colonies ftill continued expofed to 
the infults of the Sfaninrds, who, under 
unwarrantable and injurious pretences> con- 
tinued to ftop, fearchy and make prizes, 
of Bntjjb vcHels navigating the jimerican 
ieas : That the jimerUan colonies was al- 
jnoft the only profitable tra^Ie this nation 
Aoyr enjoyed unrivaled by others : And they 
were induced to hope, from his Majefty*s 
paternal care of his fubje£ts, fupported by 
the vigorous refolutioos of both Houfes of 
Parliament, and the equipment of a very 
powerful fleet, that his Majefly*s trading 
Ittbje^ would not only have received full 
iatisfaflton for their lofles, occafloned by 
l[ie depredations of Stain \ but alfo an un- 
•bubted fecurity for their commerce for the 
time to come : And that a reafonable and 
adequate reparation would likewife have 
Wen obtained, for the barbarities and in- 
human cruelties exerclfcd by that nation 
on the EngHJb Teamen ; but beg leave to 
teflify their great concern and furprize, to 
find by the convention, that the Spaniards 
are fo far from giving up their unjuft pre- 
fcnfions to viflt and fearch our (hips in the 
American feas, that this prctenfion of theirs 
is referred to the future regulation and de- 
fifion of plenipotentiaries; whereby the 
petitioners appreUcodcdy it w^s in. fome 



degree admitted, that fuch a precaHonl 
iituation muft inevitably expdfe the trade 
in the America n*{t*» to continual interrup* 
tions and alarms, as well as to feveral 
loflies i and to thefc unhappy caufes they 
apprehended, the prefent tow ftate of the 
Britijb colonies might, in a great meafure, 
be afcribed. And having thus reprefented 
the fatal confequencet of leaving the freedom 
of navigation any longer in fufpenfe, they 
humbly hoped, this honourable Houfe 
would take it into mature deliberation, and 
do therein as to their great wifdom ihall 
feem meet. 

The H^e/i'Jndia merchants, and the city 
of Brifiol, prefented petitions of the like 
tenor. 

Feb. 26. The bill for laying a datyoc 
malt, &e. received the royal aflent : as a)^ 
fome naturalization bills. 

The declaration made by Don Sebajlian 
de la S^adra, flrft plenipotentiary to the 
king of Spain, before he ratified the con« 
vention; and which fome peers infilled on 
feeing, was of the following tenor, vix. 

That his Catholic Majefty referved to 
himfelf, in its full force, the right of being 
able toiufpend the afliento of negroes \ ai^ 
for difpatching the neceflary orders for the 
execution thereof; In cafe the company 
did not fubjed herfelf to pay, within a 
ihorttime, the 68,ooo/. which £he had coli- 
fefled was owing on the duty of negroes, 
or on the profits of the ihip Carolina : and 
likewife declares, that under the validitj 
and force of this protefl, the flgning of the 
faid convention might be proceeded oaj 
and in no other manner. 'Wherefore upoa 
this firm fuppofition, and that it might 
not be eluded on any motive or p^text 
whatfoever, his Catholic Majefly had beea 
induced thereto. Pardo, 10 January X739*

We received advice about this time, thaC 
Edward Trelawnv, efq. governor of 7^- 
maica, on the ift of March, 1738, ha<I 
made a peace with the rebellious negroes of 
that ifland; whereby it \^as agreed. That 
the negroes fliould remain in a ftatc of free- 
dom ; and that they fhould have the pro- 
perty of 1500 acres of land, north-eaft of 
^rela^vny town ; and fhould have liberty to 
hunt within three miles of the En^iyb fct» 
ticments ; that they ihould fubmit to the 
or^^ers of the governor, and afliil in the de- 
fence of the Ifland ; and ihould deliver up 
all fugitive negroes. 

March z. The Houfe of Peers addrcfled 
his Majeily on the convcntioo* thanking 

him 
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kim for laying that treaty before them ; and 
for his care of the true interefts of his peo- 
ple ; aclcnowiedging his Majefty's great prtt- 
deoce, in bringing the demands of his fubjefts 
for their lofTes to a final adjuthnent, by the 
iaid conTention \ relying on his royal wif- 
dom, that in the treaty to be concluded in 
parfoance thereof^ proper provifions would 
be made for the redrf fs of the grievances 
complained of ; particularly, that the free- 
dom of navigation in the Americmn feas 
would be fo effedually fecured, that hit 
fabje£ls might enjoy unmolefted their un- 
doobted right of navigating and trading 
from one part of the Britifh dominions to 
another^ without being liable to be (Yopped^ 
vifitedy or fearched : they depended alfo, 
that io the treaty to be concluded^ the at- 
moft regard would be had to the adjufting 
the limits of his Majefty*s dominions in 
Awurica : and gave his Majefty the ftrongeft 
aflunmces that, in cafe his juft expectations 
ihould not be anfwered, they would hear- 
tily and sealoufly concur in foch meafures 
as Ihottld be neceflary to vindicate his Ma- 
jefty*s honour, and preferve to his fubjeCls 
the full enjoyment of thofe rights, to which 
they were entitled by treaty, and the law 
^ of nations. 

M^cb 8. The afTair of the convention 
was debated in the Houfe of Commons : 
after which they refolved to addrefs his 
Majefty in the fame terms the Lords had 
dose. There were 4^0 members prefent j 
bot it was carried only by a majority of i8y 
to approve of the convention. 

idm-cb 12. The Houfe of Commons 
attended his Majefty with their addrefs of 
thanM> for his obuining the convention^ 

M^reh 74* The princefs of Wales was 
brotight to bed of another prince, at iJor' 
fclk^bcvft. When her Royal Highnefs was 
in labour, the Prince i'ent a melTage, by the 
lord of the bed-chamber in waiiing, to ac- 
quaint his Majefty with it : whereupon his 
Majefty fent a meiTage to the Houfe of 
Loctlff : and the Houfe thereupon adjourn- 
ing, the lord chancellor, the duke of Dor* 
fttf with the biihops, and feveral of the 
privy council, went to Nvrfoik'bwje, and 
were prefent at the birth, which happened 
about two in the afternoon. 

March 15. The Commons congratulat- 
fd his Majefty on the birth of a prince.

1739, Afril 3. Near Kaee*S'taiin, oa 
the north road, about a mile beyond StiltoMp 
there was lately dug up in the high road 
a leaden coffin near 4iCN9lb. that had lain 
there from the year 1 308. It contai^Ed a 
very frefli Ikeleton, and at the fame place 
were found many Roman coins in filver and

Aprii 7. As the workmen were digging 
in Stocks-market for the foundation of the 
Manfion-houfe, they took up a grave ft»iie 
which had been there 297 years : the let- 
ters and figures, with a curious coat of 
arms upon it, appeared but 'very little do* 
faced. ^ 

April II. The young Prince was bap- 
tited at Norfolk' best ft, by the bifliop of Ojr- 
ford, and named Edward-Aurufius* The 
fponfors were, the king of Prir^tf, the duke 
of Bnntfwic'Wolfenhttrel, ana the duchefs 
of SaX'ff^effeenfcls ; reprefented by the duke 
of ^eentberry^ the marquis of Carnar^foi^ 
and the lady Carlotte Edwin. 

April 19. The following bills received 
the royal afTcnt*

An a£t to continue the duties for eo* 
couragement of the coinage of money.

And to 13 private bills. 

Sir John Eyles appointed joint poft- 
niafter- general with the lord Lovell, in 
the room of Edward Cartertt, efq. de* 
ceafed. 

Dr. 
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Dr. Nlcbotst Saunderfnit profeiTor of the 
snathemades io theuniverfity ot Camhruige, 
llied t he bad been blind from two years of 
•gey and yet a very learned man, and the 
greateft mathematician of his time : he 
Ibrmed an orrery himfclf, with which he 
lead leAures to his pupils. 

An earthquake happened at Smyrna the 
Hft month, wliich overturned and deipo- 
liflied a •great many public and private 
Ituildings, and buried many of the inhabi- 
tants in the ruins. 

A^il xy. This day came on at Dvtlin 
the trial of the right honourable Henry 
JBarry, lord baron of Santry, for the mur- 
der of Laugblm Murfhy, a running foot- 
man, and formerly his fatber*s fenrant, in 
Aupip laft, at Palmerfiown fair. About 
eight in the morning, his Lordfiiip was 
brought to the Parliament-hoofe, the ax 
^inf carried before him. At ten the Lord 
Chancellor, Lord High Steward on thir 
occafion, went thither in Aate, firft to the 
'^Hottfe of Lords, and from thence in pro- 
ccffion to the Commons Houfe, the place ' 
' vppointed for the trial, which began about 
^elerea^ and lafted till fix in the evening ; 
^hcn the Lords, 23 in number, unani- 
mbofly pronounced him guilty ; after 
which, fentence was given for his execu- 
tion, and his Lordihip was guarded by a 
company of foldiers to Newgate. The lady 
dowager Santry, with feveral perfons of 
diftin^ion embarked for England^ to fo- 
" licit his Maje(ly*s pardon for the faid Lord : 
•nd feveral Lords prefented a memorial to 
the Lords JuiHces, to be tranfmitted to his 
Majefty f(»r that purpofe, lord Santry being, 
very young, and the laft of the family. 

In confequence of a favourable report to 
-'Ilia Majeily, joined with a powerful folici- 
tation, this young nobleman was reprieved 
during his Majefty's pleafure. 

May 3. His Majefty fent a mciTage to 
both Houfes of Parliament ; wherein he 
deiires, that 15,000/. a year may be fettled 
; on his (on the duke of Cumberlandf and his 
iffue; and an annuity of 24,000/. on the 
four princefTes, to take eft'eft after his de- 
mife. Whereupon a bill was immediately 
brought in, for enabling his Majefty to 
make the fettlement therein propofed ; and

debates on that fubjedl. 

May IO. Another racfTage was fent to 
both Houfes by his Majeftyy acquainting 
diem, that he had concluded with the kfng 
ef Dittwtarkf a treaty agreeable to that which 
expired in 1737, and dcfired their fujyiort 



and coacurrenoSf in oukiiif fOod tbt ea^ 
gagemcnts he hnd diotby «Dt«red into : 

And as events might happen, when it 
would be impoffible lor liti Hajiky to have 
the immediate advice and effillan c e of hit 
great council, upon any cm crgcBcy arifing 
from the present poftnic of affiurs ; be 
hoped he (hould be fuppoftcd by the Par* 
liament, in making fach Asrthcr angmeB* 
tation oif his forces as might be abfoltttely 
neceflary^ and in concerting fuch meafarti 
as the exigency of affiiifi might reqaiie. 
Whereupon a motion was made in the 
Houfe of Peers, to addrefs his Maje^y, t» 
thank him for laying the treaty with Den* 
mark before them : and to a0ure him, they 
would concur in enabling him to make good 
his engagement', and fupporting him in 
making good fuch further augmentation ef 
his forces as might be neceiTary. 

The Commons, in compliance vrith the 
faid motion, voted 70,583/. for the fobfidy 
to Denmark, and 500,000/. for augmenting 
the forces in any exigency. 

There being at prefent a great fcarcityof 
corn in many of the provinces of France, 
the duke of OrUans canfed 2,000,000 of 
livres (near 100,000/. fterliog)to be expend- 
ed in the purchafe of corn from this coon- 
try, to be diftributed at a moderate price 
among the poor in thofe provsncet where 
he had any interef(. 

Lord WatpoUf eldeft fon of SbKsicrr, 
made auditor of the Exchequer, in the room 
of the late earl of Halifax^ a place for life 
worth 5000/. ^r annum, 

Edward frahoUy efq. fecond fon of Sir 
Robert, made clerk of the pells in the E»* 
chequer, in the room of his brother* 

ycbn Pbiiijtfonp efq. made a commiffioncf 
of the navy. 

Roberf Byng^ efq. made governor of Bar* 
badnet. 

The Danes, by the fublidy treaty, engaged

The duke of IJcJiein^Gotttrff^ aged thir- 
ty-ainCf died about this time, and was fuc- 
ceeded by bis only fon, born Fe6. i, 1728) 
whofe mother wis the elded daughter of the 
c»tr Ptfer the Great, by his laft wife Ca- 
tharhie (afterwards eroprefs of Rujja.)

June f. The conferences between the 
commiiTaries of Great Britain and Spain 
were fufpendcd : the king of Spain having 
^dared to Mr. Keene, that iince the South 
Sta company perfifted in their refufal to pay 
the 68,oco/. which appeared to be dee to 
bim on the S^anifo calculation, his Majefly 
(onld not diipcB^e with himfelf, from re- 
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yoking the privilege granted that company 
for the negro trade ; and that, in confer 
quence of this revocation, he (hould be 
obliged to feize on the company*s efl'e£ls in 
Mexico^ that he might procure himfelf the 
payment of the fum in queftion* 

We received advice about the fame time« 
that the Spaniards at fort St. Augufiin in 
FUriday had publiihed a proclamation, pro- 
mising fieedomto all white fervants and ne- 
groes belonging to Cat-^lina and Georgia, 
that would dcfert over to ihem, and had al- 
lotted fuch defcrter^ lands near bt. Augvftin, 
where above 700 Britijb flaves had atreaJy 
been received. 

About the fame time the Emperor and 
the French king entered into an offenfivc 
and defeiifive adliance : this probably the 
£mp?ror did, to exprefs his refentment 
againft Great Britain and the States Gene- 
ral, who refufcd to a/lift him in the pre- 
ceding war with Franct, Spain, and Sard!- 
nia, but fuffered him to be deprived of hit 
Italian dominions, though they had gua- 
ranteed them to his Imperial majefly and 
his heirs. 

A difcourfe of a war with Spain, tn4 
preparations for theiame, which continued 
through the month. Ten regiments were 
ordered to be embarked from Irdand* Ten 
thoufand additional land forces were to be 
leyied, and incorporated with the other re- 
giments.

It began 
at feven o'clock in the evening, and the 
fla/hes continued, more or left, till twelve 
at eight. The next day the wind wai ex- 
ceeding high from mornihg till night, 
which did confiderable damage to the drip- 
ping, dff. 

We had an account firom Bremen, that 
about half an hour paft one in the mom* 
ing, the lightning ftruck into their fort 
called Broide, which Aood near and covered 
the bridge between the old and new citiet, 
and above forty thouland pounds of gun^ 
powder laid up there, took fire, and OJew 
up ;he whole, fort, with feveral adjacent 
houfe and mills, and fpreading over both 
cities, fet fire in about twenty-five different 
places, wbith put all the inhabitants under 
a great confternation: but a heavy rain fal- 
ling, and by the help of the people, the 
fian^et round about were happily extin- 
guiihed: About forty perfons living neat 
the fort were killed, and near 1000 houfea 
damaged. 

By the South Sea company's anfwer to

kind of peftilence, which deltroyed his ar- 
my : and though the RuJJiant were every 
where vidorious, they f^und themfelves 
under a neceillity of purchafmg a peace^ by 
the ceflion ^ Ajopby and all their con- 
^oefts on tb^ Black Sea, to the Turh foon 
sifter. 

An ambaflador arrived at London from 
France about this time, and offered his me- 
^Atton between Great Britain and Spain \ 
which not being accepted, he declared his 
matter would affift the Spaniards againft 
Great Britain,

His Majcfty being returned to St. JamtCt^ 
it was moved in the Houfe of Lorda, to 
prefent him with an addreff of thanki ;

jefty. 

By the accounts from Paris we were told, 
that an cxprefs was arrived there with the 
Icing of Spain i declaration of war againft 
Grrat'Britain ^ and thatthey were extreme- 
ly bufy in all the ports of France, fitting 
our their old and building new (hips of war. 
Qnc could judge for what end thefc prepara- 
tions were making ; but the court of France 
had not at this time decbred in favour of 
Spain, nor would they declare, till they 
had fufficicntly encreafed their naval force \ 
and before they could do this, it was hoped, 
we ihould be able to force Spain to agree to 
reafonable terms. 

We had al fo an account from Vienna, 
that couriers had been difpatched to Lon- 
doHf Paris, and Lijhon, with the £mperor*s 
refolution to obfervc an exadl neutrality in 
the intended war between Grtat-Britain and 
Spaittp provided no other powers meddle 
-*'^ tlut ^fputfy and that no difturbance 



be given to his Imperial Majefly^s h^rrdi* - 
tary countries $ which was as favourable a 
refolution as we could defire^ for, if no 
other power intermeddled, the event of the 
war could be eafily foretold. 

We alfo had a confirmed account, that 
the famous Kouli Kan had aflually taken 
polTcflion of the great Afora/'s country, and 
had put the Mogul and his prime minifter 
into a caftlc, and caufed their eyet to be 
put out. 'The inhabitants of the city of 
Debit murmured at this treatment, and 
began to mutiny, upon which KouVt Kan 
ordered his army to fall upon them, which 
they did for two days together, and in that 
fpace of time it is computed near 300,000 
men, women, and 'children, were killed. 
When the letters came away, they were 
rifing in fevcral parts of the Empire, in 
order to make head againft the new ufurper.

At jlmflerdam there died laft year 7507 
perfons, which is 255 lefs than the year 
preceding ; and there were 2581 marriages, 
<vi«« 1653 in the calvinifb churches, and 
5)28 in the other churches. 

1739*40, Jan. 7. A moft melancholy ac- 
cident happened near KirkaUy in Scotland* 
At fourteen apprentices and fervants were 
making merry and diverting themfelvcs 
widi play (according to the cuftom there 
on the fiiil Morday of the year) in a 
large hollow below a rocky eminence, the 
rock tumbled down and crufiied them to 
piecet.

yam* 9. This day was obferved as a 
fait, for the fuccefs of the war. 

The following extrad of a letter from 
an Emgijjk gentleman at Leyden in Holland, 
^ted January I. is too extraordinary to 
be omitted : '< Books being now laid aiide, 
our chief iludy and care is how to thaw our 
eatables and drinkables, as water, milk, 
beery dfr. My wine is tolerably ftrong, 
vet the whole freezes into a folid mafs ; 
hrcad cannot be cut, without being firft 
fct by the fire near an hour 5 in the fame

manner we ferve our batter^ and alfo our 
oranges, which are otherwife at hard at 
ftones : boiling ftrong punch, put into e 
bowl, prefents us with ice in eight mi- 
nutes : my barber coming yederday to (have 
me, put a little hot water into his bafon 
below (tairs, and in the time he was coming 
up to my chamber it began to freeze : warm 
urine from a man's body ^ezes in fix mi- 
nutes: fpittle diref^ly, as it falls to the 
ground. But what is yet more remarkable, 
a gentleman of my acquaintance having a 
bottle of water from a pomp that was not 
frozen, going dire^^ly to poor fome into « 
glafs, it vras immediately ice : but what 
is more furprizing, part of the i!ream from 
the bottle to the glafs froze, and flood up 
in the tumbler like an ificle^ the like 
certainly was never known in thefe cli- 
mates. Three perfons were found frozen 
dead in one houfe yeflerday morning, and 
fome others are fince dead." 

As intcnfe a froft as perhaps was ever 
known ia thefc parts, began on Cbrijfmas' 
day, and continued U^rough this month. 
A few days after it bejan, the wind waa 
very high, which did confiderable damage. 
The Thames was froze over^ fo that multi- 
tudes of people walked acrofs it above 
bridge, and a great many booths were erect- 
ed upon it. The damage below bridge to 
the /hipping was very great. Several ihipa 
loaded with com, and others with coals, 
were funk by the ice ; many lay on anchors, 
which made holes in thexh{ fome on their 
fides, fuul of others; feveral lighters and 
boats under the ice ; and on the whole, 
whoever looked on the river Tbames, might 
behold a fccne of greater damage than had 
been known there in the memory of man $ 
there fcarce ever having been more ihips in 
the river at one time, than now : water 
and coals exceflive dear ; though coals were 
2x. a buHiel at Londonf water was a greater 
expence than coals. 

The damage done to the fbipping and 
other vefTels, between the Medway and 
London Bridge-, was computed at too,ooo/. 

The neceHitiei of the poor, and handi« 
crafts, were very great, not being able to 
work at their grades this fevere weather | 
but there never were greater charities and 
benefa^ions than were beftowed upon the 
poor at this time. 

A confpiracy againft the Czanna was dif* 
covered about this time ; for which four 
princes of the Dolgbcruky family were exe- 
cuted at Ncocgrcd: this plot was formed 
in favour of the princefs Elixaittb% 

H h AdTice 
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Advice came, that Sba Nadir (KowK 
K^n) had plundered Indian and carried otf 
an immenie treafnre; but fuflfered the 
Mogul to remain emperor of India \ only 
adding thofe provinces that lie weft of the 
. rivers Attock and Indus to the Perfisn em- 

Jire. There being ao infurre^lion at 
hbCh while Kotitl Kan reclined there, 
many thoufimdi of the inhabitants of that 
city were maflfacred by the Perfatu j and the 
Indian nobility and courtietv were grievouHy 
tortured, to make them confefs their trea* 
furcy and bring in what was demanded of 
them: fome of their greateft men killed 
them&lvet to avoid the torture, and others 
died under the executioner*! hands. 

We have an account from Pettrfiurgb, 
that on the ayth, captain Nephyew arrived 
there, vrith the Grand Signior*s ratifica- 
tion of the late peace coqipluded between 
the Rmffitm and Ottomsn empires ; the next 
, day the Csarina declared the pregnancy of 
tiie printefs Annt, confort to prince jin* 
ikony of Bntnfwkk-ff^clfenhnttif'i and that 
captain Spanberg, lately icnt to make dif- 
coveries upon tne north coaft of Mefepvy 
and T«rftfry, hat difcovered thirty-four 
iflands in thole feasj from whenoa it is 
thought they may (til to yafan, Cbin^, and 
lb round to the E4/I InJitSf Per/uif &c. 
which will gmtly increafe the trade and 
commerce of Mofctvy, 

Feb, 2. An order came to the cuflom* 
houfe, for laying an embargo on the ihips 
in the port of London \ and accordingly 
dire^ons were imnaediately fent to Grave' 
fend* Exprefles were alfo difpatched for 
jaying an embargo at all the ports in Great' 
Britain and Ireland* 

Tliree hundred workmen were ordered 
fkom Deptford and Woohoicb yards to Cbat' 
kam and Pertfmoutb^ to afift in getting ready 
three firft races. 

There were remarkable acconnts of the 
feverity and intenfenefs of the froft^ not 
only from ScotUmd and Ireland i but from 
Cerwiaty, Holland^ France^ fife. By let- 
ters from the north of Ireland^ we were 
a0ured, that the great fre(h water lakc> 
called Loarb Xfeagb^ wu entirely frocen 
over, and tne ice (o very bard> that icveral 
peribna walked direAly acrofs the Longb 
Ivom MmtjytefiUt and other places in the 
county o( Tyrone, to. the market of Antrim, 
which is upwards of twenty miles. But 
fbveral perfbns in crofling thefe extenfivc 
lakes, by the ice breaking, fell i|i and 
were drowned.

were advifed, that the cold weather there 
was feverer than it was in 1709 ; that 
many people in the fuburbs of Vienna ha4 
perilled with it : from Stockbobn, Poland^ and 
Lithuania, that it had forced the bears and 
wolves out of the woods to feek for prey in 
tho'.open country, whereby -many pcrfoos 
loft their lives : and from Brujfeh, that all 
the rivers were frozen up j and particularly 
the Scbeld as far as Anttoerpi and that 
feveral perfons had been found dead of the 
exreftive cold, and many trees were fplit 
with it. 

Feb, 5. A proclamation was publilhed, 
oftcring every abl^ lailor, who would enter 
into his Majefty*s fervice, two guineas 
bounty-money; and every ordinary man 
thirty (hillings : and conftables were offered 
two guineas for every Tailor they Ibould irn- 
prefs. 

A bill was brought into the Houfe of 
Commons, for regiliering all feamen and 
watermen in his Majefty's dominions ; it 
was oppofed by great numbers, particularly 
by Sir John Barnard^ who obierved, that, 
if this (hould pafs, a failor and a ilava 
would be terms of the fame fignification } 
and if fuch a bill was become neceflary, it 
was only fii by the fault of thofe who pra> 
pofed it. 

That it was impoflible to hear the bill 
read, without being alarmed at an open 
attack on the liberty of many thoulands : 
if the dcfign was to propagate llavery, and 
regifter one clafs of men after another, let 
the failors be the laft to lofe their freedom s 
let the firft regifter be filled ^with the 
defpicable names of penfioners, placemen, 
fycophants, and dependents. 

A regiftered feaman, by this bill, mvft 
appear whenever he is fummooed, whatever 
the circumftances of bis family, or the ftate 
of his private aflairs are; and if he ihould 
by his indufhy acquire a fortune, or an 
ample inheritance defceod to him, he may 
be torn from his poffeflions, and forced into 
hardihips .which few vrould undergo, but 
from the feafe of fear or want : nor was it 
lefs detrimental to the merehant than tht 
failors, who might be taken out of mer- 
chant-fliips in America { and confequentiy, 
the merchants be dtfabled to biiog their 
cfTe^tt home. 

The bill, having been debated fome tiiMy 
was ordered to be printed, and read a fecood 
time on Tnefday the 19th inftant, w|kn 
thefe was a further debate upon it : tot a 
motion being made for committing it, the

Fthm %4» la the erening, a violent ihock 
of aa earthquake was felt at Saltmi, a town 
not fiur from PaUrwtt, Some capuchins of 
that place, at the iame time, heard a great 
Doiic under their convent. The next 
aoraiiig they caufcd mafons to examine, 
whether the houfe had received any danuge, 
who, after fearching, aflulvd them, that 
they perceived nothing, which in the leaft 
threatened ruin. The capuchins frightened,

The King having fent a OMf* 
fage to th^ Houfe of Commons, on the fUh 
inftant, defiring a further fupply, and na 
roeilage being fent to the Houfe of Peertp 
fbme of the peers apprehended it to be a 
great flight and di^^oor done themi 
whereupon a morion was made, that it was 
contrary to the cufbm of ParHament, aai- 
derogatory to the privileget of that Houiie^ 
that a meOage, figaed by his Majefly, 
aiking a further fupply for carrying oa tha 
war, Ihonld be fent to the Houfe of Com* 
mons fingly, without taking any notice of 
the Houfe of Peers.

The following tranOation of the Arch* 
biihop*8 Latin fpcech on this occafioDj may 
be agreeable to fome of our readen. 

'* At the marriages or efpoufalt of pri* 
vate perfons, there is fcarce any thing more 
regarded, or ufual, than for thofe who have 
the favour of being prefent, to form conjec- 
tures of the future happinefs of the bride- 
groom and bride, from a due confidoation 
of their tempers, manners, and paft courfe 
of life ) and upon fuch coojeAures they not 
only congratulate with their kindred and 
friends, but they publiih them to others 
abroad. 

** Which cuftom, if ever there was a rea- 
fon for it any where, we are futely both 
admoniihed and perfuaded to follow at this 
time and in this place, not only by the 
eminent virtues of the magnanimouf jrouth 
whereof we have heard by fame, but by 
that modefty fo confpicuous in the beha- 
viour of the royal virgin, by her remark- 
able probity, and by that fweet temper of 
hers which captivates our love and admi- 
ration, and in which very few equal her. 

*' What happinefs therefore mav we not 
expe£l from thefe virtues of the mmd ? As 
to the advantages of her perfon, though 
thefe alfo are excellent, and attrad the eyes 
of all, we fay nothing. Matters of greater 
importance call for our attention ; fuch as re- 
gard the protection of the true religion, the 
defence of public liberty, and the beneAc 
and fafety, not only of this kingdom, or 
of the dominion of Heffe, but even of all 
Europe ; for every one of which the wifell, 
and (we may venture to foretel) the hap- 
pieft provilion is made by thefe efponfals, 
that could poflibly be obtained by human 
wifdom. 

*' With all you therefore who have the 
pleafure of being here prefent, and the reft 
of our fellow fubjeCls who forely regret 
their abfence from this folemn aflembly, 
we truly and heartily congratiilate on the 
profperous beginning of fuch a weighty af- 
fair, in confidence that by 'the blefling of 
God it will not fail of as happy an iiTue. 

<* But to you, O King I of monarchs the 
beft and greateft, of our country the father, 
glory and pillar, with the moft grateful 
hearts we render thee thanks, that, without 
thinking it a diminution, or fi)rf ign to that 
high dignity, to '^hich the difpofer of aD 
things has, in his great goodncfs to us, ad- 
vanced your Majeil-y, you ?re always watch- 
ing diligently for our fafety, and that even 
in your private family (if it may be allowed 
to call any thing private which concerns

The deceafed cxarina, Anne Jvanavfnap 
was the daughter of Jvan at John Aiexo* 
ttfitx, elder brother of the cxar Pefer I« 
called Pet^r the Great, and for a time af- 
fociate with him on the Imperial throne { 
but he died in May 1696, whereas Peter 
the Great reigned till the 8th of February p

1 7 10, to Frederic TVilliamt duke of Cour^ 
land, nephew to the late king of Prujpa^ 
who died \n January, 1711, in the 19th 
year of his age, as he wu returning with 
his then lovely Princefs from Peterjbur^b to 
his own -country. She was proclaimed 
Emprefs on the 29th of yanuary, I730t 
upon the death of Peter II. her coofiny an4 
grand (on to Peter the Great, when he waa 
on the point of being married to the princeft 
Katbarint Dolgborucki, niece to the velt* 
maribal of that name. The friends of 
princefs Elixahetb, daughter to Pettr U 
thought it fery had that fhe ihould be fct 
afide> to make room for another princaft* 
who was not fo near the throne j bat at 
the fucceffion of that empire vanes from 
the rules obfervcd clfwhere, the evcat waa 
not fo unexpeAed.

&ranfh/aniaj archduchefs of Awjhr'wy and 
vni verbal fucceflbr to all the hereditary do- 
fninions of the houfe of Aufiriay in purfn- 
ance of the Pragmatic fan£tioji made bv 
the late Emperor, in the year 17x31 which

At the 
Rojral- Exchange a brick chimney was in a 
very furprixing manner parted, and tamed 
almoft round, where it hung by an iron 
hold-faft till Sand^'uxxYkc i ftem oon, wheji 
fome workmen were employed to take it 
down. In the Bloe-coat hofpital two ftacks 
of chimnies fell on the roof of one of the 
wardsj broke through^ and alarmed them 
very much, but did no other damage. ^ 
great many other chimnies were blown 
down, the tiling AriptofTthe hoafea in moft 
places \ and in Aort a greater defolation 
has not been known for many years. But 
the damage on the water was much more 
confiderable : for we had moft melancholy 
accounts from Lynn, Yarmouth, and feverai 
other places, that many ihipt and veflels 
were loft, and othen very much damaged ; 
that fome were without mafls, fome with- 
out anchors, and fome without men, and 
feverai dead bodies were drove afliore. A 
paflage-boat going from Sheemefi to Cha- 
tham was loft, and feventetn or eighteen 
people drowned. Captain JobnJ^eddu, whq 
lately made a brave defence againft a Spamp 
privateer, unfortunately loft hit fliip, tne 
Prince of Orange, in the Margate Road\ vli 
which, among the ref^, he gave the follow* 
ing particulars t « At ten we drove aftiore 
on a ledge of rocks called the Naylint, whn^ 
we lay till twelve, Sunday noon, when mer- 
chant Brooks got two boats carted from tp 
windward of the wreck. The ftiip had not 
been half an hour on fliore, before the ftern, 
cabbin, and round-houfr, broke in pieces* 
We then got to the fore-caf^le, and by morn- 
ing all was g(»ne abaft the windlaCs. Thus 
twenty-three of us cpntinucd, the fea 
makirg a frcfti palfage over us fourteen 
hours. Five pen(hedwith cold before we got 
off, and I could not have furvived an hour 
longer. I loft fhe ufe of my limbs, and 
wrote this in bed, where by having hot 
cloths applied to me, I 2m much recover- 
ed. I have not faved any thing. The 
height of the gale was at north, and the

The 
Regent accordingly entered immediately 
upon the ezercife of the government, with- 
out any feeming oppofition or difcontent, 
except what was ihewn by the father and 
piothcr, who could not d'KTemble entirely 
fheir difpleafure at the affront that had been 
put upon them by the Ja<i will of the late 
Csarinay which the Duke, it feeras, had 
the abfolttte modelling of. The populace, 
as ufual, uihercd in this new government 
with grc4t iov and acclamation ; and the 
Regent with leveral popular regulations and 
fpeeches; but fee the f.cklencfs of human 

Eandeur, ent^cially that which is built in 
jufHce, and the fole favour of princes; 
"The duke €\i Brunjiuicky confort to the 
princeff Anne^ and father of the young Em- 
peror, having thrown up all his employ- 
ments, and the Regrnt having arrefted fix 
JiwfiaH lords, who, he thought, were con- 
Ipiring with the Duke agxinll him, it oc- 
cafioned feveral lee ret conferences to be held 
•t the princcfs Annet on the fevmth and 
ieighth, between the Duke, the princefsyf^n^, 
count Munich, count Ofierman^ and fome 
others of their moft particular confidents, 
lit which it was refolved, to arreft the Re- 
gent, in the name of the young Emperor, 
fnd diveft him of the regency. For this 
pnrpofe, an order was figned by all prefent^ 
}n the name of the young Emperor| and on 
fbc 9th, between three and four in the 



morning, count Minfiitb, accompanied b^ 
his Adjutant-general, and general tffcha* 
kiiff% went with a ftrong detachment of the 
guards, to the fummer palace where the 
duke Regent refided. They immediately 
fecured the guard, threatening to kill who* 
ever fhoold dare to rcfift. Then count Mw 
mcb caufedy in the name of the Emperor, 
the apartment of the Regent, who was in 
bed, to be opened, having firft fecured all 
the avenues about the palace. The noife 
having awakened the Regent, he leaped out 
of bed in his fliirt, and got hold of his 
fword. At this inftant count ^iraiV^ en- 
tered, and (aid, ** I arreft your Highnefs on 
the part of the Emperor, and here is m/ 
order." The Duke defended hlmfelf as long 
as he could with his fword j and after being 
difarmed, he ftill ftruggled with fo muck 
force, that his ihirt was torn all to pieces^ 
and it was yet with fome trouble before tlie 
guards could make themfclves abfolute ma- 
tters of him. His Dnchcfs> on her part, M 
not make lefs refiftance, who, with a fabre 
ihe had got hold of> defperately wounded one 
of the guards, before they could wrench it 
from her. Count GmftavMs Sinn, the Re- 
gent*s brother, taking his fword in one 
hand, and a pillol in the other^ endeavour- 
ed to efcape through the garden, but he wae 
intercepted, taken and difarmed, by the 
guards pofted to fccure that avenue. After 
the Regent and his Duchefs were drefled, 
they were conducted, with their family, to 
the winter palace, where the Emperor and 
Imperial family were, and from thence they 
were carried in four covered waggons to the 
fortrefs of ScbhJJiWourg, Immediately af- 
terwards a general difcharge of the artilleiy 
was made, the princeft Anne^ mother of 
the Emperor, was declared Regent of the 
empire, and a folemn Te Dtum was fung, 
upon the happy delivery of the Emperor and 
royal family from a man whofe ambition 
had made it almoft abfolutely neceflary for 
for him to deftrov them $ for after he had 
got himfelf declared fole Regent by the 
will of the late Ciartna, he had certainly 
but two ways to take, one of which was, 
to recommend himfelf to the father and 
mother of the infant ^mperor, by refigning 
his regency to them ; and the other was» 
to cut them both oflF as foon as poAble : 
the former, his embitlony It feems, pre- 
vented him to take ; and in the latter, he 
was probably prevented by this fudden, 
well- concerted, and providential revolution. 
Next day a declaration, figned by the whole 
fynod, the mioiftry, and the generals of 
^ the 
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the Army, was printed and publiflied in the 
Empcror*s namc^ which fcttbrih the crimes 
of the Regent, and the reafuns (or divelliog 
bim of the regency \ and the populace re- 
joiced as inucu at his downfal, as they did 
at his elevaiion. The duke of Brunjtvuk 
was afterwards declared gencraliifimo ot the 
forcei^ and licutenant«colunel of the horfe- 
guards, count jll«i:/V/> prime mini Aer, count 
Ofierman high admiral, the knees Tjcherkaj- 
hoy grand chancellor, the count Cailowkin 
vice chancellor and nuniller of the cabinet, 
and the prince ot Hefft-Hombourg lieute- 
nant-colonel of the Ij'mailsufii guards, in the 
loom of general Cudavus Biron, 

Nov* 14. At Irwin, fixty miles from 
Edinburgh, they had a heavy ra;n, which 
coded in a fall of large hail, fo that every 
body betook themfelves to /he Iter. This 
was followed by a fudden and moll dreadful 
flaih of fire and a crack of thunder, fuch as 
aeither they^ nor their fore-fathers had feen 
cr heard of: the lightning gave no warning 
but accompanied the thunder, which was 
fliurt and quick ; but the noife as great and 
frightful as if ^11 the ordnance on earth had 
been at one inilantdifcharged. The whole 
ieemed ^o break upon the Tolbooth and 
llecple, which were much (battered. The 
lown-clock was bruke to pieces, the work 
cither calcined or melted. Tlie (Irong door 
of the prifon was buril up, notwithlkand- 
ing its large iron b^rs, wherein were five 
prifoners. A lad of fourteen, was killed 
as he ftood at a window, and every ilitch of 
bis cloches confumed \ his broilicr, aged 
twelve, was knocked down near him, fo that 
his life wasdefpaired of j another brother oi 
theirs was ilruck blind j their aunt had alio 
bcr clothes burnt to a/hes on one fide, and 
even her fkin Bayed olf, worfe than couli 
bave been done by a bliftering plaifter : not 
one bone of any of them was broke, thougli 
every hair was iinged ; and the fulphureous 
Aench about them was intolerable. Several 
were thrown down in the Ureeis and in their 
ihops, and much hurt. Two failors coming 
from the key faid, that a large pilbr of fire 
met them in the face, which brought them 
en their knees. Mr. Cur.K'mgbam faid, it 
appeared to him like a voluminous pillar 
of fire, proceeding quick as from the mouth 
of a cannon ; and that he thought, from 
the uncommon fmoke over the Tolbooth, 
that the fame had been all on fire ; he 
was tumbled down and his foot much hurt. 
The people had fcarce recovered their fenfes, 
when two other cracks of thunder gavefreib 
giooBds of terror^ but tbcie laft^ though 



very terrible tnd unctfmmony wero nothhig 
to the firft. Great hewn ftones were car^ 
ried violently out of the ftceple to bailiie 
Ni/htt^s houfe, where they left impreflions. 
The manner in which the flates were car-, 
ried off from feveral houfes was furprising. 
Nov, 1 8. The Parliament meeting, his 
Majefty made a fpeech to both houfes, 
wherein he acquainted them, that ftrong 
fquadrons were prepared, and ordered to 
fail to the ff^eft-JnJia i and that a confider- 
able body ot land £;>rces were fmbarked» 
which were to be joined by others raifed ia 
jif:erica. 

That the court of Sfa'tM not being able 
alone to defend itfelf againft the Britijb na- 
tion, if another power fhould interpole, and 
pretend to prefcribe or limit the operations 
of the war againfV his declared enemies, we 
muft lofe no time in putting ourfclves in 
fuch a condition as might enable us to repel 
any infults, and fruftrate any defigns form- 
ed againft Great Briiaiit, in violation of 
treaties ; and he hoped fuch fteps would in- 
fpire bis allies with a true fenfe of the 
common danger, and unite them in defence 
of the common caufe. 

That the Emperor's death opened a ne« 
fcene, in which all the powers of Eurcf* 
might be immediately or coufequentiaiiy 
concerned. It (hould be hit care to obferve 
their motions, and adhere to the engage- 
ments he was under^ in order to obtain the 
balance of power. 

The Commons were put in mind, that 
fomc augmentations would be neceilary, not 
only for carrying on the prcfcnt war, but to 
put themfelves in a condition to be prepar- 
ed for all events, in this new and uncertain 
ftatc of Burof>e ; and he depended therefore 
upon their granting him efledtual fupplies. 

His Majefty advifed th^ to prevent the 
exportation of corn, which was very fcarce 
in moil countries in Europe, and not very 
plentiful in fn^/tfffi/ at this time; and ob- 
ferved, that it would be an inexcusable neg- 
ledl, 'i£ they fuflered their enemies to be 
fupplied with any kind of provifions from 
the Britifh dominions. 

His Majefty alfo recommended to their 
confideration the difficulties there were in 
manning the fleet, and defired they would 
find out a fpeedier way of doing it. 

His Majefty being returned to St. yames*t, 
the duke of Argylt rofe up, and, among 
other things, faid, that the King*s fpeech 
was always confidered in that Houfe as the 
fpeech of his roinifters ; and it had gene- 
rally bceny as they expeded it would alt 

wayi 
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wiys tie* > Aort namtiYe of the jtneafures 
they bad parfoed, aod a fort of panegyric oa 
all they had done : therefore they ought 
to be extremely cantioui of faying any thing 
that wight imply a tacit approbation of any 
thing they had done, or advifed to be done. 
When no meafurea had been purfucd but 
fuch as ieemingly appeared to be right, a 
little complaliance in their addrefs might 
admit of fome excufc j but when the mea- 
fores purfued, and referred to in his Ma- 
jefty's fpeech, were fuch as feemingly ap- 
peared to be wrong, the leait complailance, 
with regard to fuch meafures, would be cri- 
minal in the higheft degree. 

The methods taken for profccutmg the 
war, or rather the furprifing negled we 
had been guilty oi^ had been condemned by 
all our enenies. In his Majefty's fpecch they 
tell «», thev have profecutcd the war in 
the proper places, and in the moft vigorous 
and eflfeaual manner: Could they fay fo 
in their addrefs ? Would any man in the na- 
tion, befides the creatures of the rainiftry, fay 
lb ? They had profecutcd the war no- where, 
except a little privateering could be called 
profecuting the war j and even in that way 
we had neglected our own trade (o much, 
that the enemy had greatly the advantage 
of «. As for what admiral Vernon had 
4one in the fVefi-lnd'usy he was perfuaded it 
was not owing to the orders or in(hu£tions 
he had from our miniilcrs; but bc-aufe 
they durft not gire him any orders or inftruc- 
tions for preventing it i and bccaufc they 
knew, he had a fincerc regard for the honour 
and intercft of his country, and, of confc- 
^nence, would to the uimoft of his power 
profecute the war in the moft proper place, 
and in the moft vigorous and cftcftual man- 
net-f therefore they fcnt him thither with 
a force from which nothing could be ex- 
peded, and with which no man but him- 
felf would have attempted any thing of con- 

feqnence. 

For the fame reafon they found pretences 
to dday fending him proper fupplies, for 
above a year aod a half after they might and 
ought to have been fent ; and he doubted 
they would not have been fcnt yet, if it 
kad not been for the exprefs orders given, 
tt he fuppofed, by his Majefty, after his 
Rtum from his Oerwmn dominions. 

The wefterly wind, he kncu-^, aftbrdcd 
ibme excttfe : but if the neceffary ptepara- 
fSons had been made with any forefight or 
4ifpatch, the fleet might have failed be- 
fore the wefterly winds fet in ; and even 
4ftcr thofe winds had fet in, theie were 



feveral opportnnitiet of the fleet*s gettiof 
out of the channel, if they had been provided 
with neceifaries, and received orders to fail* 

There feemed to be a defign formed to 
prevent admiral Vemoni being able to pro* 
fecute the war in the Wth-lndiei^ till the 
Spantardi had provided for their defence. 
But this was not the only wrong meafure ) 
he thought he could demonftrate, that no 
one right ftep had been taken, either in the 
commencement or the profecution of the 
war 'y and concluded with a motion for an 
addrefs of thanks to bis Majefty, to con- 
gratulate his return to his regal domtnions| 
and to adure him, they would ftand by him 
with their lives and fortunes in the profe- 
cution of thisjuft and necelTary war \ and to 
aftiire him, they wonld exert themfelves \m 
their high capacity, as the hereditary greit 
council of the crown, to which all other 
councils were fubordinate and accountable, 
in fuch a manner as might bcft fend to the 
promoting the true intereft of his Majefty 
and their country, in this critical jun£hirew 

After a loni^ ilcbate, and the previotss 
queftion put, upon the duke of jirg fits mo- 
tion, it was reje^d> 66 againft 38. 

A motion being made, to addrefs his Ma- 
jefty, as ufual, on every paragraph in hia 
fpeech, and approving the meafures of the 
miniftry, it was carried without a divitionw 

And an addrefs of the like tenor waspre- 
fentcd by the Houfe of Commons. 

Chgrlfi-tcvn in Swtb Carolina was al- 
moft burnt down ; the fire began about two 
o'clock in the afternoon, in a fadler*s houf«» 
in Broad-ftrcet^ and in four hours, by a 
ftrong N. W. windy all the houfes on the 
fouth-fide of UiJt ftreet, alfo all the houfet

houfes in town. Great quantities of alt 
kinds of goods were deftroyed, in particular 
all the rum, wine, and other goods in the 
cellars, all the rice on the keys and ftore- 
houfes, feven or eight thoufand deer-flcint,. 
above loo tons of BtaziUno wood, in gene- 
ral all fort of goods on the wharfs, and a 
great paxt of what was in the merchants

and barons afcended a fcafTold, ereAed In the 
open fieldy and holding up her right hand 
in public TieW| took an oath to maintain 
the liberties and privileges of the kingdom. 
Tbence the proceflion moved to a certain 
rifing ground near the Danube, where, ac- 
cording to ancient cuftom, flie mounted a 
horfc richly caparifoned, and flouriflied a 
naked fword towards the four quarters of 
the world ; thereby fignifying that ihe would 
defend the kingdom againft its enemies on 
every fide. When her Majefty demanded

The cuftom of the iheriflFs of Vandm de« 
livering horfe-lhoes and nails to the Excbe* 
quer, ufually makes its droll appearance in 
the public papers \ the reafon of it it fo little 
known, that it is ^nerally looked on as a 
foolifh cuftom of antiquity 1 in former times, 
when money was ^eri fcarce, and vire had no 
larger coin than a penny, the referved rents 
on grants of lands or tenements, efpeciiUy 
fmall ones, were ufually paid in fomething 
that had a reference to the nature of the 
thing granted, or the occupation of the 
grantee.

JuJy 28. A violent ftonn of thunder «ii4 
haii happened in the fouth eaft parts of thf 
weft riding ofYork0fire, part of Nottitigbam-m 
Jbire, and Lincoln/tire. The hail -fi ones 
were generally as large at mulketrballs, 
many as big as pigeons eggs, and fome tw9 
or three inches long, and an inch diameter, 
of various Aapes, like broken iilcles, 
which tore and cut up the ftanding corn, 
and hi:at, as with a flail, the corn that was 
reaped j broke off Jarge branches of trees, 
and tore up fome by the roots } knocked 
down and broke the heads of fever^people^ 
and killed birds and hares. Thus it raged 
ten miles in length, and. one in breadth, 
and did much damage forty miles in length 
and two in breadth. The hail lay in 
heaps half a. yard deep two dayi after 
like ice.

We had accounts alfo from (etreral 
pbcet, MtNiwcaftki Qfr. of great damage 
beiJi( done to the /hipping. At Cauter^ 
hmrfy by the fall of chimneys, and untiling 
of noufesy feveral parts of that city looked 
as if it had been bombarded. Near Chi" 
th^er^ very large trees were torn up by the 
fOots» and the roads and fields around were 
Urowed with the boughs of others, and the 
fruit remaining ungathered was almoft en- 
tirely blown off. Alfo from Lynn and fe- 
veral other places we had accounts of this 
llorricane. To this we (hall add an extras 
of a private letter from St. Ivtt in Hun^ 
^mgicnfnrty fent by a gentleman who was 
pa the road thither the day that this hurri- 
cane happened* '< As we were going be- 
tween Sttvenait and Baliuk^ the wind rofe 
very fuddenly, and blew very hard Ibr a few 
Biinotes t bot we law no eft'e^b of the tem- 
pcft till we came to BiggleJwaJty where it 
threw down feveral houles, malt-houfes, 
ham and trees. At Huntingdon we heard 
that feveral windmills were overthrown, 
gad in one of them the miller was killed. 
But I never faw fuch defolation in my life, 
Itt here at St. Ivex \ abundance of houfes 
ftripC;* fome thrown down, and the fine 
ffire of the fteeple fell and demoliflied 
neat part of the roof of the church ; the 
Accts of lead were rolled up, and carried 
with fuch force, as to beat down part of a 
J|baie at a confiderable diftar.ce t but what 
IS tt^h remarkable, a little boy, who ran 
ioco the church-porch, and flayed till it 
was full of ftones, endeavouring to get out 
at a window in the fide of it, was taken 
iip by the wind and carried a great way, by 
which meany his life was preferved. The 
jhteple of a church about a mile from hence 
was alfo thrown down. At Bigrlefwade 
the florm lafted not above twenty minutes. 

The feat of Sir HUrtam Kivte, ban. at 
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Norton, in the paridi of Mickkton, in C/^ 
eefterjkire, was abobt this time entirely con- 
fumed by fire, and he himfeJf Wilfully pe- 
ri(hed in the flames, notwithdanding the 
utmoft endeavours of his fervants to fave 
his life I by which it appeared that he was 
difordered in his fenfes. 'Tis faid, that he 
fet it on fire himielf.

Ah account of the Pragmatic Satiffiw, 

The late £mperor*s father LecPcld fore- 
feeing the fatal confequencet that would 
mttend the failure of a mak-ifluCy in his 
family» by diftorbing the peace of the £m- 
pircy ai well at of all Europe^ formed a de- 
fign to fettle the fucceflion in the female 
line, aa the only way to prevent the revolu- 
tions that might attend it i accordingly, 
about forty years ago, he communicated 
this fcheme to his two ions Jofepb and 
CbarUs, afterwards Emperors, whoappr9v- 
€d it $ he then delivered it to his miniflert 
vrho carried it dirough the fevcral diets of 
the Empire, where it received all the vali- 
dity which they could give it. Upon his 
death his eldeft fon Jofepb fucceeded $ who 
dying without male ilfue, the late Empe- 
ror Charles fucceeded him; who likewife 
having DO male heirs, fome doubts arofe 
with regard to the rights which the arch- 
duchefs his daughter could claim hf virtue 
of this fettlement, which was called the 
Pragmatic Sandion. The late Emperor, 
leven years after his acceifion, had it drawn 
«p a new, in favour of his pollerity, whe- 
ther male or female, and it was agreed to 
in a council held by him for that purpofcj 
fix months after } in the year 1720 it was 
approved of by the hereditary dominions, 
end fwom to by the ftates and magiflrates. 
Creat-Britam't refufing to guarantee the 
Pragmatic SanfUon, &c* which the late 
Xmperor refented, produced in 1725 the fa- 
nous treaty of Vieana betwixt Sfa'w and 
him, by the 12th article of which Sfaia 
guaranteed it. In 1726, Mofcoty virtually 
guaranteed it ; and fome months after, by 
a conclufion of the general Diet of the £m- 
pife, it was declared a public law. In 
1731, by the 2d article of the 2d treaty of 
yieiwat Grett^Britmn guaranteed itj and 
in 1732, the Dutch became fpecial guaran- 
tees of it ; as did Denmark the fame year. 
The French, after many traverfes and dif- 
ficulties, agreed to guarantee it by the de- 
finitive treaty, ligned by the Emperor at 
Vienusln 1738, whereby the duke of LoT' 
rain, upon ceflion of the duchies of Lor- 
tigin tad Bar, in favoiur of the king Sta- 



mjlaus for life, and to France for ever, wiS 
made grand duke of 7ar/Miry,upon the death 
of yobn de Medic'tt^ the U^ male of that 
ancient family. So that had France now 
fupported the citdot of Bavaria, in. his pre- 
tenfioni to the Imperial dignity, they could 
not avoid being deemed the grofleft violai- 
tcrs of the moft folemn engagements. 

The princes who oppofed the Pragmatic 
Sanation were the dehors of Saxony^ Ba» 
varia and Palatine, and the bifhop of Frfy- 
fengen and Ratifion i but the prefcnt elcdor 
of Saxony was Drought *over and acquiefced 
in the <nfpo6tion, on oooditioa that the 
Emperor ihould put fome crown upon hit 
head, which had been efieAed, bv procuring 
him to be eleded king ofPelamg.

The two regiments 
bf guards took bofliillion of all the avenues 
of the imperial palace 3 and thd other re- 
giments in garrifon> of all the principal 
pofts in tiie City.' The jgrand duchcis hav- 
ing lieard of thefe commotion^, fent to de- 
rami the ciofe of them, 1)lit in Tain) for 



the troops had orders to let nobody pafs$ 
tM befides, guards were aifo placed at the 
avenues to the houfes of fevcral of the court 
minifters, and the chancery. 

In the mean time the miniftrrs of the 
empire, the generals, and the membcra of 
the fynod, attached to the priocelt El'uea* 
bftbi were aflonbled at her palace, where 
her chief favourites fcc forth tlie ioexecu- 
tion of the declarations which Peter the 
Great had fo folemnly made concenung hit 
laft will; the ufurpationa which cnfued 
upon the death of Peter II. for a feries of 
years ; the abufe made of their authority 
by thofe who bad been charged with the 
chief management of afl^urs, the pumber- 
lefs actions capable of fully ing the glory of the 
empire, and the ncceflity there was of ob- 
viating fuch horrid difordert by a fpecdy 
and happy change. Whereupon the whole 
afl'embly unanimoufly declared, that thia 
change could not be brought abottt, but by 
conforming to the laft will of Petar the 
Great, according to which the prioMfl 
ElixuiJetbvfM the fole heireft to the throne* 
'1 he ftates then intreated her to accept the 
crown, and to comply with the defire of 
the troops and tl^e whole nation. Upon 
this the chief oflSccn of the rcgimtnts of 
guards came in, and throwing f^itmielvei 
nt her feet, joined their fupplifcatiosi^ to 
tliofe of the ^tes. T^e piinfeif JE^- 
/ :ib, touched with fo much f eal, accepte4 
tlie crown, and was fainted by the iUtet in 
quality oi emprefs and autocfatris of ^ the 

The grand duche(s and her piity, whq 
were all (hut' up in the royal palace^ or in 
theil* own houfes, were never fully i||fonne^ 
of the reafon of thefe commotions in tb^ 
city, till the ferret was difcovered by a triy 
pie volley of fmall arm» from the regiments 
ofguajrds, and the repeated acclamatioai 
of, ^< Long live the Emprefs Klixaheth,^ 
The reft of the qpoops in gajrrifon, confiftiog 
oi upwards of 20,000 rorn, followed the 
(example of the regiments of guards. At 
break of day the enipreft was proclaimed, 
and a manifefto publiflicd to inform her 
people, that ihe had takeo the Kins of 
government, which manifefto was imme« 
dut'ely fent all over the |{j»^<iit empire, and 
to'moil of the miniftefs at foreisn poorts| 
and was as follows, vm* 

'< We Elizahetb, the firft of the name, em- 
prefs and fovcreign of all the fafas, 6fr. 
make known to all and every one by thef)} 
prrfcnts, 

<< All the world knows that in coofe* 

quen^ 
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^nenceofthr letters patent iflTued the x6th of 
03ohtr 1740, the late grand lady and em- 
prefti Amnt ^foautiowiui, appointed, before 
her deceafei her nephew to fucceed to the 
throne of RuJ/ia, who was then but a few 
months old. But whereas, on occafion of 
this minority y feveral perfons have mina* 
fed the aflfairs of this empire in fo unbe- 
coming a nunnery ihat many troubles and 
inconveniencies have enfued thereby, as well 
at home as abroad, and might have been 
IbUowed by ftill greater mifchiefs; our 
Hiitbfttl fubjedSy the fpiritual and temporal 
eibtcty and in particubr our regiments of 
f oardi, have uoanimouily invited us to af- 
cead the thtone of our fathers, which by 
fight belongs to us as the neareft hdrefs by 
oar birth, and thereby to prevent all the fu* 
tore troubles that are to be apprehended 1 in 
coaiceuence of this invitation, and by vir« 
toe of the right of fucceflion, which belongs 
Co as, and which we derive from our moft 
dear father and mother, the emperor Peter 
the Great, and the great lady and emprefs 
Csiberbu Alexewns, as Ukewifeto conde* 
Icend to the unanimous vrlihesof our faith* 
lal fttbjeAs, we have moft gracioufly ac- 
cepted the paternal crown and the empire 
of all the RvJfUu, as will be more amply 
fet forth in another manifefto. In the 
mean tinae we have been pleafed to impart 
this event to our faithful fubjeds, that they 
nay in confequence thereof take the oaths 
of allegiance to us. 

Done at Peter/hourf, Dec, C. N, 5. 1 741.** 
After her Imperial majefty had received 
tba oaths of fidelity from the regiments of 
^aardf, and the principal officers of the 
garrifon, Ihe declared the prince of Hejfe 
fimmkturg veldt marihal and general of her 
amies, in coniideration of the great fliare 
Im bad in bringing about this important 
event s >nd then the emprefs fent to relieve 
'the grand duchefs^s guard, and fignified to 
that princcfs to remain in her palace, with 
the prince her confort, and her lamily, and 
that all proper regard ihould be ihewn to 
them. 

The third &ft, on account of 
the war, was obf^srved throughout the

pet, X. The new Parliament met at 
Wefmnfier^ when the King went to the 
^oafe of Peers ^ and the Commons being 
f ome thitheri purfuant to a meflage from 
his Majefty to mat Houfe, his pleaiure was 
lignified to them by the Lord Chancellor, 
that they (hould return to their Hoafe 
£94 chofe a Speaker, and prefcnt him \b bif 



Majefty on Friday, They returned accord- 
ingly, and unanimoufly chofe the right 
hon. Arthur Onfivwo, eiq. who had bcea 
Speaker in the two laft Parliaments. 

Dec, 2. The Convocation met at St. 
PauPs, when after prayers and a Latin fer- 
mon, preached by the rev. Dr. Pearce, dean 
of IVtHcbefieTf on Afft xx, a8, they pro- 
ceeded to the choice of a Prolocutor, (to 
be prefented to the Archbifhop) and re- 
chofe the rev. Dr. Liflef archdeacon of Can' 
terbvry, and warden of ffadbam college ia 
Oxford, 

Dec, 4* His Majefty went again to the 
Houfe of Peers, and (the Commons being 
fent for and attending) made the following 
moft gracious fpeech to both Houfes. 
'< My Lwrds and Gentlemen^ 
<< Ic is always a great fatisfa^on to no 
to meet you aifembled in Parliament | and 
efpecially at this time, when the poftore of 
affain makes your counfel and ainftance fo 
neceflary \ and when, by means of the new 
ele£Bons, I may have an opportunity of 
knowing the more immediate fenfe and dif- 
pofition of my people in general, from their 
rcprefentatives, choicn daring a feaCba 
wlilch has been attended with great Ta<b 
riety of incidents of the higheft confequenco 
and expe&ation, and during the courfe of 
the war, in which we are engaged agalnft 
the crown of Spah : a war, in itfelf jaft 
and neceflary, entered Into by the repeated 
advice of both Houfes of Parliament j and 
particulariy recommended to me to be car- 
ried on In Americaf which hu been my 
particular caie. I can therefore make no 
doubt, but that you are met together fully 
fenlible of our prefent fituation, and pre- 
pared to give me fuch advice, as (ball bo 
moft conducive to the honour and true in* 
tereft of my crown and kingdoms. 

'< You cannot but have obferved, with 
an attention fuitable to the occafion, the 
impending dangers that threaten Bureptf 
and more immediately fuch parts of tbe 
continent, as ihall withftand or refift the 
formidable powers, which are confederated 
for the fubverfion or redu£lion of the Hou(e 
of Auftria, The appreheofion of thefe 
things was communicated to the laft Par^ 
liament $ when both Houfes exprefled 
their great concern for the troubles which 
were then broke out in the Aujhian domi- 
nions, and came to the ftrongeft refolutiont 
in favour of the queen of Hungary \ for the 
maintenance of the Prannatic fao^Hon, 
and for the prefervation of the balance of 
poweri and the peace ind liberties of Bit»

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rcfe» And hsA other powers, that were 
under ihe like eDgsgements with me, in- 
fwered the juil expe^ations thej had To fo- 
lemnly pven, the fupport of the common 
caufe had been atteoded with IcTs diffi- 
culty. 

** I have, porfuant to the advice of 
my Parliament, ever lince the death of the 
1/te £mperor, exerted myfelf in the fup- 
port of the houfe of Avkria* I have en- 
deavoured, by the molt proper and early 
applications, to induce other powers, that 
vrcre equally engaged with me, and united 
by common intcreft, to concert fuch mea- 
furei as fo important and critical a junc- 
ture required \ and where an accommoda- 
tion Teemed to me to be neccflary, I labour- 
ed to reconcile thofe princes, whofe union 
would have been the moft efledual means 
to prevent the mifchicfs that have hap- 
pened, and the bell fecurlty for theintereft 
smd fafety of the whole. 

'< Although my endeavours have not hi- 
therto had the defired effect, I cannot but 
iftiil hope, that a juft fenfe of the common 
•nd approaching danger will produce a more 
favourable turn in the councils of oiher 
nations* In this fituation, it is incumbent 
upon us to put ourfelves in a condition to 
improve ill opportunities that (hall offer, 
lor miintaining the liberties of Europe ^ and 
to aflift and fupport our friends and allies, 
nt fuch times, and in fuch manner, as the 
exigency and circumftances of affairs (hall . 
require ; and to defeat any attempts that 
ihall be made againft me and my domi- 
Aions, or againft thofe whom we are moft 
nearly concerned for, and, in honour and 
intereft, engaged to fupport and defend. 

'< Gentlemen cftbe Houje of Commons^ 

*< I have ordered eftimates to be laid be- 
fore you for the fervice of tho enfuing year $ 
njkd I muft deHre you to grant me fuch fup- 
f lies, as the circumftances of aftairs re- 
quire; which, you may depend upon it, 
'flail be duly apolied to the purpofes for 
vhicb they ftiall be given. 

« Mj Lords and Gentlemen^ 

^ I nave, during the coorfe of my reign, 
liad fo much experience of the duty and af- 
fedion of my Parliaments to my perfon and 
government^ and of their zeal for the good 
of their country, and the fupport of the 
common caufe, that I do, with the greateft 
reafon, rely upon the continuance of them, 
in the prefent conj unsure. There never 
vas a time in which your unanimity, vi- 
gour, and difpatch were neceflary for fo 
wmnj great eods^ at thofe which are now 



I before you. I will do my part. Ixt it ap- 
pear, by your proceedings and refolutions, 
that your have that juft and hearty concern 
for them, which their importance requires.** 

The next day the Houfe of Lords pre- 
fentented their addrefs, and received a moft 
gracious anfwer } and foon after the Houfe 
of Commons and Houfet of Convocatjoa 
prefentcd theirs. 

Dec» II. At forty- five minutes after 
twelve, (the fun (hining) appeared at Bujbu 
a ball of fire, forty-five degrees high in the 
clouds, whidh run about the (eeming dif- 
tance of four yards, and then difappeared. 
It grew larger as it ran, and ended in ap- 
pearance, as bid as a man^s hand. The 
faine phenomenon was feen at Reading, and 
feveral other places* Its courie was nearly 
from Pf^efi to Eaft. 

Commodore Lefiocl, with five of hit Ma- 
jeft'y*s (hips, failed from St, Helen's, to rein- 
force admiral Haddock in the Mediterranean. 

Dee. iS. About noon a large ball of fire 
was I'een to pafs over Canterhurj, which 
was followed by a ftorm that broke almoft 
all the windows in the town, and the next 
morning three funs appeared in the Oay, at- 
tended with a rainbow inverted, which 
lafted from nine to twelve, to the great 
aftpniihmentof the inhabitants. 

Dee, 22. This day was held a court of 
chivalry at the college of heralds, when 
John Kettelly efq. was created Windfor he- 
rald, Stiven Martin Leake, late Norroy, 
was created Clarencieux, and yobm CbeaU 
efq. of Sujfex, Norroy. The ceremonial 
part, nfix* the giving the oath of office on 
the gofpels and drawn fword of yames V. 
of Scotland, taken at floddenpell', the in- 
vefting with the coat, putting on the col- 
lars, pouring the wine on the forehead, and 
giving the names, were performed by the 
right honourable the earl of Effingbam, de- 
puty earl marihal, and John jvi^i, junior. 
Garter king at arms, who read the warrants 
and patents. 

At night there was a numerous meeting 
of merchants and principal traders at the 
Crown tavern behind the Roval-exchange, 
when the petition for relief from the great 
liardfhipsfuftained by the captures of ftiips 
by Spanijb privateers, was laid before them, 
agreed to and figned, and it was refolved to 
be prefented to Parliament the firft oppor- 
tunity after the holidays. 

The fame night arrived an exprefs, with 
an account, that her royal highnefs the 
princcfs of Hejfe was fafely delivered of a 
priacei on the 25th inftant, N* S9

To which hia 
Hoyai Highncf;; immediately anfwercd with- 
out conlulfing zn^ one, « That he had the 
otmoft duty for his Majefty, and whenever 
he thought fit to admit him to his pretence I 
he (hould thnw himfclf at his Mjjcfty's 
ftet, without infilling upon any terms fcr 
himfelf j but that while Sir Rokert Wal- 
ftU managed the public afiairs, he could 
not prevail with himlVlf to give any coun- 
tenance to them. That Sir Jtthtrt Wal- 
pole was a bar between his Majedy and the 
afl'edions of his people, between his Ma- 
jefty and foreign powers, and between his 
Majefly and himfelf. This is my anfwer, 
but I would have it underflood that I take 
this mefTage to come from Sir Rohert Wal' 
poU and not from the King.** Difappoint- 
ed in their exprdlation from this attempt 
they continued the (^niggle in the Houfe of 
Commons to the adiournment for the holi- 
days, during which time, it was $:iven out, 
that their numbers would be fufficiently 
augmented by fome new elections, but the 
event deceived them.

His Majefty received with the greateft 
latisfa^on the aflurances given him by this 
Houfe, at the beginning of this feffion, of 
the juft fenfe they have of the dangerous 
lituation of atTiiirs in Europtf arifing from 
defigns and enterpriaet carrying on for the 
fubverfion of the houfe of Auftria, t^d of 
their aeal and earneftnefs in promoting all 
juft and neceflfary meafures for the mainte- 
nance of the balance of p«wer, and for the 
afliftance of his allies. His Majefty firmly 
depends on their unalterable peHeverance in 
th^ fame fentiments ; and as the late events 
in favour of the queen of Ibtngary aflbrd 
a reafonable profpe6t of fuccefs, he makes 
no doubt, but that he (hall have the ready 
concurrence and fupport of this Houfe, 
in concerting fuch meafures, and f/rmtng 
fuch alliancrs, with other powers, as may 
he moft efi'edtual for the prcfervation of the 
houfe of Auftria^ and for reftoring the ba- 
lance of power in Europe.

On the other fide it was argued^ that 
if the Houfe was to be made acquainted 
with every qucftion that the ^committee 
mighty in the courfe of their enquiryi 
propofe, it was no longer a feled committeei 
that iu defign was loft, and that at nothing ' 
was more ordinary than to examine ind 
confine a man by a warrant from a fiagle . 
fecretary of ftate, fo it was not to be pre- 
fumed that twenty-one gentlemen, Whom 
the Commons of Creat-Br'aam had repofed 
fo much confideace in, would have left 
difcretioni orpnppofeany thing improper. 
On a divifion it was carried, ycai 1^6^ noei 
136, majority 61. As he perfifted in his 
obftinacy, it was moved on the X4th, that 
he be committed to clofe confinement, in 
Newgate, which motion was carried, ycu 
180, noes l^%\ majority 5a.

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weftern fide of the ci^ wai in flame* $ but 
they were at laft extinguiilied. In the mean 
time the wind ihifting, droi^e the fire with 
fttch violence towards the N. N* £• that on 
the 20th the Jewijb quarter was again in 
flamety and every houfe of ir deftroyed : 
from thence the fiire communicated itfelf to 
theCrrtdb quarter^ anddeftroyed all the ma- 
gasines of the Alexandrian traders, and even 
pnflied' its conqueft to the Dutcb buryiog- 
grouAd.

The French aifo plied theirs 
with fo great diligence^ that they faved 
their quarters. The diftrefs brought upon 
them by it was inexpreffible. The European 
chrtftiant had the good luck to carry ofl^ 
their beft tStOtt in time on board the fliips 
in the harbour*

ceived intelligence of a fmall privateer

four guns, which were on a battery at Por(o 
Nova, and fet fire to feveral houfes at St. 
yago* On July 7, lord Northefi met with 
nis Maiefty*s /hip the Dealcafile, command- 
ed by captain Eltcn, and receiving incelli- 
f ence that fome vcflcls being at Vigo, they 
run up the river and anchored before that 
town, where they made prizes of four vef- 
iielsy two of which they fet on fire, being 
light, and not having fails on board to bring 
them out. They fired feveral fhot into the 
town, to cover the boats while they cut 
away the veflelt, there being a pretty fmart 
fire at them with fmall arms from the fhorc.

The duke of 
Cttmhtrland received a Aiot in the leg which 
pierced the calf; but the bone was not 
iiurt. 

The French army, amounting to near 
30,000 men, was drawn up in two lines 
and an arriere guard ; it was commanded 
by the duke de Noaillesy the duke de Char- 
tret, and feveral other princes of the blood 
were prefent ; and the hou(hold troops made 
the centre, fupported by the infantry. 

The King having given his orders to the 
ffefpedive generals of the army, with the 
greatcll calmnefs and refolution, placed 
iimfelf on the right wing, at the head of 
the Britifi infantj;y, oa foot> fword ao 
band. 

The Britijh troops, and all the forces of 
tbt allied army, who were engaged in this 
aftion, behaved with the utmoft refolution, 
hn^try, and intrepidity.

A very 'unofual florm of hail, with 
thunder and lightnings ' did much damage 
in the north weil part of the kingdom. 
The hail-flones were as big as hen*s eggs, 
and broke the church and other windows 
in Tewkejhury to the value of xooo/. firuck 
off the ^ars of the corn, and killed feveral 
pigeons. The florm was felt almofl with 
the fame violence as far as Cbejlery fo that 
in fome places little of the wheat could be 
reaped, and they were obliged to turn their 
hogs out, to eat up the refl.

lixty thoufand florint ; a fum which might 
fnpport for feme time the fplendor of his 
court, and exempt him from the neceflity 
of living by plunder, but could not enable 
J^im to re-enter hit own country, or make 
any considerable effort to aflift his ally. 

The Spaniards 'X\\\ attempted to force a 
pafTage inio Pifdmonty and viere ftill re- 
plied wherever ihey e ndcavcured it; hav- 
sog Utely been mi>riincc} with a defeat, 
which in attacking ooe of the paries, they 
leccived from the peafants of the country. 

The plague which ceaied at Mejjinaf as 
it appears, only becaufe there remained no 
IMre to be deftroyed, ftill continued in 
Ctktris, and threatened the adjacent pro- 
vinces. The dread of this horrible invader 
produced a kind of truce in thin country :

It having been a caftom for many years 
forthofe who kept booths for interludes at 
SouLtvark fair, to make a colledion tor the 
debtors in the Marflialfea prifon ) but the 
fair this year being for three days only, 
they could not afford it ; which the debtors 
refenting, gut together a large quantity of 
ilonts and flung over the prifon-wall upon 
the bowling-green, whereby a child was 
killed in a woman*8 araifl, and feveril 
people wounded and bruifcd. 

Sept, 19. At a court martial held at Pcrtf* 
mwth, admiral 5rfaarr, prefideat, a captain 
of one of his Majefly*s fliips of war being 
acquitted of cowardife, was found goilty of 
ncgled of his duty in the late expedition to 
La Sutra in the fVeft-lndHt^ and difmifled 
from his command.

The corporation 
officers, 7« The mayjr, aldermen, and 
common-'^oiincil, accompanied by the ho- 
nourable Edward Fcuftwel/, efq. SU The 
mafter, wardens, aflifUnts, and fociety of 
merchants. In this manner they proceeded 
from the Guild hjll up Broad-flreet, down 
Higb'fireety along the back, into Klitg' 
ftr'ety S^ueen^s-fauaret Prince i-Hreet^ along 
the key, and up SmaiUfireet to the Excbange, 
where being entered, counfellor Stepbeast 
fleward of the /herifl's court, made a 
fpeech upon the occaHon, addrefling himfclf 
to the mafler and I'jciety of merchants, znd 
to the other trvding companies. 

From the £xJi4fige the company pro- 
ceeded 
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ceeded to the council- houfe, where they 
were regaled with wine^ &c» ind from 
thence to the merchants-hall to an eJefant 
dinner, prorided by Sir Abrabtm Efton, 
mayor, for the entertainment of the corpo- 
ration and merchants.- The other trading 
companies retiring to the like repaft, at 
their own halls, were likewife prefented 
with wii:e at the mayor^s expence. And to 
complete the general joy, the inferior 
workmen, concerned in building the Ex- 
change, had twenty-five guineas given 
them» to treat themfelves in their own way.

Feb, 18. Beth Hoofes waited on hit 
Majefty with the following addreftt 
« Mofi grachus Sovereign f 
« We your Ma]efly*smoft dutiful and 
loyal fubjeds, the Lords fpiritual and tem- 
poral, and Commons, in Parliament af- 
iembled, retttra your Majefty our hvable 
Kr ' thanks 
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t&anlct for having been gracioufly pleafed 
to acquaint us, that you have received un- 
doubted intelligence of the Pretender*s el- 
deft Ton being arrived in Franct, and of the 
preparations which are making there to in- 
vade this kingdom, in concert with difaf- 
fefled perfons here. 

*< As this mark of your Majefty's juft 
confidence in us demands our m^^ grateful 
acknowledgments^ (o we cannot but look 
upon fuch a de£gn with the utmoft indig- 
nation and abhorrence. 

** Loy^ltyx duty, and affe£lion to your 
Majefty, concern for ourfelvcs and pofterity, 
every tntereft and every motion that can 
vrarm or engage the hearts of Britons and 
Proteftaotf, calls upon us, on this in^por- 
Unt occafiun, to exert our utmoft endea- 
▼oun, that, by the blefting of God, your 
eneibies may be put to coafufioo } and we 
doy with the greateft Sincerity and firm- 
nefs, give your Majefty the ftrongeft aflii- 
nnces, that we will, with the warmeft 
seal and unanimity, take the moft effec- 
tual mcafurcs to enable your Majcfly to 
frullrate and defeat (o defperate and info- 
lent in attempt, and to fccure and prcferve 
your royal perfon and government, and the 
religion, laws, and liberties of thefe king- 
dom!. 

** And we beg l^ave, to declare to your 
Majefty, and to the whole world, that it 
is the fixed rcfolution and purpofc of our 
hearts, at the hazard of our lives ani for- 
tunes, to fupport and defend your Mijeft)', 
and yuur undoubted right and title to the 
crown of thefe realms, and the Prctcftant 
fucceflion in your royal houfe, ip oppofi- 
tioo to, and defiance qf the Pretender and 
his adherents^ and all other your Majefty*i 
enemies/* 

To which addrefs his Majefty waspleafed 
to give the following anfwer. 
** ^Afy herds and Gentlemen, 

*' I thank you heartily for this zealous 
and affectionate addrefs. I make no doubt, 
but the vigour and unanimity which you 
have expreffed on this occafion, will, by 
the blelliog of God, enable m< to defeat 
the evil defigns of our enemies ; and you 
may be a/Tured, that no care or precaution 
has been or fliall be wanting on my part, 
for the defence and welfare uf my klng- 
doms.""

1 bfi lords of the Adminlty ordered the 



men in hii Majefty*f ytrdi to hare arms ai4 
accoutrements^ and to be exercised every 
morning. 

The right'honoiirable the Lord Mayor, 
court of aldermen and eommon conncily 
waited on his Majefty at St. yames*9 with 
the following addreft. 

" Mojt grddout Sovereipif 

'<We your Msjefty's molt dutiful and 
loyal fub)e£is^ having beard that attempts 
are forming by the common difturbers of 
the peace and tranquility of Europe^ in fa- 
vour of a Popi/h Pretender, to interrupt that 
happinefs we thankfully enjoy under your 
Majefty*s government, humbly beg leave 
to take this iirft opportunity to exprefs our 
greateft concern for, and abhorrence of this 
indignity intended agaioft your Majefty and 
thefe kingdomtr ' 

« We have no reafon to doubt but that 
by the bleffing of God on your Ma)efty*i 
arms, our enemies will be difappointed in 
their expe^atioos, as your Majefty *s fubr 
je6h muft be too fenfible of the bleflings of 
liberty, property, >and the free exercife of 
their religion, which they enjoy upder voar 
moft aufpicious reign, to exchange them 
for a certain arbitrary, and tyrannical go- 
vernment I fo the loyalty and unanimity of 
your faithful fubje^s will greatly tend to 
difcourage thefe defperate endeavours to de* 
ftrrjy and fubvert our excellent conftitutioo. 
We therefore beg leave moft humbly to a/^ 
furc your Majefty, of our firm and fmcereft 
attachment to your facred perfon and go* 
vcrhment, and our prrfent happy eftablifli- 
menr in church and ftate ; and that no en- 
deavours of ours (hall, even at the hazard 
of our lives and fortunes, be wanting to 
fruftr^ire thefe attempts, to the prejudice 
o": both, and to fecure the laws and liberties 
of this country, and the Proteftant fnccef- 
fion in your Majefty*s moft illuftrxoos 
Houfe, to the lateft generations.** 

To which his Majefty was pleaded to 
return this moft gracious anfwer. 

<< I take Very kindly this feafonable 
m^rk of your duty and affedion to me. 
The city of Lcrtdcnmty always depend upon 
my protection and favour; and I have the 
fimeft confidence, that you will exert your 
authority upon this occafion for the fecu- 
rity of the city, and the preferration of 
the public peace, and for the fupport of my 
government." 

After which they bad the honour tokifs 
his Majefty*s hand, and his Majefty was 
pleafed to confer the honour of knighthood 
on the ri|{ht honourable Ro^t ff^e/fej^ 
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cfq. lord mayori Mr. ferjeint S'mon Ur/iwg, 
recorder^ Mr. aldermen Lambert and fVUii- 
matf ano Mr. iheriflFs Ladhr&ke and Calvert. 

An emburgo was laid in Ireland^ on all 
ihipt laden and loading with provifionf. 

Feb* 19. A general embargo was laid 
on the (hipping on the French coaft, and 
all commanication on their part cut olF. 

The Fmcb court flopped all the packets 
■ad palTengers on the frontiers o( Flanders, 

There were ten fail of French tranfportt 
in Dmmkirk harbour, and fev entecn fail in 
that road, and a body of forces between 
twenty and thirty thouiand was in the. 
town. ^ 

Feb, 20. The defign of taxing fugars 
was laid a£de by the Houfc of Commons. 

Feb, II* The court of lieutenancy wait- 
ed on his Majefty with their addrefs, when 
fyWtam Smith, Charles EgUton^ and James 
Creed, efqrs. were knighted. 

The duke of Marlbcromgh and the earl of 
StMT waited on his Majeity at St. James^t 
to offer their fervices, who were graciouily 
recei?ed ; and the latter was made com- 
maader in chief of the forces in South 
Britain, 

Feb* 23. A very loyal addrefs from the 
city of H^eftminfter, was prefented to his 
Majefty. >. 

Orders were fent for repairing and forti- 
fying Upnor caftle, and GilRngham fort on 
the river Mednvay, 

Fourteen fail of French men of war, were 
on the aad in the morning off' Brightbebm' 
fioM in Sujptx, steering to the eadward. 
At five in tne afternoon they pafTed by Rye, 
fteering eaftward { and anchored that night 
under Dungenefs, 

A perfon, who found mean^ to get away 
from Calais the aad, brought certain ad.^ 
▼ice» that he faw the Pretender*s eldeft fon 
there> alfo count Saxe, with three lieute- 
nant geaenls 1 that they had been very 
bafy in embarking troops for feveral days 
pafty and that 4000 men were a^ually on 
board t that there had been an engagement 
between admiral Matthews^t fquadron and 
the combined fleets off Touloa, to the ad- 
vantage of the former. 

Feb, 04. A loval addrefs from the city 
of BriJIel was presented to his Majefty ; 

As were ieveral others, anaong whom 
were thofe of the two univerfitiei ; and 
were moft gracicoufly received. 

This day Sir John Ncrris, with his fleet 
came round the Snub Foreland, and was 
ofF Fmstkjhm^ in fight of the French fleet 
at Dutgenefst but ta the evening a ilorm 
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arifing tt north-eaft, the latter dipt away to 
the \^ ell ward, leaving feveral anchors and 
cables behind them, which were after- 
wards taken up. 

His Mijeily fentameflagc tobothHonfea 
of Parliament, to commonicate fome letters 
received from Mr. Tbompfon, bis minifter at 
the French court, and the information of 
captain Ridky, which papers were immedi- 
ately ready and the fioufe of Commons re- 
fulvedy that an humble addrefs be prefented 
to his Majefty, « That he would be gra- 
cioufly pleafed, in this dangerous and cri> 
tical conjuncture of affairs, when this nation 
is threatened with an invafion by a French 
power, in favour of a Popifh Pretender to 
this crown, to augment bis forces by foa 
and land, in fuch manner as he (ball think 
proper and neceHary ; and to afTure his Ma- 
jefty, that this Houfe will make good all 
fuch expences as his Majefty (hall be at, 
for the defence of his facred perfon, and for 
the fecurity of tbefe kingdoms.** 

And his Majefty was pleafed to fend thig 
moft gracious anfwer. 

<' His Majefty thanks his faithful Com- 
mous for their dutiful and affe^ionate ad- 
drefs : the beft return he can make rhea 
for the confidence they repofe in him» ii 
to afiure them, that no further expence 
(hall be brought upon his people on this 
occaHon, than what ihall be found abfo* 
lutely necefT^y for the defence and fecurity 
of thi'fe kingdoms, and for the prefervatioa 
of our happy conftitution."* 

The Houfe of Lords on perufing the faid 
papers, ordered an humble addrefs to be pri;- 
fented to his Majefty. 

" To return his Majefty the thanks of 
this Houfe, for communicating to us the 
intelligence which be has lately received^ 
relating to the invafion of this kingdom, 
dciigned to be made by France, in favour of 
a Popifh Pretender, and to exprefs the ut<» 
moft indignation of this Houfe, at the eta- 
five and prefumptoous anfwer which h«i 
been returned by the court of France to the 
reprtfentation made in his Majefty's name 
by his minifler at Paris, upun this occa- 
fion ; and to give his Majefty the fhongcft 
alTurances, that this Houfe will, at ;ha 
hazard of their lives and fortunes, ftand by 
and fuprort hii MajeRy agatnft France^ 
and any other power whatfocver, that fliall 
prefuooe to affiit or countenance the Pre- 
tender, or any of his defcendants, or ad- 
herents ) or to invade, or commit any bo- 
ftilities againft his Majefty*s kingdomai 
this Houfe not doubting^ thai (o defperjte 
R r 2 ind 
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and during an attempt acainft hit Majcfty*s 
crown, and the religion, laws, and liber- 
ties of this nation, will create the higheft 
deteftation in all his Majefty*s fafcjeAs, and 
raife a truly Britifb fpirit in defence of his 
Majefty*s facrcd perfon, and in mainte- 
Dance of thofe invaluable rights ; againft 
France, or any other power that ihall pre- 
fume to attacic or difturb thefe kingdoms, 
in the quiet poflTeBion of the many blefiings 
we enjoy under his MajeAy*s aufpicious go» 
▼ernmeat.** 

Which addrefs being prefented by the 
Z«ords with white ftaves, they reported the 
imfwer, that 

** His Majefty thanked the Houfe of 
Lords for the repeated a0urances of their 
- unalterable seal, duty and tStCt'ion to his 
Majefly on this occaficn, and has the ot- 
xnoft confidence in their vigorous fupport.** 
Feh» 15. A proclfmadon was iflued *for 
a general faft to be kept upon Wtintjiay 
the I ith of AprU next. 

A proclamation was alfo publiflied to re- 
quire the juftices, &r. to put the laws in 
execution againft Papifts, Non- jurors, and 
for commanding all PapifU and Aputed 
Paptftt, to depart from the cities of London 
and If^ejhninjter, and from within ten miles 
of the fame by the 2d of March ; and for 
confining Papifts and reputed Papifts to 
their habitatioos) and for feixing the arms 
and horfes of fuch as refufe to take the 
oaths, &c, and for putting the laws in 
execution againft riots and riotexs. 

Fe^* 27. At fix this morning, the earl 
of Barrymort was taken into cuftody by a 
meftenger, at his houfe in Henrietta-flreet, 
Cavendljb-Jquatet and a file of mufqueteers 
was polleo m it. Several others vrere alfo 
apprehended, and fTi/Iiam colonel Cecil, efq. 
having htcn examined by a committee of 
the privy council, was committed prifoner 
to the Tower for high treafon. 

The Houfe of Commons granted 4000/. 
lor the repairs of Weftminfter-abbey, and 
and alio the like fum for rebuilding the 
church of St. yobn the Evangelift near the 
Horft'fefry, which was burnt fome time 
ago, and 1 5000/. for finiftiing the new bridge 
at IVeJinunfier. 

The merchants of the city of London 
waited on his Majefty with the following 
addrefs. 

«< We your Majefty's moft dutifiil and 
loyal fubjeds, the merchants of your city of 
London, having obferved, by your Majefty*s 
moft gracious meilage to your Parliament, 
that defigns are carrying on by your Maje- 



fty^s enemies, in favour of a Popiih Prerov 
der, to difturb the peace and quiet of theie 
your Majefty*s kingdoms, think it our in«- 
difpenfable duty, not to omit this opportu- 
nity of expreifing our juft refentmect and 
indignation at fo rafii an attempt. 

** We have too lively a fenfe of the hap^ 
pinefs we enjoy in our religion and liberties 
under your Majefly's mild and aufpicious 
reign, and of the floorifbing condition of 
our trade and conunerce, even in the ntdft 
of war, under your paternal care and vigi- 
lance, not to give yoar Majefty theftronfeft 
aflurances of our higheft gratitude for fuch 
invaluable bleftinp; nor can we doubt, but 
by the bleffing of God upon your BCajcfty's 
arms, and the nnaaimous fupport of your 
faithful fafaje£l8, the attempts of your ene- 
mies will recoil npoir themfelves, and cal 
in their own confufion. 

'' We therefore humbly beg leave to de- 
clare to your Majefty our un&akea rclblu- 
tion, that we will, oa this critical conjunc- 
ture, exert our utmoft endeavours for the 
fupport of public credit, and at all times ha- 
zard our lives and fortunes in defence of 
your Majefly*s facred perfon and govern- 
ment, and for the fecuritv bf the Proteftaot 
fucceflion in your royal family.**

Ftb, aS. A commiflion pafl*ed the great 
feal, appointing fyilliam Bakery cfq. alder- 
man of London, fViiriam Fawkcnerf Bzekiel 
Hall, JobnJIyJt, Robert Jackjorit indjtbm 
Caftf efqrs. commifiioners for the dif- 
tnbution of all prizes t^ken from the king 
of Spain and his.fubjeAs by his Majefty*s 
ftift of war. 

A mdb of nail en, confiAing of feveral 
thoufands, having got together in Stafford- 
Jt'tre^ in order to raife their wages, and 
naving proceeded to plunder houfes, the 
mayor of IValfall affembled the populace of 
that town) kd them out, and entirely de- 
feated the ether mob j a:'ter which he took 
away their plunder, ind made proclam^- 
Cicn, that people might have their goods 
again. 

Feb, ag. His Majefty having acquainted 
the Houfe of Commons, that he had been 
4>btiged to frcure the earl o{ Br.rrymctff one 
of their body, for treafonable practices; 
the Houfe prefented an addrefs to thank his 
Majefly for communicating it to them, and 
to deiire that every fufpedled perfun may be 
^ured. 

Upwards of a6,oco/. was brought 
into the revenue, by ezcife and coftom- 
hon^e feizures, from January 1742 to 

1743- 
The 9th day of Lift month having been 

appointed for the journey of the Pretender's 

font from R^im to Cjfterna, the eldeft fet 

out accordingly in hit poft chaifc with his 



ufual ferrai^ts, at ten hours in the morning* 
leaving behmd him his youngeft brother, on 
pretence of his delicate conftitution, who 
was to follow. The keys of the gate of 
Rome, called St. %bn, were by a prevjoua 
order left there tor this purpofe the night 
before. At hit arrival at the gate, it waa 
opened for him, and (hut again. A fmall 
diftance from the gate, he ordered his cbaile 
to be ftcpped, telling his governor, who 
was with him in the chaife, that he would 
go on horfe-back, and by way of jUbanop 
in order to ariive the fooner at Cifitma\ to 
which end, three of hit own faddle horfet 
and H groom were ready, as he himfelf ha4 
ordered the day before, with the moft rigo- 
rous injundi',r.s of ftcrecy, that it (houU 
t not be known to \\\% father or brother, left 
he might be prevented going poft. The 
governor, who was acquainted with all this, 
feemingly oppofed the defign, and fpoke 
aloud, fometimci in EngU^y and fometimet 
in Italian, entreating him in the ftrongeft 
manner not to cxpofe himfelf to the danger 
of catching cold, and the accidents of ridiof 
poft fo far in fuch bad roads and bad weather, 
with which his father would be highly 
ofl'endcd. But the governor ac laft yielded 
to his entreaties, and the young man being 
on horfebacky attended by one perlbn and a 
groom only, went full gallop towards ^/. 
banc : the governor apparently afHiAed, be- 
fore he got into the chaife again, fell on 
purpofe into a ditch to divert his poftillion 
and people from obferving which way the 
Pretender's fon went. About half a mile 
out of the gate, the Pretender's fon quitted 
the great road, turning by a crols way that 
leads to Frafcatif where being out of fight 
of his own people, and being too early for 
any pafTengcrs, he chanfe<^his wig and hat, 
and every thing that could difcover him, and 
put on another wig and a courier's cap. The 
French groom likewife changed hit cloatha. 
The other perfon who was with them went 
en by Ftafiati to jfJbano, with the cloatha 
the young man and the frrvant had quitted, 
and according to his inflru6tii!ns went from 
thencq to Cifierra the fame ereniftg, to ac* 
quaint the younger brother with the reafon 
of the elder's not comiag, pretending that 
he had fallen from his hcrfe and hurt him- 
felf a little, 'w hich obliged him to ftay at 
Albanop entreating him in the ftrongeft 
manner, not to mention the accident to 
alarm their father. He aHied for two of 
the young man*s Hiirts, with which be re- 
turned immediately to M^no, The Pre- 
tender*! eldeft fon, after having changed 
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doatbs, returned by the way of Frafcatif . 
towards Rmu, and going round ihe walls, I 
proceoded to Ca^aroia cardinal Acquavivd*^ 
houfe, with his own horfes, Hopping only 
an boor at Monte Rojo to retVeHi them. 
He arrived there at nineteen hours, his 
fervant perfonating an officer in the Spanljb 
ier^ice> and he a Spanijb courier from Ci- 
vita CafteJlana* Cardinal Acqva-viva had 
caufed two poft horfes to be ready for him, 
vrith which he proceeded pod with the 
greaceft difpatch, nocwithftanding the great 
fnows that fell that day^ and th^ extreme 
difficulties be met with in the night paffing 
the mountain of RaJkc/ariu He was pro- 
vided with a badge et a Spanifi} courier, 
and paflports, which cardinal Acquav'rva 
had obtained from the foreign miniftcrs at 
Rome in tlie name of marquis Sfitul/i, a re- 
lation of his, which paflports were to be 
made ufe of in Tujcary, and to facilitate 
his being readily furnilhed with horfes on 
the crofs roads. Travelling in this manner 
night and day, he arrived in the afternoon 
of the nth at Majfa^ whence he wrote the 
firft letter ft> his Uiher. After a fliort red 
at MaJJa^ he continued his journey towards 
Genoa, where he arrived the 1 3th in the 
morning, addreffing himfelf to the Sfanijh 
poft-mafter there» to whom he had been 
previoufly recommended by cardinal Acqua* 
vikfa, as an officer and a courier with dif- 
patches of the laft confequence. I'here he 
went to bed for the firit time, and look 
half a day's reft., From Genoa he was to 
proceed poft to Finale, where an embarka- 
tion was ready to convey him to Antibes» 
To conceal his departure, the duke Geatani 
continually wrote letters from Cifierna to his 
acquaintance in Rome, to inform them^ that 
both the Pretender's foni were in good 
health) and diverted themfelves extremely 
well, having plenty of game, large quan- 
tities of which were fe Viral times fent to 
Rome to divers people. Thefe accounts alfo 
faid, he was joined at Genoa by an Englt/b- 
man, and that from thence he went to Sa» 
vona, where he wa? obliged to ftay three 
days on account of the bad weather ; from 
thence he embarked for Artibei, where he 
arrived in good health. 

Letters from AlairiA mentioned, that 
the French miniftcr there, the bifliop of 
Rennes, had received an exprefs from bis 
court, upon which he had immediately an 
audience of his Catholic majeily to acquaint 
him, that the eldefl fon of the Chevalier de 
St, George landed at Antibef, January 27, 
uid was embarked on board the Breft fqua- 



dron, in which he was to be tranfported ta 
Scotland* 

March I. A fire broke out in the town 
of Debenbam, Suffolk, which, in a ihort 
time, burnt down thirty-eight houfef . 

March a. Geperal Wadet regiment oi 
horfe went through the city^ for the Knttip 
coaft. 

March 3. A very loyal addrefs was pre- 
fented from the archbiihops, biihops, &c. 
and another from the d.fi'enters, which were 
mod gracioudy received, as was alio the 
quakeri. 

Orders were fent to Flanders for the re- 
turn of 6000 Brtti^ troops, OQ the firft 
notice of a French invafion. 

The cannon of Tilbury fort were ordered 
to be mounted, and the tankard filled with 
water, and a regiment o£ foot ordered 
thither for its defence. 

The duke of Niwcajlle, lord lieutenant, 
&c. of MtddUfex, ordered the commanding 
officers of the WefimvnfUr militia to be 
ready upon' any emergency, on a day's 
notice. 

His Majefty came to the Houfe of Peers 
with the ufual folemnity, and gave the 
royal aflent to the following ads. 

An a£k for continuing the duties upon 
malt, mum, cyder, and perry in England, 
and for granting certain duties upon ciie 
fame in Scotland, for the fervice of the 
year 1744. 

An i£t to empower his Majei^ to (tcatt 
and detain fuch perfons as his Majefty ihall 
fufpeft are confpiring againft his perfim and 
government. 

An aCl to amend laws relating to rogues, 
vagabonds, and other idle and diforderly 
perfons, and to houfes of correfiion. 

An ad to oblige overfeers of the poor to 
give public notice of rates, and to produce 
the fame. 

An ad for taking affidavits in any of the 
courts of the county palatine of Lanca/hr, 

An a6^ to prevent abufes in weighing 
and packing butter in the town of iVirw- 
Malton, Torkjbire* 

An a£l for raifmg and eftabliffiing a fond 
for a provifion for the widows and children 
of the minifters of the church of Scotland, 
and of the head% principals, andmaftersof 
the univerfities of St. Andrew, GJafgfw, 
and Edinburgh * 

To fix road-bills and to eleven private 
bills, one of n'hich \va& to diiTolve the mar- 
riage of the dulce of Beaufort, 

March 4. Three hundred horfes were 
fitted at the cower with harneflfes, &c. to 

draw 
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jriw a trim of artillery of 150 pieces de- 
figned lor the Englifit coaft. 

Was frixed at the Bell-favave inn, on 
lAtdiate-biily a large cheft of baiket-hilted 
I'wufds and a caflc of ikulj-caps, which 
came from Birmingbatn^ and were to be 
fent to Dvjetp'tre. 

Lo(rd Mark Kir's dragoons T^ere ordered 
to Maldfiont* 

Several meflengerSv were dtfpatched to 
the feats of the earl of Barrymore in Cbtjhire 
to feizeail bis papers.. 

The fecretary at war, fent orders to the 
feveral regiments of horfe and foot in Kent, 
to eA{t. the inns by quartering no more 
than fix at a houfe. 

A five fuppofed to have been malicioully 
kindled, at Baxef^ in the ifle of Axbotme^ 
LincBlnfitirt^ burnt down fifty*fix houfes, 
and a hundred and nineteen bams, out- 
koufes, &c, the damage computed at 

lOyOOO/. 

March 5* General Bvcolit regiment of 
horfe landed at Park-gattt from Dublin \ 
they had fo bad a paHage in the late ftorm, 
tha|t upwards of fifty of the horfes died. 

A proclamation was iffued by the Lord 
Lieutenant of Irtlamdy offering a reward of 
jooo/. for the iirft perfon who (ball be dif- 
Covered and convi^d for enlihing any of 
his Majefty*s fufa|ic£ts, for foreign fervicc, 
300/. iot each of the next fix perfons, 100/. 
Unt fs^tx^ other perfon and a pardon, and a 
ren^d of 50/. for any perfon concerned in 
the £ud offences, who fhall difcover any of 
his accomplices withia two years after the 
^ate hereof. 

March 7. Captains O'Brien and G^Haray 
of the Jrijh troops in the French fervice, 
coming to HarxoUh in order to go in the 
packet to Hvllandf were, by order of Lord 
Carteret^ apprehended and carried to town 
in cuftody of two mefTengers. 

The city of Dublin unanimoufly agreed 
to array their militia, and provide neceilk- 
licB (ot three regiments of foot and one of 
horfe;, and offered a reward of 6000/. for 
tpprehending the Pretender, or his fon, 
cither alive or dead, fhould they attempt to 
land in that kingdom, and fixty thoufand 
fire-arms and other acoutrements, were 
feised in fnfpe£led houfes in the fouthern- 
moft part of Ireland, 

In the town of Huthersfeld, Torkfiire^ 
was diicovered the foundations of a Roman 
Temple, where were feveral b^a^ ciful Ro- 
man brickj, and an altar eniire, with a 
kind of Patera at the top, on one fide a 
Cormte9pia\ and on the other an augural

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Aaff": it was dedicated to the goddefs For» 
tune by one Antoniut Modeftus, or Modtfii- 
nut, for there were only the two firli lyl- 
lables, of the fixth conquering legion. 

March 10. By an order from the war 
ofHce, lOjOoofkull caps» and xo,ooo breaft- 
plates, with axes, iaws, ^c. tirere (hipped 
at the Tower, for the ufe of his Majeity't 
forces in Germanji alfo 1000 barrels of 
gunpowder, 1000 cartouches^ icoo belts, 
5000 rou/kets and 40 tons of balls. 

About 500 Stvift in and about London 
and Wtjirmnfiery oH'ered to form a regiment 
and enter icto the King*« fervice, in cafe of 
an invafion : their regimental cloaths were 
ordered to'bemade, and to be grey turned 
up with red. 

The reluAance of the Trench foldiert at 
Dunkirk^ to go on board their tranfports,* 
was io great, that it was found necefTary to 
execute one of them upon the ftrand, to 
ftrike terror into th;; reft. 

March 14. Several noblemen and gen* 
tlemen, waited on the King at court, and 
voluntarily offered to raife whole regiments, 
both horfe and foot, in the defence of his 
Majeffy's facred perfon an'', the rights of hia 
crown againff the French, or any other 
power who ihould efpoufe the caufe of a 
Popifh Pretender, by invading thefe king- 
doms. 

Upwards of 20 Brittjb /hips were felzed 
at Dunkirk, and the captains with their 
crews made prifoncrs. 

An embargo was laid on all French vcf* 
fels in the river Tbama, 

March 17. Landed at Cravefend^ thret 
regiments of Dutch troops, via;. Lindemgn*ip 
Eck van Fantaliont and Glinfird'M^ com« 
manded by major-general Rompf, 

March 19. A great number of papifla 
took the oaths before the judices at fFefi* 
minficr, 

March lo.*" The French declared war 
againft England^ the declaration was aa 
follows : 

*« By the King. ^ 

« Upon the breiiking out of the troubles 
after the deatlf of the emperor Charles 
VI. the King took all opportunities of 
fhewing, that h*s Majefly defired nothing 
more earnel>ly than to fee them f^cedily 
concluded, by an equitable accomi«iodation 
between the parties in war. 

'< The condu^ which his Majefty has 
ever fince obferved, has fufficiently de- 
monilrated, that he conftantly perfifted in 
the fame diipofitions ; and his Majef^, not 
being defirous of forming any pretuifittU 
S s fn 
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for himielf which might in the Inft obftrua 
the re-eftabUflunent of tranquility in £»- 
rtptf had no notion of being obliged to take 
part in the war, otherwife than in fupply- 
in'g hit allies 9 with the fuccours which he 
was engaged to give them. 

** Such difintereiled Tiews would foon 
have reftored peace, if the court of London 
had thought with as much equity and mo- 
deration, and if it had confulied nothing 
but the welfare and advantage of the Englijb 
nation ; but the king of England, eledor 
of Hano-vetf had very oppofite intentions, 
which, as it was foon pierceived, aimed at 
nothing lefs tlian kindling a general war. 
Not fadsfied with difluading the court of 
Vtaina from entertaining any notion of a 
reconciliation, and with nourifliing its 
inimolity by the moft iriolent councils, it 
has taken all opportunities of irriuting 
Franci, by every where dilhirbing her 
maritime commerce, in contempt of the 
liw of nations, and the moft folemn treaties. 
'< The convention of Hanover in 08o6er 
174.1, feemed at leaft to have aflured his 
Majefty of the difcontinuance of fuch ex- 
cefles. The king of England, during the 
ftay he made in his German dominions, ap- 
^ared to liften to the complaints which 
were made to him on this occafion, and to 
perceive the juftice of them ; he gave his 
royal word that he would caufe them to 
teafe, and he formally engaged himfelf not 
to difturb the allies of the King in the pur- 
suit of their rights; but fcarce was he re- 
turned to LWon, before he forgot alibis pro- 
nifes ; and as foon as he was certain that 
the King*s army had entirely quitted XPir^- 
ftaliaf he caufed it to be declared by his mi- 
niften, that the convention no longer fub- 
fifted, and that he looked upon himfelf as 
difengaged from it. 

« He then thought there was no longer 
neceffitv to a£l with circumfpedion : being 
himfelf a pcrfonal enemy of France, he 
ieemed to have no other views than to rajfe 
up fttch every where againft her : this be- 
came the principal point in the inftru£iions 
of his minifters in all the courts of Europe. 
The piracies of the EngR/k men of war en- 
creafed with cruelty and barbarity ; even 
the ports of the kingdom were no longer an 
•fylum againft their infults. The Englijb 
have at length dared to block up the port of 
^eulam, to ftop all fliips, to feise upon the 
merchandise which they carried, and to 
take even the recruita and ammunition 
which his Majffty wu feodiog into his 
firoogplaceiA 



<< So many repoted injorlet and ove- 
rages have at Uft tirad the patienct of his 
Majefty, who can no longer bear With 
them, without failing in the proteQioa 
which he owes his own fubjeds, and the af* 
(iftance he owes his allies, in the defence 
of himfelf, his honour and glory. Thcfe 
are the juft motives that no longer permit 
his Majefty to keep within the bounds of 
moderation which he had prelcribed to 
himfelf, and which conftrain him to de- 
clare war, as he does by thefe prefentr, 
againft the king of England, eledor of Ha- 
never, both by fea and land, 

'« His Majefty ordains and enjoins all his 
fubje^s, vaftkls and fervants, to fall upon 
the fubje^of the king of England, ekaor 
of Hanover ; forbids them in the moft ez- 
prefs manner from hereafter having any 
communication, commerce, or intelligence 
with them* on pain of death $ and confe- 
quently his Majefty hath from henceforward 
revoked, and does revoke all permiffions, 
paiTports, fafe-guards, and iafe-condoAs, 
which may have been given by himielf, or 
by. his lieutenant-generals, and other his 
officers, contrary to thefe prefenu^ and 
hath declared them, and does declare them 
null, void, and of no effed, forbidding all 
perfons from having any regard thereto. 

« His Majefty orders and comnMnds the 
duke de Pentbievre, admiral of Franee, the 
mar/hals of France, the governors and 
lieutenant-generals, for his Majefty to his 
provinces and armies, camp-marftuJa^ co- 
Unels, captains, heads and condoQors of 
his military people, as well horie as fboty 
Freneb and foreigners, and all other his 
officers whom it fliaU concern, that they, 
and each of them, caufe the purport of 
thefe prefents to be executed, in the extent 
of their powers and jurifiii^ions, for fuch 
is the will of his Majefty. He wills aid 
intends that thefe prefents ihall be publiih- 
ed and fixed up in all the cities, as well 
maritime as others, and in all the ports, 
harbours, and other places of his kinf;dooi 
and territories under his obedience, where 
it ihall be needful, that none may pretend 
ignorance thereof.

fent for by M* Amtlti to VtrjMlUsf who 
acquainted him in the name of the King 
his mafteiy that things were come to fuch a 
pafs, that a declaration of vrar muft foon 
cnfue> on their part; upon which Mr. 
ntmpfott replied, that his nation was 
thoroughly prepared to take the proper mea* 
fures* And Sir fFiU'um Calmt and Sir 
Jle&err Ls^hnke, acquainted the merchants 
and traders therewith, that thej might aft 
accordingly.

The fttbfcription for I,aoo,ooo^ by 3 
ftr cetu, annuities, and 600,000/. by a 
lottery for the current fenrice, was fuU in 
ooe day. A fubftantial proof of the rea- 
dinefs of the mei^hants of Lotubn to fup* 
port their King and country againft the in* 
tended invafion. 

March 23. The remainder of the 6000 
Dtttcb troops arrived at Gravejead from

March 25. Count Bm£y% chapel was 
^ut up, and 'his baggage packing for

fiiarcb 27. The magiftrates of Edla*

other (hips, veifels and goods as are or ihall 
be liable to coofifcation, purfuant to the 
refpe£tive treaties between his Majefty and 
other princes, ftates and potentates. 

A proclamation was likewife iiTued for 
the encouragement of his Majefly*s (b^ of 
war and privateers. 

March 31. War was declared againft 
France in London and fFcfimmjIer, Tha 
declaration was as follows : 

** The troubles which broke out in Ger* 
nuayf on account of the fucceffion of tha 
late emperor Charles the Sixth, having been 
begun and carried on by the inf^igation, af- 
fiftance, and fupport of the French king^ 
with a view to overturn the balance of 
power in Europe, and to extend the dan- 
gerous influence of that c«Dwn, in direA 
violation of the folemn guaranty of the 
Pragmatic fao€tion, given by him in tha 
year 1738, in confideration of the ceflioa 
of Lorraine $ and we having on our part 
executed our engagements for maintaining 
the Pragmatic fan^on, with that good 
faith which is infeparable from us; and 
having oppofed the attempts made agaiifft 
the dominions of the queen of /fa«Mry, vra 
are not furprifed that our conduA in thia 
refpe£t fhould have drawn upon us tha 
refentment of the French king, who hu 
found his ambitious views, in a great mea* 
fure, dilappointcd by the affiftaaea we hav» 
fumiihed to our allVf unjufUy attacked by 
him ; or that he ihoald alledge it as a pria* 
cipal reafon for his declaring «var agalnfl at* 
** From the time that we found onrfehret 
obliged, for the maintenance of the juf^ 
rights of our fubje^, to enter Into a war 
with Spain, inftead of obferviog a tit'iCt 
neutrallity, which vrc might have promifed 
ourfelves on the part of the < French king, 
from whom we were even founded by trsa- 
tj to have demanded affiffamce, he has given 
oicouragemeot and fupport to our endemics, 
by conniving at his fulgeds, a^ng u pri« 
vateers under Spanijb aommiffions, both in 
Europe s^nA America i and by fending. In tha 
year 174P9 a fhong fquadron into the Amo" 
rican (eas, in order to prevent us from pro- 
fecuting the juft vrar, we were carrying on 
againft Speuu in thofe parts ; and we have 
the moil autheatit prJof| that imarder 
Z % % was 
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Vas giren to the commander of the French 
fquadron, not only to a£l in a hoftile man- 
ner againft onr (hips, either jointly v^ith 
the Spaniards, or feparately, but even to 
concert meafures \%lth our enemies, for at- 
tacking one of our principal dominions in 
jimerica ; a duplicate of that order, dated 
the 7th of OBober, 1740, having fallen into 
the hands of the commander in chief of our 
fqaadron in the Jf^tft Indies, This injurious 

Jroceediog was greatly aggravated^ by the 
'rencb minifter at our court, having de- 
clared, on occafion of fending the faid fqua- 
llron, that the French king was very far 
(rum having any deHgn or intention of 
breaking with us. 

*« The fame offcnfive condufl wai con- 
tinued, on the part of the French king, to^ 
Wards us, by his fquadron in the Mediferra' 
nean, in the year 1741, joining with, and 
protecting the (hips of our enemies, in fight 
of our fleet, which was preparing to attack 
them. 

** Thefe unwarrantable proceedings ^ 
the notorious breach of treaties, by repair- 
ing the fortifications, and ere£ling new 
\rorks at Dunkirk j the open hoftilities late- 
ly committed againft our fleet in the Medi- 
terranean ; th* aflfiront and indignity offered 
to us, by the reception of the fon of the 
Pretender to our crown, in the French do- 
minions \ the embarkation adlually made 
at Dunkirk, of a cenHderable body of troops, 
siotorlouHy defjgned for an invafion of (his 
kingdom, in favour of the Pretender to our 
crown ; and the fending a fquadron of French 
ihips of war into the channel, .to fupport 
the faid embarkation and invafion, will be 
lafHng monuments of the little regard had 
l>y the French court for the moft folemn en- 
gagements, when the obfervance of them 
18 inconfiftent with Interefl, ambition, or 
refentment. 

** We cannot omit taking notice of the 
nlijuft infinuations contained in the French 
king^s declaration of w;^ againft us, with 
refpe£t to the convention made at Hanover, 
in OSl» 1741 \ that convention, regarding 
onr elcflorate only, had no relation to our 
conduct as king of ^reat Britain, The al- 
legations concerning it, ate groundlefs and 
Injurious -, our proceedings in that refped, 
having been pcrfettly confiftcnt with that 
good faith, which we have always made 
the rule of our a^ons. 

" It is unneceffary to mention the objec- 
tions tnade to the behaviour of our mini* 
Hers in foreign courts ; fince it is notorious 
thfC the principal yiew and objcA of the 



negotiations of the French minifters in tho 
feveral courts of Enrope, have been either 
to ftirup intefline commotions in the coun- 
tries where they refided, or to create dif- 
ferences and mifunderftindings between 
them and their refpe£iive allies. 

*« The eharge of piracy, criielty, and 
barbarity againft our fikips of war, is equally 
unjuft and unbecoming \ and we have all 
fuch proceedings fo much in abhorrence, 
that if any prances of that nature had been 
made appear to us, we fhould have taken 
ef!c£lual care to put a flop to them, and 
to have puniflied the offenders in the fevereft 
manner. 

<* We being therefore xndifpenfably ob- 
liged to take up arms, and entirely rely- 
ing on the help of Almighty God, wh^ 
knows ^he uprightnels of our intentions, 
have thought fit to declare, and do'fiereby 
declare war againft the French king ; and 
we will, in purfuance of fuch declaration, 
▼igoroufly profecute the fame by fea an4 
land ; being afTured of the ready concur- 
rence and affifbnce of all our loving fub« 
je£ts, in fo jiift a caofe : and we do hereby 
will and require our generals and command 
ders of our forces, oor commiffioners for 
executing the office of high admiral of 
Great Britain, our lieotenants of our feve- 
ral counties, governors of our forts and gar- 
rifons, and all other officers under them, 
by fea and land, to do and execute all a£h 
of hoftility in the profecution of this war 
againft the faid French king, his Taflals 
and fubje^lF, and to oppofe their attempts } 
willing and requiring. all our fubjeds to 
take notice of the fame, whom we hence- 
forth flri^ly forbid to hold any correfpon* 
dence or communication with the fubjeAs 
of the French king : and we do hereby com- 
mand our own fubjefls, and advertiie aU 
other perfons of what nation foever, not to 
tranfport or carry any foldiers, arms, pow- 
der, ammunition, or other contraband 
goods, to any of the territories, lands, 
plantations, or countries of the faid French 
king ; declaring, that whatfoever (hip or 
vefTel (hall^be met withal, tranfporting or 
carrying any foldien, arms, powder, am- 
munition, or other contraband goods, to 
any of the territcries, lands, plantations, 
or countries of the faid French king, the 
fame being taken, fhall be condemned ts 
good and lawful prize. And whereas there 
are remaining in our kingdoms divers of the 
fubjeAs of the French king, we do hereby 
declare our royal intention to br, that all 
the Frtneb fubjeds, who fhall demean 

them- 
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tbemCelves dutifully toward us, (hall be 
lAfe in their perfons and eftates. 

« Given at our court at St. Jameses, the 
«9th day of March, X744» in the feven> 
teenth year of our reign. 

« God favi the King:* 

His Majefty ihips took three or four 
Trench prixes^ and the Sfaniards feveral 
Engliflt. 

A pardon was offered in the Gaxette for 
all fotdiers that had deferted, provided they 
entered into his Majefty fervice. 

His Majefty was pleafed to nominate Dr.

April I. Six regimen u of foot were or- 
dered to be raifed with all expedition, to re- 
place thofe in Englandy which were to be 
lent abroad.

liemfelves in fuch an attempt. To me it 
• the trueft fatisfadion, and mufl be the 
;reateft fecurity to my government, that, juft 
It the time of entering into this war, I have 
lad fuch folemn affurancet and pledges of 
he fidelity and good affiedions of my people. 
« Whatever colours may be endeavoured 
be put on thefe injurioui proceedings of 
iie court of Frgncf^ I cmi tppol to the 



I whole world for the re^itude and eqinty eit 
my conduct, Always fteadily directed to tiie 
defence of the antient allies of my ^own^ 
conformably to treaties, to the prelervatioli 
of the balance and liberties of Eurtpe, aD4 
thd maintenance of the commerce and eA> 
fcntial interefta of my kingdoms, pnrfuanc 
to the advice of my Parliament, without 
invading the rights of any other power. 

** Under thefe circumftances , I have de- 
clared war, on my part, tgainft the Frenth 
king, and have made the proper reqaifitioifi 
to my allies, particnlarly the State! Oeiie>- 
fal of the United Provinces, (whofe firdi 
friendfhip I have fo lately experienced) to 
join with me, and perform their engage* 
ments on this important occafion. 

** Gentlemen of the Honfe oJCemmtimf 

" I take this opportunity to thank yoia 
for the readincfs and difpatch with which 
you have already granted me fuch XkXf^ 
fupplies, and that on terms fo advantageous 
to the public, although vire were then ac- 
tually menaced with an invafion. It would 
give me the utmoft concern to fee our ex- 
pences increafed by this new event \ but If 
you fhall find any thing further neceffary, 
for the fupport of the honour of my crnwa, 
and your own fecurity, in the prefent cod- 
juncture, I depend on your wonted tltll to 
provide for it. 

« My Lords mid GentUaun^ 

'< In fo joft a caufe, I rely on thel>it1tfe 
Protection, and on your vigoroat and ef- 
fectual fupport and affiflance. Let the ene- 
mies of our peace, who have long afpired 
at the univerfal monarchy of fvn^r, arid 
envied the liberty and flourifhing iooditidhi 
of my kingdoms in particular, fee,,thir 
Great Britain, in conjundion with her aU 
lies, is able to withftand and defett their 
deftroCtive projects. I will do my part. I 
have no intereift at heart but yours ; and in 
that common intereft let us all unite.** 

April 4. The Houfe of Lords waited oa 
his Majeity with the following addtefs.

** A proceeding, fe notorioufly contrary

taimng infinuations fo injurious to your 
Bdajefty*s royal dignity, and to the honour 
of the Br'uijb name and nation, that the in-

tStGt on the minds of all your faithful tub- 



^ Our zeal for yoor Majefty, your royal 
.family and government, our ardour for the 
lervice and fupport of your Majefty and our 
country, at the expence of our blood and 
Creafuie, cdtild not have been augmented 
hy any circumftances, but the meafures now 
taken by FrMce, unprovoked by any thing, 
Imt your Majefty^s endeavours to defend the 
aatient and natural allies of your crown, to 
predenre the liberties of Europe, and to 
maintain the commerce and eflential inte- 
tefta of your kingdoms. 

** l£ Great Britain could be wanting to 
yonr Majefty in fo juft a caufe, it muft be 
vantiag to itfclf : you may therefore firm- 
ly rely on the utmoft efforts of your people, 
to make good the folemn aflurances, which 
they have fo dutifully and fo affe^lionately 
givoi you, and effcAually to ftand by and 
affift your Majefty in profecuting the wtr 
. againft France with the greateft vigour. 

<' We acknowledge your Majefty*s good-, 
nefs in acquainting us, that, upon this 
event, you have made the proper requifi- 
tions to your allies, particularly to the 
States General of the United Provinces, 
between whom and this nation the ftridleft 
ties do happily fublift. We humbly befeech 
your Majefty to continue thofe inlHnces in 
the ftrongeft manner $ not doubting but the 
fame friendihip, which that great Prote- 
ftant republic has fo lately (hewn for this 
kingdom, and their juft fenfe of our com- 
non intereft and common danger, will in- 
duce thrm to join with your Majefty, and 
to fulfil their engagements 00 the prefent 
oecalion. 

** Your Majefty's gracious and paternal 
declaration, that you have no intereft at 
heart, bur that of your kingdoms, cannot 
fail to excite in all your fubje€ts the warm- 
cft gratitude J and to cement that conft- 
. dence between King and people, which is 
lb necelTary in this conj unsure. Permit us, 
^eiirpart, to afture your Majefty, from 



the bottom of our hetrts, that we look 
opon the defence and fupport of your Ma- 
jefty, and of the Proteftant fucceffion in 
your illuftrious houfie, as the only fecurity, 
under God, of our religion^ laws, and li- 
berties; and. that in this national and glo- 
rious caufe, allr true Brhons and Proteftants 
will sealoufty and ftedfafUy unite."

fon, and government, and avowedly found- 
ed opon your Majefly*s having fupported,

The 
French king having received into his kiof- 
doms the fon of the Pretender, apd having 
in time of full peace, made immenfe pre- 
paration by land aiid fea, with a view to ia^ 
troducchlm, by fore of arms, into oun, ia 
order to deprive us, and our family after 
us, of our crown, and our faithful fubjeAa 
of their laws, their liberty, and their reli- 
gion, your republic determined to lofe 
no time in (hewing, by a coodudl diredly 
contrary to that of the faid King, how 
much ihe detefted fo enormous a violation of 
the facred ties, by which princes and ftatee 
are united. Our minifter plenipotentiary 
at the Hagne has already declared to you, by 
our order, how thankfiilly we received the 

fuccour 
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faccour of 6000 meni which you fent us 
«pon thAt occaiion. We would no longer 
4efer repeating thoTe acknowledgements to 
7VU9 under our own hand ; and a& France 
1m8> lince that period, carried her ill de- 
iSgns to the grcateft lehgth, by openly de- 
claring war a^ainft us, upon frivolous and 
wnjuft pretences, under colour of which, 
Ae attempts to juftify her own conduct, 
and to blacken ours, alledging accufations 
without proofj and {z€t% without founda- 
tion, we find ourfelves, with great regret, 
obliged to demand the entire execution of 
the treaties between u$, on your part, by 
requiring you, in purfuance of that of the 
year 1678, to come to an open rupture with 
France, of^'ering to concert immediately 
with you all fuch meafures as may be nc- 
ceHary, as well for carrying on the war 
again It the common enemy, as for provid- 
ing for our mutual fafety, in the mod 
cfte^al manner. You are not ignorant^ 
high and- mighty Lords, with how niuch 
veal and good faith, we have oppofcd the 
cffnrls made by that crown, towards over- 
turning that order of fucceflion eftahliflied 
by the lite Enperor, which (he had obHged 
licrfelf to guarmtee, in the fame manner, 
that we, and that your commonwealth had 
obliged ourfeWes thereto ; and towards the 
^ftrudtion of a family, which Hie had on- 
gaged by the moft folemn treaties to fup- 
port : you approved the conduct which we 
held therein : you went ftil) farther j you 
concurred with us in it, and you do llill 
concur with us. From thence proceeds the 
onjuil war, which tiiat 'King has already 
declared aj^ainft u^;, and which he gives 
you notice to be intended at the fame time 
againft your (late, by the armies wherewith 
lie now overfprcads your frontiers, and 
threatens your barrier. In order to fecure 
that rampart of your dominions, we 
thought ourfelves obliged to exceed what 
We were (Iri^ly engaged to by the treaty 
of 1715, by keeping a very confiderable 
V>dy of our troops in thofe p^rts, as much 
for your defence, as for that of our common 
ally, the queen of Hungary, We make 
not the leaft doubt, but that at a time when 
the Protcftant fucceflion to our kingdoms

will add that confideration alfo, to fo many 
other titles, by which our prefent requisi- 
tion to you is fupportcd : they are the 
moil authentic, the molt pofitive, and the 
noft facred engagements : it is tho glorious 
example of your anceftort t it is the defence 



of an opprefled Princefs ; the fupjrort of t 
balance of power in Europe, neceflary to 
the maintenance of the common libtrry 
and fecurity : it is, in a word, the prefer- 
vation of our liuly religion, and of the true 
wor/hip of God, which do all together call 
upon, and oblige yuu to declare war, in 
thefe circumftances, againft France, and to

The anfwcr of the States General tc 
his Majcfly*s letter. 

To the king of Great Britain, 
** S J R, 

** As foon as the arrival of the eldeft foil 
of the "Pretender in France, and the prepa- 
rations that were making there for invading 
your Majciiy's kingdom, came to ourknow- 
ledge, we did not fail to make very ferious 
reflr£tions upon thofe proceedings, and how 
contrary they were to the mod folemn trea- 
ties, and how much they tended to orer- 
turn your Majefty's government, and the 
\r\\'$, the libw-rty, and the religion of 
the Britijh nation, with the maintenance 
whereof the prefervation of thofe of our 
republic is infeparibly connected. We» 
therefore, tipon the iirft requifttton made 
by your Majedy's roiniHrer plenipotentiary, 
did not hefitatc to grant immediately, and 
to fend into England, with all the expedi- 
tion pofTible, the firft fuccour of 6000 foot, 
ftipuiated in the treaties. It is a great (a- 
tisfadlion to us, to luve firft learnt, by

<^uippcd with ail diligence poffible, not 
doubtingy but that the efte£t of our good-

^nd lince it has pleafed your Majefty to 
demand, in your letter, the entire execu- 
tion of the treaties, and to require us, by 
irirtue of that of 1678, to enter into an 
open rupture with France, we hope, that 
your Majefty will not ulce it amifs, that, 
before we explain ourfelves thereupon, we 
take the method pointed out by that fame 
ticaty, endeavouring by our offices, to 
bring about an equitable accommodation 
between the parties at war, before we pro- 
ceed farther.

And as the order and confti- 
tution of oar government docs not permit 
OS to come to a final refolution, in an affair 
of this importance, without confulting the 
ftates of the provinces which compofe our 
xepublic, we will not delay a moment to 
inform them of the contents of your Ma- 
jefty*s letter, and prefs them to explain 
themfelves thereupon.

log pieces, from 12 to 4% pounders, xoo 
field pieces and feveral mortars, forty of 
which threw bombs of five hundred pounds* 
On the 15th he reviewed bit army confift- 
ing of la 1,000 efFe£live men. On the 
17th mardial count Je Saxe I'ei^ed Courtraj^ 
UarUbeck, and fyameton, in which la(| waf 
a Dutch garrifon, who retired to Tj^rn* 
On the iSth Menim^ whofe garrtfon con* 
fiftcd but of 1600 men, was invefted by 
40,000 French \ the fiege was carried on 
by two attacks, which his moft Chriftian 
Majeily vifited, and gave 250 piftoles to the 
gunners. Many thouCind peafants were' 
made to dig the trenches, and great firing 
was hpard at Toumay the 18th, a$th, and 
30th. Soon after which the French became 
mafters of it, according to advices from 
CalaiSf which added, that the French were 
then befieging both Furna and Tfres, and 
expedcd foon to be in poileflion of them* • 
They had feized moft of tbe fmall poAs on 
the Scbeld and his, and attempted to fur- 
priie larger, but were prevented. 

May 3. The allied army confifting of 
Z2,ooo Engltfli, j6,coo Hanoverians, x 8,000 
jfufirians, and ao,oco Dutch, took the £eld 
and encamped at j^fcb* and Affligen, znA. 
fiom thence, after feveral movements* 
marched under the command of the duke 
d'Aremberg to Ninoue and Grammont, in 
order to atuck the French, 

General St. Clair, with 600 Britijb re- 
cruits, and as many horfea, lately landed at 
Ofiend, having heard of an ambufcade of 
4000 French, in his way from Bruges to 
Ghent, went back to Bruges \ upon which 
moil part of the French retired, the reft 
were attacked by the Settcb highlanders, 
who killed thirty-two, and the recruits 
got fafe to Ghent, 

General Camphell, governor of that place* 
having received a mciTage from count Saxe^ 
that if his Highlanders continued to inter- 
rupt the convoys of provifioni coming to 
the French, he would burn the next village, 
returned for anfwer, that his people knew 
the way to French Flanders, and ii he burnt 
one, they ibould burn twenty ; and he ac- 
tually demanded of his lord (hip of' Lifie the 
fame quantity of provifions as the French 
had demanded from the diftriAs of Yfre$ 
and Dixmude* 

The great conqueror KwVt Kan, about 
thii time nndertook a greater fcheme 
than any he had yet executed. He re- 
nounced the Ftrfian reli^on, and folemnly 
embraced the opinion of Omar, in order to 
€ak« upon bim tht dignity of isHf^ or fu- 
Tt prcme 
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areme pitiiM of MMjikun^ or trvc Wlie- 
wn, and fcy tlrtoe ot this title dcpriTe<l 
the ^mr\i of their foperiority at Mitcta^ and 
lendered both the Grand Seignior and Mo- 
gul hit fubftitntei.

The people in 
Ptfrr-Ktf^tf/ were terribly afraid of a deluge, 
the town being two or three fret over/lowed 
from the harbour, and the fea threatening 
deftru£tion, which the wall moft happily 
prevented ; ihcy met with great damages in 
their houfes, &c» In the country, feveral 
plantations, houfes* works, &c, were de- 
ftroyed ; many people, both white and 
black, drowned ; and cattle» ihccp, poultiyy 
and provifions in great quantities of all 
kinds, dcftroyed by the fury of the temped 
and rapidity of the overftowin|^ rivers. Of 
his Majefty's (hips, the Pritice cf Oraagit 
Bonettaf and Thunder bomb were wrecked, 
but the people faved ; the Montagui agnuad, 
bulged, loft her nufts, people laved ; the 
St. Alkant and Exftrimau a/hore, the peo- 
ple laved, and both got oft* $ the Cretnvi'tcb 
funk, and captain jiiUuf lieutenant Bat* 
terfworthf and feventy men drowned ; the 
Lark hulk funk, and about t%^enty white 
men and ninety negroes drowned ; the 
greater part of the merchant ilups got off*, 
and moft of their cargoes faved. Sir Cha- 
loner Ogle with fe\-cral men of war were 
abroad on a cruize. 

Ocl, 23. The republic of Genoa fud- 
denly put a ftop to her armament, and fecm- 
ed inclined to obferve a ftri£l neutraliiy. 

The fleet at Jlialon, the 24th of Sefttwf 
berf under the command of admiral Resnrj, 
confifted of forty-one (hips of war, viz. fetr 
of ninety guns, eight of eighty, eleven ot 
feventy, four of fixty, feven of fifty, four 
of forty, three of twenty, befides firc/hipJ, 
bombs, Hoops, &c» all in good order. 

The combined army having fuft'ered ma- 
ny hard/hips, durii^g the latter part of the 
campaign, from winds and rain, which 
were fo violent for three days, that great 
numbers fickened and were fent to the hi^i- 
pitals J and as the continuance in the bck, 
muft have been attended with greater mil* 
chiefs, it was concluded they (hould go int.i 
winter quariers : accordingly the Etgtifb 
faorfe guards and regiments of horfe pro- 
ceeded to Briiffcls, and the foot and dra- 
goons to Ghent and Bruges ; the Dutch, 
Aujiriansy and ttanoveriant went likewife to 
their refpc^ive quarters. 

The fuccours granted to the queen of 
Hungary by the lung of Poland, as clc^or 

of 
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of Satoftyf confided of 6t68 horfe and 
i%yC27 foot : in all 24,190 efft^Ive men. 

The capitulation for the furrender of 
Prague to the French was figned the i6th, 
only fix days after tlie trenches were opened. 

The King left • garrifon of 6000 men 
in Prague^ and ordered them to lie in the 
Hreets before the burghers houfes, who 
were forbid on pain of death to flir out at 
flight; his Miijefty left there likewife a 
large train of artillery, while he marched 
ibuthward up the M&ldaw to Tttbtr, from 
whence he fent out detachments under lieu- 
tenaat- general de NaJJay, who after feme 
Ikirmifiies took the important towns of 
Budvtis and Teyn^ and the ftrong caftle of 
Frauenbourgf whofe garrifons made condi- 
tions to retire. By the conqueft of thefe 
places, he was mader of all Bobtmia on tht 
caft of :he river AfoUaw* 

November, The deputy governor ef ^«- 
gui/ia, alfti'cd by two privateers from St. 
Kin's, drove the French out of their half 
of the ifland of St. Mdrtin% and took pof- 
feflion of it, fettled and provided for the 
defence thereof. The French inhabitants 
of St. ^«rf/*o/oMmo*s furrendered thatiflandy 
and declared themfelves to be thencefor- 
ward his Britannic majefty*s fubjedls. 

The miniders at the diet^ from the elec- 
tors of MentKy Triers f Coiogne, Saxony, Ha* 
nvuer, and five other princes, prefented a 
memorial againft the French troops taking 
quarters in the firil-named decorates. 

Sweden made a redu^ion in their troops 
of thirty men in a company. 

Mr. Titley obtained from Denmark, that 
6000 men fiiould march into Holflein, to 
be ready to aflid in the defence of Ifaaover, 

Nov. 9. Proclamations were iflfued for 
a general faft throughout Engiand and Sc9t^ 
tand, on the 9th of January following. 

Alfo one for appointing the diftributioo 
of the bounty, for taking or deftroying 
Alps of war, or privateers of the enemy. 

Another was Hlcewife iflfued, whereby a 
reward of 100/. was ordered for apprehend- 
ing and convicting a ftreet-robber, between 
CB, T, and May next. 

Nov. 12. Capt. Knight, in the St. >#/- 
ians, afliftcd by another man of war, hav- 
ing been at Porto BelU to demand an Emg" 
a/k tfhip that was feized trading therei 
whicii the Governor refufe to deliver up, 
they bombarded the town, drove the Oo- 
▼ernor and his garrifon out, beat down his 
lioufe and all the public buildings. 

The French, after a fiege of thirty days, 
parried on by an army af 70^000 ilieii> ia 



the fight of their King, at la'ft, with th« 
lofs of J 8,000, obliged the garrifon of Fri" - 
hourg to capitulate.

Marihal Belleifie and his brother, having

war with vigour, in order to procure a (afe 
and honourable peace. 

<* My Lords and Gentlemen, 

" I have in conjundlion with the queen 
of Hungary and the States-general, con- 
cluded a treaty with the king of Polandp 
which I will order to be laid before you.

irocable guarantees, had invaded and ravag- 
ed her dominions, would make reparation

The 
light laf^ed nine houry, but night coming 
on^ the Elizabeth qjitc difabied, got auay 
to Brefi, the captain and fixty-four men 
killed, one hundred and thirty-fix dangcr- 
oufly wounded, and a greater number 
nightly. She had on board 400,000/. ftcr- 
lingy and arms for feveral tboufand men. 

July 31. The lords cnmn»iiTiontrs of 
the admiralty had under (Iric't examination, 
the manner of building our fhips of war. 

The London mJt-diAillery amounted laft 
year to 459,000/. \ou 6d. 

The Genofjf at lalt threw off the inafk, 
and declared in favour of the French and 
Spaniards, and, according to agreement, 
joined the army of Don Philip, with a body 
of 10,000 men, provided with a train of 
heavy artillery, and all other neceffaries. 
This flep, they declared was taken in order 
to get the protection of France, Spain, and 
J^aples, againllthe imminent dangers which 
threatened their Oate -, <tnd to procure fatis- 
fa^ion from the king of Sardinia-^ that 
however, the Republic was inclined to keep !

And 
vre will ufe our utmoft endearoars to make 
all our payments in the fame maaner ;** 
and by five next afternoon i liio had Hgned 
it. Upon this refolution a hurry which 
^ad been at the bank for a few days paft, 
ceafed. *Twas faid to be occafioned by the 
Papifts and Jacobites, with a defign to hurt 
credit as much as was in their power, and 
to get gold to fend to the rebels 3 in which 
the dirc£lors wifely difappointed them, by 
ordering payment in filver. 

A fybfcription was opened at Carrgv)ay% 
€offee-houfe, by a great number of eminent 
merchants, who fubfcribed 200/. each, in 
order toraife a fund of 250,000/. for raifing 
and fupporting a regiment of men for the 
further fecurity of the city. 

The directors of the Eaft-Udia com- 
pany declared they would take in their 
bonds at par, for payment for goods bought 
at their falc, being los. difcount. 

The Sutbtrhndi, Fraxersf Afsckays, and 
other loyal clans in the north oi Scotland y 
having taken arms, marched into the low 
countries to a6t againft the rebels, alfo 
acoo well afflfdled clans raifed by Duncan 
Fthes, efq. lord prefident of the feflion.

Several Irifl> papifts were committed to 
prifon for feditiuus words, and fome sealots 
lad the affurance to contradidour preachers 
in their pulpits. His MajeAy*8 bakehoufe 
at DovtTf and the iiock of farmers in divers 
parts, were burnt this month, not without 
fufpicion of thefe wicked people. 

The court martial at Chatham fentenced 
captain Burnpy late commander of his 
^ajeftj*s (hip the Dv^etpirt^ to be broke, 
and rendered incapable of ever ferving in his 
^ajefty's navy. 

The Envhp fleet bombarded Gtnoa and 
Ttnal^ with little efTed, but Si. JLemo was 
jdmoil laid in a/hes. 

The nobility, gentry, clergy, and other 
inhabitants of Norfolk^ after a moving 
fpeech made by the bifhop of Nor^oicb, 
pnanimoufly agreed on an addrefs, aflbcia- 
fion, and voluntary fubfcription for the fup- 
port of the eftabJiihed conftitution ; above 
109000/. was Aibfcribed the fame day. 

Off* II. The Mayor, recorder, alder- 
men, and the reii of the corporation, with 
many of the principal inhabitants of Brifiot, 
aflferabled at toe Guildhall, when the duke 
oi Ntwcafilt't letter was publicly re;>d, au- 
f horifing the magiftrates, from his MajeAy, 
to call the city to arms, and to marihal them 
Into troops or cqpipanies, and officer them 
at their difcretion, his Majefty being high- 
ly pleafed with the seal and unanimity of fo 
confiderable a body of his fubjeAs. After 
this was read, an aflbciation was entered 
into, when the Mayor fubfcribed 10,000/.

Mr. Lcckbart of Camvarthp 
who furrendered himfelf after the battle of

The proprietors of the prince 
Frederick and Dake privateers waited on the 
King, and^ered 700^000/. (their ihare of 
the prizes) to be immediately enployed for 
his Majefty*s fervice, which was accepted^ 
and the money to be repaid by parliament.

Sir Robert Ladhrookt having re- 
ceived intimation from a man who called at 
his houie, to pack up hiteffeAs, and to depart 
the town with his family di neatly, for that 
there was a defign to fire the city in a night 
or two, he acquainted the duke of iVrw- 
eaftle with it; on viiiich double guards 
were ordered in every ftatioo about the 
metropolis,

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By letters of the loth inl^ fnMi |l<r- 
nmekt the reUls had not then moved from 
Bdinhtrgb* The offiten, &e, they bad 
tiken fnfyoat in the Ute aftion near 
Tranmtf were on the 28th and %^ fent to 
Ftrtb \ the wounded remained iflT the in- 
irmary at EdimUurgb, The rebels took 
poileffion of all the avenues on the zgth at 
nighty leading to the eaftle, in order to 
Mock it op. OR* I. About eleven o*dock 
sn the forenoon, they began to dig a trench 
trofs the ftreet ofEJuihurgb, a little below 
the reiervoir on the caftle-btll ; about three 
in the afternoon, the garrifon in the caftle 
fired on them with fmall arms, killed three 
•f the rebels, and wounded the officer who 
commanded the party ; upon which they 
dllfcontinued to work at the trench. About 
§mr o'clock, fome great guns were fired 
from the caftle, which did little or no da- 
flMge to the town ; immediately on the 
firing from the caftle, the Pretender's fon 
kft the abbey, and retired to the camp at 
DuddbtgJkR, where the main body of the 
febels were on the 4th. The city of Ghf' 
gow received a fecond letter from the Pre- 
tender's fon, for 15,000/. accompanied 
with threats of military execution, but got 
it leflenod to 5500/. which fum they were 
«Uiged CO pay immediately. Upon the 
4th, the garrifon of the caftle of Edirt' 
mrgb, under favour of a great lire of their 
cannon from the half- moon, made a trench 
crofs the caftle-hill, half way between the 
gate and the houfes, fourteen feet broad 
and fixteen deep, and trom the parapet, 
made by the earth dug out of the trench on 
the fide next the caftle, with the fire of 
900 men of the garrifon, cleared the bloc- 
kade. Upon the 5th, by the help of the 
towa's people, they obtaiiied twenty black 
cattle, a quantity of bread and ale, and 
water from the refervoir. About five that 
cirening, a conftderable detachment of the 
rebels marched up to the caftle-hill, to at- 
tack the party of the garrifon in the trench, 
who retreated into the caftle upon their ap- 
proach without lofing a man ; the rebels in 
creeping op the footh fide of the hill, had 
twenty of their men killed by the cannon 
from the caftle. About nine the fame 
night, between four and 5C00 of them 
inarched into the town from their camp, 
and remained In it all night, but none of 
them durft aopear within the reach of the 
cannon. Tnry were employing all the 
fim-iers about the town to fhoe their horfes, 
•ad gave out that they intended to march 
«po& the 8th towards i^frtvii)^, with 9000 



men* Oa the nth, GUnbtckei inA tM 
OgUvy JQintd them with a reinforcement of 
700 men. They would not fuflfer any pro- 
vlfioos to be carried out to the Fcx man of 
war, lying sn the road of Ldtb, and the 
capuia of that fhip had taken care to pre- 
vent any veflel croffing the Firtb, They 
had ordered -the landlords of all the houfeS 
of EJiMkmrgb to pay in half a crown in the 
pound of all their rents as upon the 7th • 
Great numbers of the rebels having been 
pofUd in the faoufet near the caftle, gene- 
ral Gtifi had been obliged not only to fire 
upon them, but likewife to march out 
and bom them to the ground ; that diere- 
opon another order for refhmng the com- 
munication was, upon the 5th, pafted op 
at the feveral gates of the town, and ever 
fince the garrifon had been plentifully fup- 

tlied with every thing they wanted. Five 
undred men from Ahtrdeenfitire had jmned 
the rebels { they marehed into Dmlkekb 
upon the 9th and loch, under the com« 
mand of lord Pie/igot'^ioo horfes had beea 
demanded of the duke of Bmeeleugb'** cham- 
berlain : the town of Latb had received 
notice to provide a large number of horfes 
and carts, which were to be ready againft 
the 15th J orders had been UToed for 
%o,oooib. wdfrht of bifcuit to be ready the 
isth } that they had feised feveral horfes 
in Edinhurrbf and the adjacent cooatry, and 
had loft f^eral men by defettion ; great 
numbers of the inhabitants had retired. A 
Scotcb fhip arrived at Montrofe, and broagbr 
money and arms, and fbme officers, for the 
ufe of the rebels who continued upon the 
13th in and about Edinburgh, without any 
appearance of an immediate march from 
thence, though they continued ifluing or- 
ders for the country horfes to come in to 
them upon the 15th, upon pain of military 
execution. Thefe orders extended not only 
to the Lotbians, but even to Hamihcm, of 
which place 100 horfes had been demanded* 
The rebels had formed a fcheme for getting 
into their hands a (hip in Leitb road, on 
board of which were fome new pieces of 
cannon, about twenty-five barrels of pow- 
der, and fome firelocks; four maf^ers of 
fhips bad undertaken to go off to her with 
eighteen hands, cut her cable, and let her 
drive : but the night before this was to 
have been execute<J, captain Bea^nr, of 
his Majefty*s ftiip the Fox, got intelligence 
of the plot, and immediately put twenty 
of his hands on board her, and moored her 
under his own ftern. The rebels left their 
camp at Dudding/hn, and wcr^ on the 
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l^tli at midnTghfj in the town and fuburbs 
of Edinburgh* 

OB. 21. HisMajefty went to the Hoofe 
of Peers^ and gave the royal afltnt to the 
m6i for fufpending the Habeas Corpus a£l 
for fix months, alfo that for preventing 
wrongous imprifonment in S<9tlatut, as far 
9i it relates to treafon. By this adt horfes 
of fufpefled perfons might be feized, and 
Che owner to pay five fhillings a week for 
the keeping. 

The earl of Cbefterfield, lord lieutenant 
ti/f Jrtland, at the requeft of the Houfe of 
Commons in that kingdom, iHued a pro- 
^amation, offering a reward of 50,000/. to 
whoever (hall apprehend alive, or bring hi 
the body dead, of the eldeft fon of the Pre- 
tender, if he landed or attempted to land in 
that kingdom. 

24* Another French veflel landed 
at Sioneb'n/e (ome officers and a few arms 
lor the rebels. A party of them went to 
Peugiasy where they got fome (mall pieces 
of cannon and thirty f^aod of arms. Af- 
terwards they proceeded to HamUton^ and 
took what arms they found there, and then 
feturned to Edinburgh* 

Off, 25. Arrived in the Thames and 
bnded, four troops of Sir yohn Lironier^s 
regiment of hone, major-general Bfand*s 
tefiment of dragoons, the detachment of 
foot guards which ferved at Oftend, lieut. 

S'.n, St. C/airs battalion of foot, lieut. gen. 
arrifoni, major gen. Hufie*t, and lord 
Harry SeauclerVz regiment of foot, and a 
troop of hMffars. 

Off. 26. The fix regiment! of trained 
bands pafl'ed in review before his Majefty, 
who ftood three hours on the terras of the 
toyal gardens at St. James'iy attended by 
lieveral perfons of quahty ; they made a very 
handfume appearance. 

Mar/hal fp^ade, with the forces under hij 
command, was at Darlington, in the county 
•f Durham. All the troops expected from 
Flanders arrived at Newcaftle, Berwick and 
ffoh-IJland. 

The St. Zirioeo, a Spantfh ftiipof (ixteen 
guns and fixty men, from Corunna for 5rof* 
isndy with 2500 mulkets and as many ba- 
yonets, 100 barrels of powder, 150 quintals 
of muiket balls, boxes of borfeflioes and 
flints, and feven chefts of Spanijh money, 
•nd having an /rr^ captain of hv^rfe, and an 
Irifi pilot, was ukef) by the Trial priva- 
teer of BrifioL The Jrifo captain being 
brought to London f was committed to New- 
gate by the doke of Ne^eaJHe. I 
' Off, 17. The met of war at Berwick \ 
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joined admiral Byngf who had orders to de» 
mand aU the veirels out of every port in 
Scotland^ or on refufal to bum them, and 
the towns that offered refiftance ; to pre* 
vent the Pretender and his adberdnts mn 
efcj^ing by fea.

The right honourable Richard 
Hoarcy t\^» lord mayor, was fworn at 1Vefi» 
minjier as ufual, and returned to Guildhall 
amidfl the acclamations of the greateft non- 
htr of people everfeen on the like uccafi<Ml4 
His Lordship's coach was the grandeft ever 
known, and he was attended hy the artil« 
lery company, the Hanovfr and CripfUgati 
grenadiers, a large body of afTociated gen- 
tlemen out of Flett'Jirtet completely cloath- 
ed, and the dukes of Ricbmcndt Marlho' 
rough i Montague, Newraft/e, the earl of 
Harrington, the Lord Chancellor, lord 
Gofver, all the judges, and feveral of tbo 
nobility and gentry dined with hitLoid- 
fliip at Guildhall. 

The earl of Lcudon arrived at Tnvemefi 
on the nth inf^ant, in order to take upoa 
hiin the command of the troops in thofe 
parts, and of tyrenty new independent com- 
panies. 

The rebels marked out a ftrong camp, 
we() of Dalkeith, aboot four miles fouth 
from Edinburgh, with Dalkeith on their 
left, Netvhattle water in their front, and 
MeMll rivulet on their rear, but fo as to be 
open on their right towards Polton, Thefe 
two rivulets join below Dalkeith, at a place 
called Smeato/if and fall into the fea at Af«/^ 
felburgh. They had got one Du Btyer (a ne- 
phew of cardinal Tencin) with thesop whom 
they called a French i^bafTador. The Pre- 
tender*? eldeft fon had hit ouarteri at th^ 
duke of BuccleugFi houfe ; the rebels were 
8000 effe^ive men, exclufive of what were 
called his guards: they had brought all 
their baggage out of Edinburgh to that camp % 
and ^hey robbed and dellroyed all round 
them. 

Qff. 30. The rebels fent a deUchment 
with three pieces of cannon to fiscure the 
pafs of the Forth above Sterlings upon ad- 
vice that the earl of Loudon with feveral 
thoofand well zffe€tcd Highlanders, and a 
body of marines, put on Store at Aberdeen 
from admiral Bjng*9 fleet, had a defign to 
march thitherto ftop their return.

tipon themi *till they were obliged; on th J 
14th, by the manager in the town, te( 
defift, and come off from the walls, and 
continued fo all that nigbt } during which 
time the terms of capitulation were fettled* 
Next morning they obierved that the rebele 
had entrenched themfelves before the town | 
upon which the garrison renewed their fir^ 
with great fpirit and bravery ^ but foon re- 
ceived orders again to defifl, for <he capi- 
tulation was agreed upcn. The duke of 
Perrb, with his divifion, wdre the firft of 
the rebels that entered Carlifie, the Pre- 
tender being then fix miles from the city* 
They made the garrifon fwear never to ap- 
pear in arms any more againft them; and 
Perth fiuking the men by the hands, tol^ 
them they were brave fellows, and oflered 
them great fnms to enlift with him. The 
rebels took above aoo good horfes, and all 
the arms from the militia^ befidet lootf 
ftand lodged in the caftle. They alfo found 
a rich booty in the caftle ; the people of 
the country round aboot having brought 
thither, for fafety, the moft valuable of 
their eflfeQs. ^he marquis of TulRbardim 
was killed by the firft fire from the walle 
on the loth. The town capitulfted on thd 
14th, in the evening ; and on the i^th^ 
at ten o'clock in the morning, it was given 
op. About one in the afternoon the rebele 
entered the city, and the next morning the 
caftle was furrendered to them. Several of 
the militia endeavoured to efrape, without 
being obliged to take the oath, as \\(o di4 
fome of Cfii men, who had dt* fcrted from 
the rebels, one of which they ftiot, as ia 
example to deter others.

Letters from A^Mi^^of the 21ft bring ad- 
irice, that sboBt 120 horfe, belonging to 
the rebels, were come into that town, and 
that they had prepared (juarters for 2000 
foot, the 22d the rebels arrived there. 

By advices of the 22d from Penrith t the 
Highland army which marched in there on 
the 21 ft halted that day. The Pretender's 
fon, with his houiholdy came in at the 
head of a regiment of foot, about three that 
afternoon; that by the bed reckoning that 
could be made at Emont and Fallo%vfield- 
bridge, the whole of their army did not ex* 
cced 7C00 mea ; that the body of regular 
horfe was inconliderable. There were not 
above 30 huflars, befides thofe that march- 
ed with the van-guard to Kendal \ that Car- 
tifle was left with only about 100 men ; that 
nine men belonging to tlie army of the 
rebels came into Burton about one o\lock 
in the afternoon of the 23d, and demanded 
quarters for icx> horfe and 700 foot.

Stockport was in ihe utmofl confuficn, all 
the bridges on the river Merjey were ordered 
to be deftroyed } that at Wan'ingtf.n was 
demolished on Sunday, and that at Barton 
0a Mcnday when, about feven oVlock, a 
party of 500 men of the. Liverfool royal 
bines marched with orders to deftroy the 
bridge at Stockport, and about fix o'clock in 
the morning, they beat up to alTemble, to 
j)uc the fame in execution ; fo that the 
communication with Lancajbin was cut 
off. All the principal inhabitants retired 
with their beftefte£lt from Mnncbefter, 
. A French ihip arrived at Mntrofi with 
two companies and a half of lord yobn 
Dnimmond*s regiment, which landed, though 
the ihip run a&ore and was lotti ibe came 
irom Dunkirk with three more. The rebels 
in Pertbjbire were coniiderably augmented. 
The rebels were at Preflon on the aytb, 
when an advanced party went to Liverpool 
to demand quarters for 3K)eo men ; on the 
ftStb, fome few of them went to fVarrhfT' 
torn, mud fome to Mancbefter, Two hundred 
4iforderly perfons on the 25th at ni^ghr, 
proclaimed the Pretender king in Oimfiirk, 



and beat a drum for volunteers ia hia feir 
vice, but the townfmen rofe and fought 
them, and took ten or twelve prifoners, 
and difpcrfed the refl. 

His Royal Highncfs the Duke of Cute* 
bcrUnd arrived at Lltcbjidd the 28th, the 
hor<e were advanced to NewcafiU', the 
town cf Btrminobam generoully provided 
2CO horfcs to help forward tljc foot, and 
general fVade was at Ferjbridgt on the 
28th. 

Archihitid Stewart, efq. late mayor of 
Edinburgh, was taken into cuftody of two 
mcircpgers. 

Many fubfcriptioris were promoted thia 
month, to buy neceiTaries for the army. 
The quakers fent down xo,ooo woellea 
waiftcoats, to keep them warm, and his 
Majefty from his privy purfe gave them 
ihccs. 

Sir ff^tiriam Yonge, by his Maiefty*s com- 
mand, thanked the Lord Mayor and feveral 
citizens for tl|eir contribution of blankets^ 
watch-coats, and other necefliiries for the 
foldiers. 

In the tempeftuous weather from the 
iSth to the 2cth, feveral veflels were loft 
at Tea, particularly his Majefiy^s ihip the 
Fox in the Frith, and all the men loft, and 
two floops of war. The fame ilorm was 
alfo felt by our enemies, and their embar- 
kations retarded.

CnORGE YL. 

<* Whereas we have received intelligence, 
(hat preparations are making by our ene- 
mies to invade this oar kingdom, the fafety 
and defence of which require our utmoft 
care, and wherein, by the a/Tiftance and 
bleifing of God, we are refolved not to be 
wanting ; and to the imaifi that thry may 
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not, in caPe of their landing, ftrengthen 
themfelves by feizing the horfes, oxen and 
cattle of our fubje^s, which may be ufeful 
to them tor draught or burthen, or be eaiily 
fupplied with provifions; we have there- 
fore thought fit, and do by Aiis our royal 
proclamation, by the advice of our pnvy 
council, ftri^ly charge and command the 
warden of the cinque ports, hislieutenantt, 
deputy or deputies, and all and every the 
lieutenants and deputy lieutenants of otir 
counties, and all iherifFs, juftices of the 
peace, mayors, bailiffs, and all and every 
other officers and minifters, civil or mili-' 
tary, within their refpe£tive counties, cities, 
towns and divifions, that they caufe the 
coafls to be carefully watched, and upon the 
firft approach of the enemy, immWialtely to 
caufe all horfes, oxen and cattle which may 
be fit for draught or burden, and not ac- 
tually employed in our fervice, or in the 
defence of the country, and alfo (as far as 
may be pra^eable) sill other cattle and 
provifions, to be driven and removed twenty 
miles at leaf! from the place where the 
enemy ihall attempt or appear to intend to 
land, and to fecure the fame, fo as they 
may not fall into the hands or power of any 
of our enemies ; wherein neverthelefs it it 
our will and pleafure, that the refpefliVe 
owners thereof may fufler as little damage, 
lols, or inconvenience as may be confident 
with the public fafety. And we do hereby 
further ftri^lly charge and command all 
our fubjefts to be aiding and affifting in Cha 
execution of this our royal command.

The emprefs of Ryfia not ohly declared 
to the French minifter her abhorrence of 
the prefent rebellion in Scet/atid, which 
fhe knew to be fomented by his roafter, 
but alfo her readinefs upon the firft requifi- 
tion to fend to the affiftance of Great^Brh 
tain, the troops ftipulatcd by treaty. Orders 
had been fent to general Keith, who com* 
raanded in chief the /{v^tfn auxiliarts to the 
king of Poland, that he fhould immediately 
advance againft the Fruffian dominions, as 
foon as news came that the king oiFruJfs 
had committed hoftllities againft Saxony i 
but their march was fa(pended by advice of

Dec. 18. Being a general laft, ^ 
Houfe of Peers went in a grand proceffitfn 
to the collegiate church of St. Patr^i^ 
fVeftwAnfier, and heard a fermon l:^ the 
right rev. Dr. Lifie, biftiop of St. Afafh \ 
Dr. Newton, Jt&ot of St. Af^ry U Bwm, 
preached before the Houfe of Commons in 
St. Marwareft, IVeJhninfter \ they bolb 
took the lame text, vias. Remember vbuet 
thwart falUn and repent, ^c. There was 
the greateft attendance of Lords and Com- 
mons ever known on the like occaHon. 

Dec. 19. The whole amount of three 
night* ailing the Beggar\ Ofcra, propofed 
by Mrs. Cibber, wbo afted Pollf gratis, 
making 600/. was paid by Mr. R'uh into 
the chamber of London, for the encourage- 
ment of the foldiers. Every comedian 
played gratis, and the tallow-chandlers gave 
the candles. 

Dec. 21. Letters received from the doi<e 
of Cumberland, by a mefl*enger who left his 
Royal Highnefs on ^hurfday morning laft, 
brought an account, that he came up with 
the rebels on Wcdnejday night with his cs- 
valry, after ten hours march, juft beyond 
Lowther-ball^ which the rebels abandoned 
on our approach, and threw themfelves io* 
to a village called Clifton, within three 
miles of Penr'tth^>/\ixcYi village his Royal 
Highnefs immediately attacked with the 
dragoons difmou:ited, who behaved ei- 
tremcly well, and drove the rebels out of it 
in an hour*s time» though a very ftrong 
and dcfenfible poft. The lofs of the rebels 
could not be known, as it vras quite dark 
before the ftcirmifti was over 1 that of the 
King's forces amounted to about Ibity men 
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kiUed aad wotinded, and four officers 
wounded, but not mortally, vix;. colooel 
' Htmeywtodf captain Eafl, and the two cor- 
nets (hven and Hamilton j the rebels cried^ 
" No quartef^-4nurder them ;" and they 
received ieveral wounds after they were 
down. A captain JIamilfn of the rebels 
WM taken prifoner much wounded. After 
this a^tion^ the rebels retired to four miles 
diftance. 

About ten o^dock on fVedrttJday night, 
that corps of the rebels which was at Pm- 
tith^ and had ordered their cannon. and bag- 
gage to advance during the fkirmiih, retired 
with the utmoft precipitation to CarliJIe. 
It was fo darky and the country fo covered, 
that it was impofliblc to purfue them that 
nighty and the troops being fatigued with 
the forced marches they had made through 
very bad roads, they halted at Penrith on 
Tburjday. 

Die* oo. MarAal H^adt arrived at New- 
ufiie^ and gave orders for the immediate 
Aftrch of 1000 foot and 50 horfe, to join 
his royal highnefs the duke of Cumberland 
in the neighbourhood of Carlijle, 

Dee* 11. The rebels, in number about 
3000, came to Annanf about eleven o'clock 
at night, and (laid till ten the next morn- 
ing, except about four or 500, who pro- 
ceeded forward to Dumfries over night. 
Amongft thofe who ftaid were the young 
Pretender, the perfons Ailing themfeWes 
dnke of Perth, and the French ambaflador, 
asalfo Lochie/f ClanronnaUf Glengarrie, and 
Keffceb» Lord Elcbo went this night with 
the 400 to Dumfries, as did the reft the 
acvt day. 

Another body of the rebels, of about 
2000, marched next night from the EJk to 
Eeelefecban, and ftaid there all night. The 
Mae Pherftns were of this party, and lord 
Ogihy was with them. 

Dee> 33. The rebels remained at Dum- 
firfn till feven o'clock this morning, at 
wMch time they began to march, and had 
all left the town before eight. They de- 
manded 2000/. contribution at Dumfries, 
looo/. whereof was immediately paid, and 
aa^ fccurity for the other, they took along 
with them two gentlemen as prifoners. 
They alfo infifted on 1000 pair of ihoes, 
paid nothing for quarters, and did a prodi- 
gious deal of miCchief every where. They 
narcbed from Dmmfries in great precipita- 
tion, being alarmed by a report, that a party 
of' the army under the command of bis 
loyal highnefs the doke of Cumberlmnd was 
ft ^ifnum^ The rebels who wtot to Moffat, 



and were computed about 2000 in number, 
had orders not to march from that place till 
this day. The young Pretender, duke of 
Perth, lord Elcho, lord PUfiigo, Lochie/ znd 
Keftpoch, went by Dumfries ; lord Tullibar^ 
dine, lord George Murray, lords Ogilvy and 
Nairn went by Moffat, 

Dee* 23. The main body of the rebels 
was in Penrith upon Wedmejday the iStb, 
when their rear-guard, which confifted 
of about 1000 of their beft men, was drt« 
ven out of the village of Clifton, by about 
300 difm<^unted dragoons, twelve of whom 
were killed and twenty-four wounded. Aa 
foon as the news arrived at Penrith, ordert 
were given by the rebels for a march forth- 
with, and about eight that evening they fet 
out from thence, and continued marching 
towards Carlijle, where they arrived at nine 
o'clock the next morning. The fame morn- 
ing St. George** dragoons went into Pew 
rith, where they continued all that nighty 
and on Friday the 20th. His royal high- 
nefs the Duke halted there with the reft of 
the army on Friday, Al four o'clock on Sa» 
turday morning they marched in three co- 
lumns towards Carlijle, his Royal Highneft 
with the infantry making the centre along 
the poft road, and the horfe and dragoons in 
two columns, one on his right by jfrmatb^ 
wate, and the other on the left by Hutton-' 
hall ; they joined on Carkon-moor, and took 
their quarters in the villages round Carlijle^ 
which place the rebels left on Friday, hav- 
ing ftaid there but one night to change the 
garrifon. Whilft the Highlanders were ia 
Penrith, they were guilty of great exceiles $ 
they broke open feveral houfes and (hopSj 
took away great quantities of the goods, 
andldirew into the ftreets, and fpoiled Of 
deftroyed what they could not carry off. 

Two regiments of foot and two of dra- 
goons arrived at Edinburgh from Strrliagm 
Lord Lovat, whofe fon was with the re- 
bels, was made a prifoner, by a party of 
the earl of Loudon, who went to jtbirdtnp 
to hinder lord Lewis Gordcul't making le- 
vies. A body of Highlanders who wu ap- 
pointed to garrifon Carlijle refufed that fer« 
vice. 

The committee of the Guildhall fub- 
fcriptlon, by the approbation of the doke 
of Cumberland and marftial Wade, contraft- 
ed for 12,000 pair of breeches, 12,000

A numbeirof boyi at St^kflty in Yorkfhiref 
palled fome tiles of Mr* Tt^foni maCi- 
hoafe, the damage of which did not amount 
to eleven Aillingfl ; the Papifta could not 
fee their place of worihip thus infulted 
without refenting it } therefore got a war- 
rant from Mr. SkMvioe agalnfl one of the 
boys, a failor, who had been the moft 
aftive in the affair: the conilables ap- 
prehended the boy the next day; «pon 
which his afibciatei were called together 
to the number of near zoo, and being 
j^ned by feveral young fellows, marched 
in order, with drum beating and colours 
flviiq;, to Mr. Scottowt*9, and declared to 
him, that they all acluiowledged tbem- 
^ehres e<i«ally guilty with the boy charged 
with the fat^. Mr. Sccttow* could not 
forbear laughing at them i howev^, after 
giving them a gentle reprimand, he dif- 
mifl*ed them, recommending it to the Pa- 
pifEs to pot up with the damage. Upon 
this the boyi went to jlytoo, beating up for 
volunteers fbr bis Majefty's fervice, and tn- 
lifted about thirty or forty boys ; they then 
marche^ to StokJUv-crofs, fixed their colours 
upon it, and maife large coal fires about it, 
the fpeftators all wondering what were 
their mtentions to a£t next : when they 
had completed the fires, they marched in a 
full body to the mafs-honfe, got upon it, 
ftripped Off all the tiles, and beat dowii the 
cieling ; from thence they let themfelves 
ddwn into the chapel, pulled it all to pieiH, 
and tofted the things out of the windows 
into the yard, where they had placed a 
guard to fecure them ; when they had got 
every thing out, not even fparing the doors 
and wain^ut, they marched with their 
bodty "^ the market-crofs, and fet the 
things round die fires ; thein one of them 
put on a fine veihnent and cap, with a roi- 
trt on his head, and mounted the crofs, 
called them all around him, and made them 
a (peech, in the conclufion of which he 
told them, that la confideration of the 
great fervice they had done to their King 
afid country, in deftroying the mafs>houfe 
that day, he prefumed, from the great au- 
thority he was then invefted with, to »b- 
folvc them from all their pafl fins, but ex- 
horted them for the future to lead a peace-

Dec. 29* It was found neceflary to a^ata 
the firing from the battery near Carlijle% 
which had begun to play the day beforet for 
want of ikot, till towards the evenings 
when a freih fvpply arriving, it was rr- 
newed very briikly for two hoursi whick 
(hook the walls very much* 

The fame evening a fellow attempting to 
get out of the town, was taken by one of . 
the advanced parties and brought to the 
Duke* He delivered two letters, one for 
his Royal Highnefs, the .other for the com- 
mander of the Dutch troops fuppofed to be 
with his army. They were from a |»etfon 
ftiling himfelfthe commander of the French 
artillery, and of the French garriibn that 
was at, or might come to CewliJUt and who 
fubfcribed his name J)e Geoghegan, for the 
defence of the town and ciudel ; and the 
contents of them were to fummon the com- 
mander of the Dutch to retire with hia 
troops frum the Englifi army, under pre- 
tence of the capitulation of Tournay* 

The night of the 29th was fpent in rai- 
fing a new battery of three eighteen-poun- 
ders, which was completed by the morn- 
ing ; but on^ the firft platoon of the old 
battery firing, the rebels hung out the 
white flag ; whereupon the battery ccafcd, 
and they called over the walls, that they

400 foot-guardSf and 700 marching foot, 
and I20 horfe to patrole in the ftreets ; hie 
xayal highoeft the Duke entered the town 
of CarUp himfelf.

The humble addrefs of the right honour- 
able the Lords Spiritual and Temporal im 
Parliament aflembled, ToiMMry 15. 
*' Mofi graeteut Svveragn^ 
« We, your Majefty's moft durifol and 
loyal fttbjeds, the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal in Parliament affianbled, beg 
leave to return your Majefty our humble 
thanks for your moft gradoos fpeech from 
the throne. 

''The great care which your Majefty 
has uken for fuppreffing the prefent wicked 
and unnatural rebellion, and for derendlng 
this kingdom againft an Invafioa, it a fttm 
inftance of your paternal goodoeis and con- 
cern for your people; the continuance of 
whofe religious and civil rights is involved 
in the prefervation of your Majefty, and 
of the Proteftant fncceffion in your royal 
houfe. 

<' We beg leave to congratulate yoor Ma* 
jefty on the fuccefa of your arms, in difap- 
pointing the attempt of the rebels upon this 
part of Great Brit^, As your troops, led 
on and animated by the bravery and exam- 
ple of his royal highnefs the Uuke, could 
not fail to ftiikc tcuor into the rebds; fo 
C c c » yosr 
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moving upy their right extending footh- 
wards ; is there wai a morafi or boggy 
ground upon onr left, we could not ftretch 
fe far at they, fo that their left wai pretty 
near oppofite to our center. The dragoons 
'were pofted upon the left, and our foot was 
ibrmed in two lines » part upon plain groond, 
and the reft upon a declivity \ when all was 
formed, and our firft line within one hun- 
dred yvds of the rebels, orders were given 
iot the lines to advance, and a body of dra- 
goons to attack them fworj in hand. They 
accordingly marched forwards, bot upon the 
yebels giving theip a fire, they gave ground^ 
and great part of the foot of both lines did 
the fame, after making an irregular fire, 
except the two regiments of Barreff t^nd 
lApmier^ under the commrnd of brigadier 
Ctcimojultieyf which rallied immediately; 
and being afterwards attacked by the rebels, 
fairly drove them back, and put them to 
flight. Whilft this was tranfa^ing, a body 
of the foot, by the care of major general 
Ha/ke, formed at fome diflance in the rear 
ef thefe two regements, which the rebels 
feeing, durft not advance; and about the 
fame time brigadier Mordaunt rallied the 
fcattered battalions into their leveral corps, 
in which he was greatly affifted by the offi- 
cers, and pretty near formed them. 

For fome time before the army moved 
forwards, there was a violent i^orm of rain 
and wind, to which we may in fome mea- 
fure impute our misfortune, for it hindred 
the men from feeing before them and con- 
fequently the rebels If ad the advantage of us 
greatly in that particular. Befides, as it 
rained alfo before that, many of the fire- 
locks were fo wet, that it was believed not 
above one in five that were attempted to be 
fired, went off*. Our lofs was very fmall, 
the greateft being that •f the officers, fe- 
deral of whom, being left by their men, 
were loft. And we had reafon to believe 
that of the rebels to be very confiderable, 
by the report of fome who were upon the 
field. It was a miffortune that we could 
not get up our artillery to usj for as it had 
rained heavily in the night, and on the 
Tyth in the morning, and having a fteep 
hill toafcend, and the horfes but bad, they 
could not get forward ; and when we re- 
turned to our camp, we found the captain 
of the train had abandoned it, and the dri- 
Tcrshad run oft' with the horfes, which ob- 
liged us to le^ve fome pieces of cannon be- 
hind us. The grenadiers of BarreiFi regi- 
ment drew down one to the camp, and 
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horfee were firand at FslHrk to bring away 
three of them. 

The rebels by all aceonntt loft many more 
men than the Kiog*e fbsces, and could not 
improve the advanuges they had at the be- 
ginning of theadioo, but were driven back 
by, and fled before, a handfnl of our army, 
and we remained mafters of the field j 
though, by the inclemency of the weather, 
and want of provifions, night coming on, 
our army was obliged to march to Lm» 
fttbgoWf and thereby abandon what coa« 
non and tents they could not find horfes 
to carry oft*. 

Theitddaya number of people, confiftiog 
chiefly of failors, went about ten o'clock in 
the morning to the Popiih mafs-houfe in 
Smwderlamdj where they found feveral people 
at prayen, and a couple to be' married, 
who, with Mf. HMMkms, their prieft» aH 
fled out; upon which, tJie failors inme- . 
diately pulled down the altar and cmcifizi 
together svith all the feau, theprieft^sTobes, 
all their books* the furniture, and etcry 
individual thing in the room, and burnt 
them in a fire in the ftreet made for that 
purpofe; and alfo a large library of books 
and papers belonging to the piieft ; among 
which was found, before they were coa» 
mitted to the flaioes, a lift of the names 
of feveral people, who were well aflWted to 
the prefent government. 

Jan, 04. The committee of the OoiU* 
hall fubfcriptioa ordered, that befides 
5000/. for rewarding fuch foldiers as ftuill 
be maimed or wounded, 5000/. fliould be 
diftributed as rewards among fuch foldien 
and non-commiffion officers who ikall, by 
their bravery, diftinguifli themfelves in fop* 
preffing the pre/lent rebellion. 

The fherifts prefented a petition from the 
common-council to the parliament fat t 
repeal of the negative vpte of the court of 
aldermen.

The arrival of his Royal Highnefs the 
Duke of Cumberland at Edinburgh, animated 
our army, and ftruck the rebels with terror 
and contufion. He loft no time to improve 
thefe advantages, marched the whole army 
yefterday to LinH:hg<no and the adjacent 
places, and continued his march this morn- 
ing to Falkirk, the rebels always flying be- 
fore him.

Royal Highnefs fent on the dragoons and 
ArTgylfi>\rt men to take pofl^flion of Sterling, 
andremained with the foot at Falkirk. 

Feb. 1. His Royal Highnefs arrived at 
Sterling at one o'clock in the afkcrn<H>n, 
without meating the leaft obflacle or refift- 
ance, as brigadier Merdaunt had slfo done 
the night before, but too late to purfue the 
rebch. Their precipitate flight is not to be 
defcribcd : they were all to be at Perth the 
id ; V, here, as their own men declared, 
they would not (lay for his Royal Highnefs 
to come up to them. When the rebels 
hr-ard that his Ro\:>l Highnefs was got to 
LlniUtg'jw, they held a council, and drew 
out their men, declaring that they wcuM 
rncet him J but as foon as the baggage ar.d 
the canrion they lately took were moved off, 
they told the country people that they were

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going to meet a reinforcement} but that, 
as they could not carry away all their plun^ 
der, they woold give it to them, and that 
it wat in St. Ninisui church, where they 
had made a magazine of powrder and ball ; 
and when the country people came to fetch 
it away, the rebels attempted to fet fire to 
the magazine, but fortunately the firfl train 
mi (Ted, fo that feveral efcaped \ but the 
fecond was fo foon fired, that many poor 
people were blown up, and buried in the 
ruins. 

Feb, t. Was held a general court of the 
bank of Englandf when the refolution of 
ieverai late courts for lending the govem- 
roent one million on the land and malt- 
taxet, was nnanimoufly agreed to.

AboQt 100 fbragglert Ibllowsd en 
Mondty \ and the fame day caaie in from 
Crkf 140 men, commanded by Mr. Jtf 
bertfon ofFaJiilly, and Bldrftpt and brooghC 
in with them feven pieces ofbrala cuaoBy 
and four covered waggons^ nineteen cans

The perfons of greateft diftinAion, who 
came in with them, were, lordPs//!!^ the 
perfon called lord JUm DrmtmmoJl^ loid 
OgUyy, lord Kilmamocbf lord Elekt, kti 
Lewis GordoMf Sir yob» Maeltod and bis 
brother, brigadier Staflao», majors Nsam 
and Kennedy f fecretaiy Mnrrsf^ Mr. JMM* 
«//, the perfon who iKles himfelf the Fnmh 
aVnbaiTador, and lord Georgg Murrteu Oi 
Monday the 3d, there went for DmnkM^ 
feven pieces of brafs cannon, fbor covered 
waggons, and fourteen caru with amnra* 
nition, efcorted by lord Lawtt Gwrdmi 
men : the fame day the main body of horfe 
and foot crolfed the river Tay in a ftrag* 
gling manner, and took their route for ths 
Cwper of Anrai^ vix. thofe called the life- 
guards, Pitfiigo\ lord Ogikfy% and Sir 
James Kinloclat ; and feveral of the above 
gentlemen went with them. On Tmefiof 
the 4th, the French picquetSy abont loO 
men, who lay in garrifon there, commanded 
by colonel Creigbton, and Mr. R^ktrtfen of 
Fajkilly, and Blsirfitty^ with their 140 
men, accompanied by lord StrMtbMliin, 
Gajky lord Geerge Murray^ and the re- 
maining part of the gentlemen before>neB« 
tioned, pafTed likewife the (aid river, ex* 
cepting fecretary Murray^ who went oa 
Monday afternoon to lord John Drmmmmi^ 
at Fairntcn, where it was alledged the Pre« 
tender*s fon was, and lord Kihnarnocbp the 
French ambafTador fo called, JMmchei of 
RaTCMy and another gentleman who went in 
a coach for Dunketd, 

Perth was evacuated on tuejd^hf the 4th, 
between eleven and twelve in the iore- 
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; tboot an hour after marched throogh 
tbc town a finall party from Criefy and 
crofled the faid river. The rebels letc thir- 
teen pieces oi iron cinuon, about eight 
and twelve poandersi milrd up ; and thnw 
into the riTer fourteen fwivel gunt latcJy 
belonging to hit Majefty^f floop thtHmzard, 
vrhlch w^jre taken out again: they aHb 
threw a great quantity of cannon balls into 
the riTcr. 

Ft^* 8. His Royal Highnefs was at 
Ptrtb ever fince the 6th inflant, and em- 
ployed in laying in magazines of bread and 
forage. Two detachments of 5cx> foot 
each had been fent forward, one to />»»- 
kiUf under the command of lieutenant 
colonel Sir Andrew AgnetOf with no Ar^ 
gyle/kut men adde4 thereto; the other, 
under the command of lieutenant colonel 
'L^htom, to Caftle-Maixitf a mile on the 
other fide Taybridge. The reft of the 
onny remained at Perthf in order to reft the 
regiments of foot, after the great fatigue 
they had undergooe. 

All the Irlfii and Scotch, who came from 
Frsmte, vent off to MtmtreJ'e, under the 
command of the perfon failing himfelflord 
ythm Drmmrnond. The Hazard floop went 
north about, in order to carry off the Pre- 
tender*s ion; who, according to the beft 
informatruns, lay on Tburfday Feb, 6. at 
Bitir of Atbol, with a body of the rebels, 
JWC amtmnting, by their own account, to 
S500 men, thoueh it be the greatcft number 
they have any where together. 

The prince of Hejfe, and the earl of! 
Crmmftrdf with the Heffians^ iafe arrived in 
' the road of Ltitb at iive in the afternoon. 
They came from fyiHiamftsdt on Tuefiay 
Wtk* 4, and had a very good paflage. The 
troop! remained on board till his Royal 
Highnefs the Duke of Cmmberland*t pleafore 
wu known, to whom an ezprefs had been 
Jifpatched to Ptrtb^ where his Highnefs 
was on the 6th, with notice of their arrival. 
In the mean while preparations were mak- 
ing for the reception of the prince of Hejfe^ 
andhread and forage were providing for the 
troops. Admiral By«f» was cruising oflf 
JMSMfra/i with feme men of war, as was 
captain BmI/vut off Peterbead. A few days 
0nce a Spanijb privateer arrived in the 
foft of Lfiti, with about nine tons of 
mnpowd^, three cheftt of money, and 
ftvmlcheftsof fmall arms on board ; all 
which were prefently after landed, and the 
money and powder were condudbed to Afoir- 
tnfe by a party of the rebels. Captain 
' M^r fiace took the tbdfe privateer'^ but 



not being able to get her outof'tbe faid 
port, on accooBt of her being nipped there 
by the ciies, burnt her.

Feb, M>. The rebel afiicers taken at 
Carli/U^ being thirty- nine, be£des a Freacb 
colonel engineer, and four others, were 
brought to town in four waggona and a 
coach, under a ftroog ^ard ot' foldiertj 
part of them were carried to New-prifoo, 
and the reft, among whom wa» Bsmiltm 
governor of CsrMt, to Newgate, except 
the FtMcbmeM who were conduced, the 
engineer in a coach, and the others in a 
waggon, to the Marfhalicaprifon ; (the Pre- 
tender's biftop of CarJiJUf CaffoMcb, had 
had been committed to Cbcfter caiUe.) They 
were rudely treated by the populace, who 
pelted them with dirt, and ihewed all other 
marks of abhorrence of their black de* 
iigns.

By fet- 
ters from Invernefs of the nth inftant, lord 
Louden had got together 2000 men dicre, 
and fortified that town with a ditch, pla- 
cing ihip cannon at proper places, and laid 
in provifions : he daily expected more m<;n 
from the earl of Sutherland, lord Fortrofe, 
lord Reay, the Monroes, and Sir AUxand^ 
Mac Donald, The Lord Prefident took op 
his quarters at fort St. Qeorge, Ope of his 
Majcdy's Aips laid of}' Invernefs, And on 
the 20th, we were informed that the Pre* 
tender^s fon had been joined again by thole 
parties of the clans who had been feparated 
from him on the march, and had march^ 
with them into Strqtb Spey, the county of 
the Grants, there to wait till joined ^y the 
other rebels coming from Aberdeen. Two 
hundred Argyle/bire men were feat to foi^ 
William to flrengthen that place. 

Feb, 20. The fmall party of the rebels 
which accompanied the Prctender^t fon in 
l)is flight, and who burnt the barracka of 
Ruthven, had proceeded to Burweont, but 
were flopt from going any further by the 
river Fmdorn, and had given over thar 
threats ag^inft lord X^oudon and Javtmefs i 
they were ftarving with cold and hunger, 
and not more than 600 in number, though 
they gave out they were above 3000.

The increafe of the rebels was faid to be 
owing to a fcbeme calculated by a gentle- 
man of his own accord, to prevent any fuch 
Snfttrredtions for the future, by Cranrportiiig 
them to jimerics. Lord Lovat getting no- 
tice of this, procured the fcheme in writ* 
ing, tranflated it into the Highland Ian* 
gnage, ibewed it to the rebels, told them 
the Duke was coming to put it into execu- 
tion, and admoniibed them to rife and de- 
fend their liberties, properties, wives and 
children ; and they determined to purfue 
bis advice. 

Giorge Soceet efq. late mufter*maftrr ge- 
neral, was appointed gentleman of the bed- 
chamber to the prince of JVaht, in the 
room of Edward B^ntun Rolt, efq. who 
refigned. 

Thomas JFiUUms of Edwlntfird^ efq. was 
appointed cvftos rotulorum for Carmarthen* 
jhirey in the room of his brother Sir Ai- 
iholas fVtIl\amSf deceafed. 

The Engl'tjb confuls had latelv retired 
from Tetuan to Gibraltar^ and Mulltf Ah' 
daliabf the emperor of Moroeco, declared 
war againft the Engti/ky and forbid his fub- 
}e6ls and gOTemors from fupplytng the Eng- 
tipi Ihtps and garrifons with provifions under 
pain of death, and had alfo given orders to 
liis corfairs to take all the BrUiJb (hips they 
could meet with. The Englijb admiral and 
governor of Gibraltar had jointly written to 
the Emperor in very polite terms, in order 
to tppeafe him, promifing that he fhould be 
jfbon fatisfied in regard to his pretenfions, 
and have a fuitable prefent fent him. 

Affairs took a furprifing turn in Italy, 
where Don Philip , who, after a long train 
•f repeated fuccefTes, had pofTeiTed himfelf, 
except two or three fortrefles, of all the 
fine country of Lomhardy, in which he was 
to have ereftcd his new kingdom, was by 
the dettrous management of the king of 
Sardiniaf and the jiujhrian generals, forced 
to abindon the conquered places one after 
another, and his own generals feemed in 
pain how to fecore his perfon* He was 
obliged to abandon MUan, the capital of his 
proje^led empire, on his birth-night, at 
the very time' when a ball was celebrating 
on the occasion. 

March 25. The Haxard floop was ob- 
ftrved by lord Reay and his people failing up 
^e Tongne bay, and was foon followed by 
captain 0* Brien, in the Sheemeft, who im- 
SBcdiately attacked her. In the engage- 
Heat the Haxard floop had feveral men 
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killed, befides a good many wounded, ana 
not being able to maintain the fight, uie 
run afhore on the fliallows,. where the 
Shumefi could not follow, and there land- 
ed her men and money. Lord Reay^s fonSj 
with fome other officers, gathered what 
men they could together, attacked thofe 
that landed from the Haxard floop, an^^ 
after killing five of them, took the reft pri- 
foners, and feized the money, faid to be 
about I2»500 guineas ; but one cheft of it 
was miffing, and another broke. Lort 
Reay and his friends being apprehenfive of 
a vifit from the rebels, embarked with 
their treafare and prifoners, and arrived 00 
Sunday night at Aherdeen with the Ilazard 
floop j and in paffing the Orkneys, captata 
O* Brien brought along with him the B^oa 
fliip, that was treacheronfly feized by cap- 
tain Sinclair for the rebels.

June 5. The Spaniards and Trerch^ 
having drawn together all their ((rength at 
Placentia, and the king of Sardinia being 
on the march with his Piedmontefe to join 
the Aufirians at St. Laxaro^ a mof^ bloody 
battle was fought. The enemies, cove;cd 
by near 200 pieces of cannon, attacked of 
a fudden, that their buflnefs might be done 
before his Sardinian majefty could arrive. 
They met with fuch a reception, bo«'ever» 
that they were obliged to retreat with the 
lofs of 14,000 men. Though the Pied- 
mtrntefe army was not prefent in this aAion, 
its van-gU4rd was fo near as to hear tbe 
firing. Eleven days after, tbe ihattered 
Bourbonites croiTed the P0, and extended 
themfelves in the Milanefe, 

General Gueflt who commanded in tht 
the caftle of Edinburgh, when beiieged by 
the rebels, and defended it in a gallant 
manner, came to his lodgings in Brwok-Jlreer^ 
in a horfe-litter, being 86 years of age, and 
very infirm. This venerable gentleaan was 
oflcred 200,000/. by the Pretender, to have 
furrendered the calHe, there being computed 
about a million and half of riches in it. 
He foon after waited on the King, who re- 
ceived him very gracioufly, and talked 
much to him. 

His royal highnefs the duke of Cumberland 
having wrote a very elegant letter, all with 
his own hand, to the Lord Mayor ofLendoiip 
acquainting him that he had received the 
5000/. fent by the committee of the Guild- 
hall fubfcription, for the ufe of the foldiers 
who had diiHnguifhed themfelves moft in 
the field of a£tion ; and that he intended to 
to difpofe of it in the following manner, 
viz.

yuKt 3. The court of feflion fat again at 
Edimburgb to the great faciifadion of the 
whole nation, as there was a delay of juftice 
for ten months, on occaiion of the rebellion. 
The next day fourteen colours taken from 
the rebels at the battle of Culloden, were 
brought in proceflioo under a detachment of 
colonel Leis regiment ; the Pretender's own 
fiandard carried by the common hangman, 
and each of the others by chimney-fweepers, 
from the caftle to the crofs, where a large 
£re was lightfd for the purpofe. The Pre- 
tender's fon*s own colours were burnt fir(l» 
with three flourifhes of the trumpets amidft 
loud huzxas ; and then the reft of the co- 
lours feparately ; the heralds proclaiming 
the names of the traitors to whom they be- 
longed ; and the ceremony concluded with 
burning lord LovttC* camp colours. 

Junt 6. Major Grant deputy governor of 
fort George at Iwvernefiy was tried by a court 
martial for abandoning the fame to the re- 
bels, and adjudged to be difmifled his Ma- 
jefty*s fervice, and rendered incapable of 
ever holding any military office or employ- 
ment under his Majefty. 

Hit Majefty was p leafed to give 500 gui- 
neas to capt. C9ok of the Amhujcade priva- 
teer, for taking a Spanijb ihip laden with 
warlike ftores, from Ferrol to Scotland for 
the ofe of the rebels. Alfo 500 guineas and 
a gold medal worth zoo/, to capt. PbillipSf 
who cut the Solehay out of St. Martin*% har- 
bour on the coaft of France,

June 1 1. Wat obferved as the anniverlary 
of the K.ing*s inauguration, beginning the 
twentieth year of his reign. 

Jmn§ 17. Lord Lovat, with his two aid 
de camps, and about fizty of his clan, were 
brought in prifoners ; he was feventy-eight 
years of age, he could neither walk nor 
ride, and was brought in a horfe-litter, or 
rather a cage. When this Lord was taken 
be was endeavouring to get on board a ihip 
for France ; he had with him 6ooo/» in 
. gold and (ilver, and he told tbe officer with 
jnttch aflbrance, he had beft ufe him well, 
for if he did not, he (hould anfwer for it 
befarea fet of gentlemen, the very 6ghtof 
whom would make him tremble. In the 
jeAr 169a he had the title of capuin Frajer 
sn lord TulVtbardmt regiment ; but refigned, 
^ profeoite his claim to be chief of the 



Frafert ; and in order to it laid a fcheme tm 
get the heirefs of L^vatf who in 1694 being 
about to marry lord SaltoiC% fon, he by hit 
armed clan feized him and his company, and 
ere^ng a gibbet, induced father and fon 
to relinqutft the contract. But not being 
able to come at the young lady, in 1695 he 
feized lady dowager Lovat, in her houfe^ 
caufed a perfon to marry them agaioft her 
con fen t, and cutting her ftays open with 
his dirk, his Highland lads tore 6S her 
cloaths, put her to bed, and were witneflTea 
to the confummation. Soon af^er he wasy 
though abfent, tried and condemned for a 
rape on this lady, and for treafon in oppo* 
fing the laws with an armed force, and out- 
lawed. But though this latter king If2^> 
Ham was prevailed on to pardon, he thonghC 
proper to fly to France for the former ; were 
ingratiating himfelf with king yamn, and 
turning papift, he got a commiflMn, an4 
in 1702, fome money from the French king 
to raife a party in Setland s but not having 
credit enough to do ir, having had a meet- 
ing with a minifter of ftate in Lpodon, on hit 
return to France, he was put in tbe Baftile $ 
there he lay feveral years, and to get one 
took prieft's orders | he aded afterwards at 
a jefuit prieft at St. Omert, till about 1715, 
when coming over and taking a eontraiy 
part, he affifted in feising Jnvemefi from the 
rebels, and at laft got the title Xev^r, a High- 
land company^ and many great favours coa- 
ferred on him* 

June 18. The prince of Sejfe with the 
HtJpaH troops, and three EnwltA regiment^ 
landed at WiUiamfiadt in luuand, in order 
to join the allied army. 

Junt%i* Several ftiips with rebel pf!« 
foners on board came up the river, and the 
marquis of TulRbardintf Mr. Metrray^ and 
another perfon, were committed to tbe To- 
wer, two of the chiefs to Newgate, the ofll- 
cersto the Marihalfea, and about 600 com- 
mon men to the New Gaol, Southwark* 
About aoo were left at 77/!(irry fort. 

Jum 13. Eighteen rebel prifoners were 
brought to town in a waggon firom Cb^hr, 
under a guard of dragoons, yobn Bitts one 
of the rebels made his efcapeout of New 
Prifon in his irons. 

Eight of the judges went in proceffion 
from Serjeants TnUf Fleet'Jirettp to the town 
hall on St. Margaret** Hillt Smtbwark, tnd 
opened the fpecul commiffion for the trial 
of the rebel prifoners. The grand jury, af- 
ter hearing the charge, withdrew, and in 
an hour and half returned into court, having 
found a true bill againft the earls of Cnmst'^ 
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fir and tSImantoei, and the lord Bslmnuto, 
ior high treafon in levyiog war apin^ his 
Majefty.

June 04. Happened a violent ftorm of 
-viod, with thunder and rain, which did 
nuch damnge. The Berkeley galley, capt. 
Steward, bound for Cafte Breton, with feve- 
lal families going to fettle there, was over- 
Ut between Fairlee and Beeeh, on the Ken- 
t\B> coaft, and all but three periHied. At 
-imnkridge the temped blew down feveral 
elms, audthe lightning rived into fplinters 
ibur oaks, and for fifteen minutes there 
was a continued thunder without intermif- 
fion of ftrokes, and a continual florm of 
luil, rain and flame. Several fbeep were 
Jtilled, and one man and two horfes were 
firack dead near Boughtwrrten fair. The 
Bun had his fingers and his toe nails, and 
the fkin of his legs ftript off, whence iflued 
a fulphureous fcent. 

KJuelm Fawkemer^ efq. citisen and mer- 
cer, and Jonathan Forward, efq. citizen 
and weaver, were eleAed at Guildbailt by 
hands, (hcriffs of London and Middlefex : 
but a pell was demanded for Thomas fFht' 
UrbtttoM, efq. alderman and clothworker, 
and Robert Alfrp, efq. alderman and iron- 
monger ; they had a majority on the poll. 
John Knetfp and Dudley Fdey^ efq. nomi- 
nated by the Lord Mayor paid their fines. 
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A coaimifficHi of lunacy gtaated aboit 
ten years ago at Dublin, againft the rev* 
Mr. John JLerr^ was diichargod. This gcn- 
tleman*s cafe was very Angular. By a fall 
from his hor(e hit brain wu difordered* and 
continued fo till ^r\l, when he fell into an 
heavy lethargy, that continued feven weeks, 
not differing from deep, after which he 
awoke and his former underftanding af« 
peered to be perfedly reftored. 

Jam 15. A party oi fuldiers went froni 
the Tower to keep guard upon the multi- 
tude of rebel prifoners in the New Goal, 
Soutbtoark, Twenty-one prifooers, in cu* 
ftody of two meflTengers, were carried un- 
der a ftrong guard of foldiert to tlie court at 
St. Afargaret'* hill, to give evidence againft 
feveral other rebels. Eleven coaches full of 
rebels arrived in town from the north, and 
were committed to thecuilody of naeilengers. 

June 26. Two of the rebel prifoners, P#- 
ter Afofi and Charles Holker, both of M^a- 
cbeficr, efcaped out of Newgate. 

Junez-j, The Houfe ol Lords received 
the report from the committee appointed to 
fearch precedents for trial of criminal peers, 
with the feveral refoluiions. Ordered, that 
an addrr fs be prei'cnted to his Majefty, to 
dcfire that he will be pleafed to appoint a 
lord high fteward, to continue during the 
trials of the earls of Kilmamoek, Cromartk 
and lord Balmerinoy and that a place may be 
prepared in Weftminfter-hall for the (aid 
trials; that the faid lords have notice to 
prepare for their trials upon the aSth of 
July ; that the Lord Chancellor do (end 
circular letters (giving twenty days notice} 
to all peers in town and country to attend in 
their robes, and that none be excufed their 
attendant;, unlefs prevented by ficknefi 
or other bodily infirmities. The trials were 
to be in Wedminfter Hall becaufe the Honie 
of Peers would be too clofe. As the pro- 
ceedings were by indictment and not im« 
peachment, no fcaflblding was ordered for 
the commons. 

. June 30. Among the witneiTes agaioft

Mr. Murrey f the Pretender*i fecre* 
tary, and were witn him till two o'clock ia 
the morning. 

July 25. Arrived at Kenjingtou fnat 
Scotland, about two in the afternoon, his 
Royal Highnefs the duke of Cumberland* 
As foon as it wu known, all the bells is 
the city of London and fFe/hrinJler nn§, 
and at evening were illuminations and bon* 
fires, with continual firing of gona lor 
feveral hours, and all demonfbations of the 
greateft joy from people of all ranks. 

An expedition to Cape Breton was refum* 
ed, and admiral Leftock appointed to com* 
mand the fleet, and general Sinclair the 
land forces, who were all on board, and 
waited at Fort/mouth for a fair wind.

goTcrnor iViUiamfcn and another gentleman 
captain of the guard in the firft; the eari of 
Cromart'Uf attended by captain Marjball^ 
in tbc fecond, and lord Balmetino, attended 
by Mr. FowIcTf gentleman gaoler, who had 
the axe covered by him, in the third, under 
a ftrong guard of foot foldiers to Weftmin- 
fter-hall, where the lord high fteward and 
the peers having taken their feats, procla- 
mation was made for the lieutenant of the 
Tower of Londom to return the precept to 
lam direded, with the bodies of the pri- 
Ibners 1 which done, the gentleman goaler 
of the Tower brought his prifoners to the 

bar; and the proclamation was made for 
the King*a evidence to come forth. The 

King*s counle], by his grace's diredioa, 

opened the indictment, then his grace mo- 

-ved the Houft, that he might advance 

forwards for the better hearing of the evi- 

dence, (which being done, fPlUiam earl of 

XUinamock was brought to the bar) and his 

bill of indidtment for high treafon read, to 

which his lordihip pleaded guilty, and de- 

lired to be recommended to his Majefty for 

nercy. Then Ge^rgt earl of Cromart'u was 

brought to the bar, f^c. who alfo pleaded 

guilty, and prayed for mercy. After which 

Arthur lord Balmerino was brought to the 

bar, &c» who pleaded not guilty, alledging 

that he was not at CariiJU at the time fpe- 

cified in the iadi^xnent, whereuppn fix 

witnefles for the crown were called in 

and examined, wbofe evidence was di- 

fiin^ly repeated by the reading clerk, 

proving that hit lordfliip entered CarliJU, 

(though not the fame day) fword in hand, 

at the head of a regiment called by his name 

Elpbitifi9»^% horfc. To this he made an 

exception^ which was over-ruled. The 

lord high fteward then aflced him, if he had 

any witnefs, or any thing further to ofler in 

his defence.

Written notice was given them to bring 
what they might have to ofter in arreft of 
judgment. There were 136 peers pre- 
fent. 

ywly 30. The lord high fteward went 
to Weftminfter-hall attended as before 1 and 
the prifoners being brought again belbrt 
their peers, the eari of JObmarnock made a 
very elegant and pathetic fpeech, whidi 
was much admired, to move their lordflupi 
to intercede for him with his Ma/efty^ 
the earl of Cromart'u fpoke alfo to the fame 
eft'ed : but lord Balmerotu pleaded in arreft 
of judgment, that his indidment was found 
in the county of Surrey^ and, this bdng a 
point of law, defired that he might be al- 
lowed counfel to argue it, upon which the 
lords adjourned to their chamber, to coa<> 
fider of, .and foon after returned ; ordered 
his plea to be argued on Friday foUowingy 
and appointed Meflrs. WilhralHam and Fsr- 
rtjler for his counfel. 

About eleven o^clock, were, purfoantta 
their fentences, conveyed on three hurdles 
from the New-goal, Seutbtvark, to K»- 
nington gallows, attending by a ftrong party 
of foldiers, Francis Tonvnlty, Georwt Fletcher, 
Thomas Chadwick, J^nm DawGm^ Thmai 
Deacon, John Barwich, Amdrevf BkU, 
Thomas Siddall, and Thomas DavldBUrfaUf 
(the eight other condemned rebels haag 
refpited for three weeks.) A pile of faggots 
and a block were placed near the gi^loiirs; 
and while the prifoners were removing ftsai 
the fledges into a cart drawn under the tree 
for that purpofe, the faggots were fet oa 
fire, and the guards formed a circle rooad 
the place of execution. When they hid 
fpcnt near an hour in their devotions, though 
not attended by any clergyman, they feve* 
rally delivered papers to the flieriflT, and were 
foon after turned oft*: when they had hung 
about five minutes, Mr. Tovmley was cot 
down, his body, not being quite dead) be- 
ing fttipped and laid upon the block, the 
hangman with a cleaver fevered his head 
from his body, which were put into a 
coffin i then taking out the bowels and 

heanj 
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iieart, threw them into the fire : hs then 
proceeded to the next, cutting them down, 
beheading and diibowelling them one by one, 
In the fame manner as the firft ; when the 
heart of the laft was put into the fire, the 
cxecationer cned out, « God fave king 
George f^ at which the multitude offpcAatort 
gave a great ihout. The heads and bodies 
were conveyed back in coffins to the prifon 
from whence they came : they behaved in 
a loanner fuitable to their unhappy circom- 
ftances, all of them feeming calm and com- 
pofedf though none fbed tears. Three of 
their heads were to be fet up, via;. Met' 
Mii*s upon TempU-'bary townleft at Car" 
iifit^ and SidJaii's at AUnctefter.

Anfuf i« The lord high fteward, and 
the peers being come to Weftminfter-hall, 
the three rebel lords were brought to the 
bar, unth the axe carried before them. 
Thai the earl of Kilmarnock and earl of 
Cremartk were fe parately afked, if they had 
any thing to propofe why judgment fhould 
DOt be iMiTed upon them ^ to which they 
anCwercd in the negative. Then his grace 
iaformed lord Balmerino that, having ftarted 
an o^c^on, defired counfel, and had their 
affiftancCy he was now to make nfe of it, if 
he thought fit, to argue that point. His 
lordihip anfwered, he was forry for the 
Crovble he had given his grace and the 
ptcn \ that he would not have Ukcn that 



ftep, if he had not been perfuaded there 
was fome ground for the obje^ion; but 
that his counfel having fatisfied him ther« 
was nothing in it that could tend to hie 
fervice, he declined having them heard, 
fubmitted to the court, and was refolved to 
rely upon his Majcfty^s mercy. 

His grace then made a fpeech to the pri- 
foners, almoft to the fame elVcdl as that pro- 
nounced by earl Cow/rr in 1716. Butasthia 
rebellion was oppofed with mure unanimity 
and ceal than the laft, his grace took occa- 
fion to ohferve to their lordfliips, that the 
beginnings of the rebellion « were to weak 
and unpromiiing, as to be capable of fe- 
ducing none but the moft infe6!ed and 
willing minds to join in fo defperate an 
enterprise. That it was impoflible even 
for the party of the rebels to be (o incon« 
fiderate or vain, as to imagine, that the 
body of this free people, bleft in the enjoy- 
ment of all their rights, both civil and 
religious, under his Majefty *s prote£(ion{ 
fecure in the profpe^l of tranfmittlng them 
fafe to their pofterity, under the Proteftant 
fucceOion in his royal houfc, would not rife 
up, as one man, to oppofe and crufli fo 
flagitious, io deftru£live, and fo unpro- 
voked an attempt. Accordingly the rebels 
foon faw his Majefly*s faithful fubje£ts» 
confcious both of their duty and intereft, 
contending to outdo one another in demon- 
ftrations of their zeal and vigour in his 
fervice. Men of property, of all ranks and 
orders, crowded in with liberal fubfcriptions, 
of their own motion, beyond the examples 
of former times, and uncompelled by an/ 
law } and yet in the moft legal and war- 
rantable manner, notwithftanding what has 
been ignorantly and prefumptuoufly fug- 
gefted to the contrary.** His lordfliip con- 
cluded thus: *< It has been his Majefty*! 
juftice to bring your lordfliips to a legal 
trial t and it has been his wifdom to fhew, 
that, as a fmall part of his national forces 
was tufficient to fubdue the rebel army in 
the field, fothe ordinary courfc of his lawt 
is ftrong enough to bring even their chiefi 
to juftice." 

Then, after a (hort paufe, his grace pro- 
nounced fentence asin cafes of high treafon. 
Afterwards breaking his ftaff, pot an end 
the commifTion. 

Yefterday the judges fat at the court- 
houfe on St. Margareft Hill for the trial 
of the Scotch rebel officers ; when Jfltntt 
Ntcbclfon, lieutenant in the duke of Perth^ 
regiment (who broke the capitulation st 
Cariijlet by endeavouring to cfcaps over the 

walls 
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wilU) Old thmU M^Diuitdf a captain in 
Kepp^cli'^ r^fimanty ware boog ht to the 
bar> one after aaothefy and pleaded gtitlCyt 
becging to be recommtDded to bit Majefty*s 
mercy. Next, Almmtitr B/tGrwtber the 
elder, a captain in Ptrtb** tegiiiient, pleaded 
not guilty, and that he waa forced} bat 
after a trial of three hourt, not being able 
to prove the force, he wu brought in guilty 
of high treafon* 

Am^wp s. The court met again on St. 
Jdsrgsrk't UlU for the trial of the rebelij 
when ysmn Strmttm^ late a forgeon in the 
rebel army at CarRfit waa brought on hit 
trial { but none of the witnefiea proring 
that he bore arms, and It appearing that he 
was forced into the (ervice, he was ac- 
quitted, and immediately dticharged. Wther 
OgiMe» lieutenant in lord Ltmtt Gordim*t 
regiment, pleaded guilty. The counfel for 
the prifonert moved in ancft of judgment, 
but after fome ftort argumenta, the motion 
was over«ruled« Then the lord chief juftice 
§flUa made, a very pathetic fpeech, which 
drew teara foom many of the auditort, at 
the end of which he pronounced fentence. 

The heads of towwirf and Fkttbir were 
lixed on Tem^t-hsr, thofe of Chtdmkkt 
Ssrvfieif Dtaum and Sjddsl^ were pre- 
ferved in fpirits to be carried to MoMeht/itr, 
and there fot up in proper places, T«we- 
Uyi^i body was buried at PautrM from an 
UQdertaicer*s, and the heads of the others 
with their bodies were buried all together 
under the direflion of the keeper of the 
New Goaly who had a warrant for that 
purpofe. 

The papers and records were removed

hundred failon and fiihermen, who vrare 
thrown upon knd with their veftcia. The 
lofs of the king of Sptm vras ineperaUe^ 
both in regard to the fettkmeot, and tha 
vaft treafure laid up there during the war, 
which was not to be brought to Eunfi till 
after a peace. 

Lhia had been twice before a1moftde« 
ftroyed by earthquakes { firft in 1586, and 
alfo in OShher 1687. The Utter of theiis 
ihocks was fo dreadful, that thbk who 
felt it 150 leagues at fea, affirm, that it} 
frightened the whok Aip*s company, whc 
thanght they had ftncfc upoa aiodc, an< 
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^mxt eoBvineed of the contrary only br 
Aninding . The water was mixed wita

The Pretender lately publiflied a manifefto 
in the Highlands of Scotland, by his frienda 
lately relanded there, in which, among 
many other things, he declared that his laft 
expedition was only on the invitation of a 
few private friends, but that the next time 
he flionld come with a powerful fofciga 
force. 

April 2. The Sheriffs of Zonini received a 
warrant, in a letter from the duke of New* 
eajlle, for the execution of lord Luvat on 
the 9th, intioMting that it was expeded 
they would expofe the head at tha four 
comers of the fcaflfbld, as ufual.

fee room leaped out of the window, who 
with feveral paffing by were much hurt, 
' but the fire was prevented from fpreading. 

j^ril 9. The day fixed for the execution 
ef lord Lovatf he waked about three in the 
snorning, and was heard to pray with great 
devotion j at five he rofe, called for a glafs 
of wine and water as ufual, appeared chear- 
fnl, fat and read till feven, and then drank 
another glafs of wine and water ; at eight 
he defired his wig might be fent, that the 
barber might have time to comb it genteely, 
and provided himfelf with a purfe to hold 
' the money which he intended for the exe- 
cutioner. 

At about half an hour after nine his 
lordihip eat very heartily of minced veal, 
ordering coffee and chocolate for his friends, 
whofe healths he drank in wine and water. 

About eleven the HieriiFs fent to demand 
his body, upon which he defired the gen- 
tlemen to retire for a few moments, while 
he faid a prayer, and this being immediate- 
ly complied withy he prefently called for 
them again, faying <* I am ready.** 

At the bottom of the firft pair of ftairs 
general fVtlliamJm invited him into his rooms 
to red himfelf, which he accepted, and on 
• his entrance paid his refpedts to the com- 
pany politely, and talked freely : he de- 
fired of the General, in French, that he might 
take leave of his lady, and thank her for 
her civilities : but the General told his Lord- 
ihip in the f-me language, that (he was too 
much affe^ed with his Lord(hip*s misfor- 
tunes to bear the fhock of feeing him^ and 
therefore hoped his Lordihip would excufe 
her. He then took his leave, and proceed- 
ed \ at the door he bowed to the fpeflators, 
mnd was conveyed from thence to the oat- 
ward gate, in the Governor's coach, where 
he was delivered to the iheriffs, who con- 
duced him in another coach to the houfe 
(hired for the two fomaer lords) near the 
icaffold, in which was a room lined with 
black cluth, and hung with fconces for his 
reception. 

His friends were at fitft denied entrance, 
but upon application made by his Lordfhip 
to the fherifi^s for their admittance, it was 
granted. Soon after his Lordfhip addrefiing 
himfelf to the fheriffs, thanked them for 
the faveur^ and taking a paper out of his 



pocket delivered it to one of theiii» ^png 
he ihould make no fpeechy and that thay 
might give the word of commaad vhea 
they pleafed. 

A gentleman preient beginning to read a 
prayer to his Lordfhip while he was fitting, 
he called one of the warden to help him ujiy 
that he might kneel : he then prayed fi« 
lently a fhort dme, and was afterwards fst 
again in his chair ; being afked by one of 
the fherifTs, if he would refi*efii himfelf with 
a glafs of wine, he declined it, bcca\i(e.no 
warm water could be had to mix wi& it^ 
and took a little Dumt brandy and bittera 
in its flead. 

He defired that his cloaths might be de« 
livered to his friends with his corpfe, and 
faid that for that reafon he fliould give the 
executioner ten guineas. 

He alfo defired of the iherifFt that his 
head might be received in a cloth^ and pot 
into the coffin, which theiherifis after con- 
ferring with forae gentlemen preieo^ pro- 
mifed fhould be done \ and that the holding 
up the head at the corners of the fcafl^old 
ihould be difpenfed with, as it had been of 
late years at the execution of lordly as they 
had no written order to the contrary, in the 
warrant, and without it ought be liable to 
cenfure. 

When his Lordfhip was going np the ftepa 
to the fcafFold afTifled by two warders, he 
looked round, and feeing fo great a concoorfe 
of people, ** God fave us (faya he) why 
fhould there be fuch a buflle about taking 
off an old grey head, that cannot go up 
three ileps without three bodies to fupport 
it." 

Turning about and obferving one of hii 
friends much deje^cd, he clapped him on 
the fhouldcr, faying, " Chear up thy heart, 
man, I am not ^fraid, why fhould yuu ?** 

As foon as he came upon the fca^old, he 
afked for the executioner, and prefented hun 
with ten guineas in a purfe ; then dcfiriog 
to fee the ax, he felt the edge, and fiud he 
believed it would do. 

Soon after he rofe from the chair, which 
was placed for him, and looked at his cof* 
fin, on which was written, Simon D^mhmt 
Frajer de Lcvat, decollat, April 9, 1747^ 
JEtat fua 80. 

He then fat down again and repeated 
from Horace* 

Dulce et decorum pro patr'ta meri» 
and afterwards from Onnd, 
Nam genus et proavos, et qua ncnfeciwutt tpft 
Vix ea ncjiro ^occ 

He then defired all the people to ft and off*, 

except 
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%ttep| fih two vifdeity who Aipported bis 
liordfliip while he fdd a pnyerf after 
wMeh he cilied hit folicttor and agent in 
Sctthmd^ Mr. fTtttum Frafir^ and prefirnt- 
log his gold- headed cane, faid, ** I delirer 

SI this cane, in token of my fenfe of your 
thfol Jenricety and of my committing 
to joa all the power I have apon earth,*' 
mod then embraced him. He alfo called 
Mr. Jamet Traftti and (aid, « My dear 
Jmmf I am going to heaven, bnt you muft 
continue to crawl a little longer in this evil 
world.** And Uking leave of both, he de- 
livered hit hat, wig and cloathsto Mr. JVti' 
Msm FraftTp and defired him to fee that the 
executioner did not touch them $ he order- 
ed his cap to be put on, and unloofing hit 
neckcloth and the collar of hit ihirt, he 
kneeled down at the block, and pulled the 
cloth which wli to receive hit head clofe 
to him. 

But being placed too near the block, tbe 
executioner defired him to remove a little 
further back, which with the wardert af- 
£ftance wat immediately done, and his 
neck being properly placed, he told the exe- 
cutioner he would fay (a ihort prayer, end 
then give the fignal by dropping his hand- 
kerchief. In this pofture he remained 
about half a minute, and then^ throwing 
llit handkerchitf on the floor, the execu- 
tioner at one blow fevered hit head from his 
. body, which wat received in the cloth, and 
- togeUier with hit body put into the coffin, 
and carried in a hearfe back to the Tower, 
where it remained till four o*clock, and 
wat then taken away by an undertaker, 
in order to be fent to Scotland, and depofited 
In hit own tomb In the church of Kirkill\ 
but leave not being given as wa8expeAed,it 
was again brought back to the Tower, and 
interred near the bodies of the other lords. 

His Lord(bip profefled himfelf a papift, 
and at his requeft was attended by Mr. 
Baker, belonging to the Sardlnuin ambaHa- 
dor; and though he inAftedmuchon tbe fer- 
vicet he had done the prefent royal family, 
in X7I5> yet he decDired but a few days be- 
fore his death, that he had been concerned 
in all the fchemes formed for reftoring the 
houfe of Stwartf flnce he wat fifteen yeart 
old. 

Juft before he came from the Tower, a 
fcaffblding by the Ship alehoufe near Bark- 
ing jUley, buih from that houfe in many 
ftories, with near loco perfont on it, fell 
down all at once, by which about eight or 
ten perfont were killed on the fpot, and 
nany had their arms and legs broke. Ten 
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feifofw died the ncft itf of their brutfeti 
in the Louden Infirmary and St. Tbomat^9 
Hofpital, at did the mafter carpenter of the 
fcaffbld, and his wifci who were felling 
beer underneath when it fell. 

Came an account of an engagement lA 
the Eafi Indies, between capt. Peyftn in the 
Midway, 60 gum, the Prefion, 50 gunt^ 
lord Nortbejk | the Harwich, 50 gons, capt* 
Carteret i the H^mcbeljea, 50 guns, lord

Jtpril^, Thit day the admirals >fir/cii and 
Warren, with eleven fail of men of war 
from Spitbead, were ofi Plymouth, and were 
joined by the fleet which lay in the Sound^ 
and proceeded immediately to fea. 

April 14. A great body of the moft effli<* 
nent merchanti in London waited on th^ 
right honourable the lords of the Admiralty, 
with a petition, praying for a farther pro* 
tedlion of their trade, &c. Their lordftips 
received them in a moft obliging and polita 
manner, and aflEiired them, that nothing 
ihould be wanting on their parts. 

About this timera Frtnch privateer fell 
in with xhcLiJhon fleet, and took feveral of 
them. 

Count Tabemaci, a Spanifk nobleman^ 
who refided here many years, arfived from 
Portugal, (where he had been for fome time 
to bring abont an accoitimodation between 
us and Spain) and waited on his grace the 
duke of Netocajfle, with aflTairl of gteatim* 
portance to both nations. 

April 15, The birth-day of his royal 
highnefs the duke of CMR^rrJkjr^ wal celo* 
brated with great rejoicing, when his Royal 
Highnefs entered into the twenty- feventh 
year of his age.

The French coopleated the conqeeft of 
Dutch FlanderSf by taking Hulft and Axeli 
the fort of Sandherg which covered Ea^ 
was defended with great refoiution^ perdca- 
larly by the royal Scotch regiment, who loft 
their major Sir CharUt Er/ksme, and many 
others. This fort being loft, the Engl^ 
under lord John Murray, in die abfience d 
general Fuller, retreated to W^hoorda, 
where the next day they embarkedy by eider 
of the duke of Cumherland^ who arrived too 
bte to fuccour HulB, which furrendered 
the (ame day, the Governor being allowed 
to march out with three pieces of cannon, 
and 400 men, the reft remaining prilbnexs 
of war. The French then took pOflefBon 
of Axel tn^ Temeufe, and had got icadya 
vaft number of flat bottomed boats for a de- 
fcent on the iflands of Zealand \ but the 
Prince Stadtholder having prepared for their 
reception, and commodore ilfi/r^^/ with the 
Englifi fquadron being flationed to intercept 
them, their enterprise was fhiftrated, and 
the forces defigned for ity and thofe under < 
the duke de Clermont, with part of the gar- 
rifon of Antwerp^ were ordered by const 
Saxe to the grand army* under his com- 
mand, for fear of an attack from the duke 
of Cumberland, who was advanced between 
the two Nethes and had made a general fi- 
rage quiteto the pickets of the Frenchcttof, 
The king of Fran^ arrived foon after to 
give battle. 

CoxxntSaxe having been pleafed to djf 
that he thought the duke of Ctmtherland the 
greateft general of the age i for that he had 
maintained 100,000 men on a fpot of grouod 
where he ftiould not have thought of feed- 
ing fo many rabbits ; the Duke hearing 
of it, replied, that his men wtre. well 
enough fed to fight the French on any 
ground. 

May I. The foundation ftone for a 
chapel to the Foundling-hofpiul in Lamb^s^ 
Conduit-folds, was laid by Theodore yacobfte, 
efq. on which was a plate with the follow- 
ing infcription : 

« The foundation of this chapel was laid 
the I ft day of May, anno done, I747> and 
in the 20th year of the reign of his moft 
facred Majefty George II.** 

A great concourfe of the nobility aad 
ladies of diftin^on attended, and wetc at 
the breakfafting given by the governors;

May 5* At the sehearial of the mufic

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fn the feaft of the fons of the clergy, were 
prefeiit their royal highneflca prince George 
and prince Edward in a coach of ftate and 
fix horfes richly drelTed in orange coloured 
ribbons, efcortel by a party of horfe gre- 
judiert and life-guards* There was a grand 
appearance of nobility, and the colle^on 
amounted to 480/. ( 120/. more than the laft 
year) of which ico/. in a bank note was 
{^▼en by the princes. The next day the 
Htwards waited on the prince oiH^aUi with 
an addreis of thanks for the honour done 
tliem. 

Mr* baron RtfnoU and Mr. baron Crpve, 
went tu the court-houfe at St* Margaret's' 
bill, SwUwarki Peter TbeohaUf ind Henry 
Hallf efqrt. two others in the K.ing*s com- 
niffion for the trial of the rebel prifoners^ 
were alfo prefent, and the court adjourned 
to the 18 th $ when they met> and farther 
adjourned to yuly 3* 

The fame day, Sir James Kiniock, hart, 
and his two brothers, Charles and jilexander^ 
who were under fentence of death in the 
Hew-goal, Soutbwarkf for high treafon^ 
were difcharged from that prifon by an 
order from his grace the duke ofNewcafi/e^ 
and delivered into the cuftody of one of his 
Majefty*s meflfengers* 

May 7* At the anniverfary feaft of the 
fons of the clergy, the col legion at St. 
FauFt and the hall amounted to 1050/. the 
greateft etrer known. 

May 16. Came the news of taking the 
French fleet off Cape Finifter, for which the 
Park and Tower guns were fired, and the 
evening concluded with bonfires, illumina- 
tions, ringing of bells, and all other demon- 
flnuions of joy. 

A perpetuity pafTed the great feal about 
this time, incorporating ^he bifhop of Len- 
den, the archdeacon of Ej/ex, the arch- 
deacon of St, Albans, and many others, into 
one body politic, for the relief of poor 
clergymen^s widows and children, within 
thediocefeof X.oiii/off, and to hold in mortv 
main lands of 1 500/. per ann» 

M. Boffon, lately made an extraordinary 
difcovery in France of a fpeculum, which fet 
obje£ls on fire at the diftance of one hundred 
and twenty yards, bad alfo written a diiTer- 
tatton, to prove, that there is nothing ei« 
ther falfe or abfiard in the account we have 
of the burning of the Roman ihips at tbe 
fiege of Sfracufe, by Archimedes ; which 
difcourfeof his was highly applauded in the 
academy of fciences. There were already 
at Paris feven mirrors efteemed the fineft 
in Eurefe* Firft, That miide by the Sicur 



VilUtte at Zyoffi, which is krpt at the Royal 
library, is of metal, and bums by reflexion. . 
Second, Another by the iame hand, forty- 
three inches in diameter. Third, That of 
the Sieur de la Garoufiey a gentleman of, 
Slnercy^ fixty-one inches in diameter, and 
is kept at the Obfervatory. Fourth, Tha 
Saxon mirror, made by the famous M. 
Tfchembaus, is of copper, and bigger than 
any of thofeabove-mentioaed. Fifth, Ano- 
ther of glafs by the fame hand, which burnt 
by refraaion. Sixth, The mirror of Or- 
leems, made for the late duke Regent, by 
the fame TfcbembaitSt the focus of which 
is at twelve feet difUnce, and has been 
hitherto efteemed inimitable. Seventh, That 
of the celebrated Haertjoeker, which is of 
glafs, and wu made in the year 1704. 

From New England we learnt, that 700 
of the North American troops who marched 
from Bofton in the winter, in order to awe 
the French inhabitants about Menis, a fort 
between Annapolis Royal and Canada^ had . 
been Airprized by the French, and all killed 
or taken* ' 

One of the coalpits belonging to Sir 
Janus Lovfther near Hn»itehaven in Cumber-' n 
land, being fet on fire by the carelefTnefs of 
a boy, burnt with great fury, and com- 
municating itfelf to fix pits, became a very 
ihocking f^ene, prodigious quantities of 
fmoak, earth, pieces of timber, and ma- 
terials ufed in the work, being continually 
thrown out, with an inconceirable noife, 
and ihaking of the earth, fo that the inha- 
bitanU were in fear for their houfes. 

Admiral Anfon waited on the King, 
when his Majefly was pleafed to fay, *< Sir» 
you have done nqe great fervice \ I thank 
you ; and defire you to thank, in my name, 
all the officers and private men, for their 
bravery and conduct, with which I am 
well pleafed.** His Majefty converfed with 
him in his dofet, and in public, a long 
time. 

May zi. At a court of common-coun- 
cil held at Guildhall, an order was madf 
for difcharging thofe gentlemen that had 
been hitherto named by former Lord Mayors 
to the office of fheriffs of this city and 
county of Middlefex, from being put up aC 
the common-half, by virtue of that nomi- 
nation. The prefent Lord Mayor nomi^ 
nated none. 

May 23. The flatue of Sir John Bar» 
nardf knight and alderman, and one of the 
reprefenucives of the city of London, was 
fet up in the fouth-weft corner of the Roy4 
Exchange.

Fortfn-.cutb, The Monmouth had alfo taken 
the King Dai id from BourJeaux, and the 
Charming Sufan from Rocbel.^e, bound to 
Cayenne, with proviftons and merchandize, 
and the Orient for Rocbelle, bound to 
Martinico\ the two former were brought 
Into Plymouth, 

The French computed their lofs by this 
defeat, at a million and a half /^erling. 
Four thoufand men were made prifoners ; 
and by this one blow of our brave admiral;, 
we quite demoliflied two French expeditions, 
v>ne to the Eafi Indies, and the other to 
jimerica 5 either of which, had it fucceeded, 
xnuft have been very prejudicial to this 
country.

The invafion made by Fraact upon the 
territories of the States General of the 
Voited Provinces, has had • difoent tSU€t 
ftmn what our enemies promiied themfeUea 
from it. The Toluntary and fpeedy fnccour 
vhich I fent on that occaiion was received 
with the utmoftjoy, and has been of great 
nfe; and the States have thereupon not 
only refolved on a great augmentation of 
their forces, which is a£lually making, but 
have taken fuch fteps as muft convince our 
enemies, -how determined they are vigo- 
lottily to fupport their own independency, 
and the inteitfts of the common caufe. I 
liave the peculiar fatisfadion to acquaint 
yoa, that die union between Grtat^BrMn 
atod the repnUic, fo neceflory for both na- 
tions, was never more cordial, or better 
cibbUihed, than it is \t prefent* 

<< The fignal fuccefs which, by the 
Ueffing of God, has already attended my 
fleet, has happily difappointed fome very 
pernicious proje&s of our enemies; and 
given a confiderable blow to thdr naval 
Arength, as well as to their commerce; 
which will be the moft probable means of 
reducing them to reafon. This is the 
great objeft which I have at heart ; the 
fole view of all my meafures being to put an 
end to the calamities of war, by a fafe and 
honourable peace.

** I muft acknowledge in a particular 
manner the seal and application, with

There were 4100 Frencb pri- 
fooers at Plymoutb, 

The antient city of Hereulaneum, related 
hyPUny to be buried in the afhes which if- 
iked from mount Vejuviut about 1700 years 
fince, was difcoverea near about this time, at 
Partici, near Naples, through a paffage 150 
feet deep. The following account of it is 
extra Aed from a letter of a knight of Malta : 
« I have feen,** fays he, *' what nay be 
efteemed a fiogularity in hiffory ; .the city 
of Heracleat of whicfc Pliny fpeaks in his 
letters, that by an eruption of mount Fe^ 
fuviuSf was covered may feet deep under 
cinders, and has been by degrees difcovered 
at a place called Pertici, a country palace 
of the king of the Twe Sieirus, The city 
is entire,- the houfes hare been found per- 
fcdly furniihed, and the furniture well pre- 
fenr^. I have fecn every thing prepared 
for dinner at the time thjB eruption hap- 
pened, u bread, meal, wine, &c, all very 
ireib } utenfils, earthen veifels, tools, fil- 
ing nets of filk, not very difiercnt from 
thofe now In ufe. They have found there 
an entire theatre, with its ftatues in metal, 
and marble rellcks of the fineft aotiqoity, 
with paintings in frefco, extremely wcU 
prcferved, hot with thit finguUrity, that 
they have only two coloun. This will 
not appear nry woodcrifU to thiok who an 



acquainted with the origin of painting, be^ 
caofe it is agreed, that the firft painters ufed 
in their works only a fingle colour, which 
was nothing but a fimple crayon; after- 
wards they ufed tyro, and by degrees they 
came to intermix all kind of colours, to 
make their pi^ures more agreeable, and to 
give the better expreflion to their drapery* * 
and to their carnation. This ihcwt hoir 
precious thofe pieces arc for their anti- 
quity."

** As one of my principal views, in 
•ailing this Parliament, was, that I might 
recei^re the moft clear and certain infor- 
mation of the fenfe of my people, on the 
pofture of a/Fairs ; I was df^rous to meet 
you as early as your own convenience, at 
well as that of the puUic, would admit. 



« By the advico of my ParKamcnt, I 
entered into the war againft S^ln, in orden 
to vindicate and fecure the trade and com- 
merce of my fubje^ts* By their advice 
alfo|, and in conformity to my engagements^. 
I undertook the fopport of the empreff 
queen of Huagaty, and of the joft rights o£ 
the houfe of jtufiria. Itk refentment of thitf 
conduct, fo neceflaiy for the interefta of 
my own kingdoms and of the ancient allies 
of my crown, Frana not only declared war 
againft me, but fomented and fupportcd aft 
unnatural rebellion within this kingdoma 
In carrying onthisjuft and neceflary war^ I 
have found the moft chearfol and vigorout 
fupport from my Parliament ; and though 
the fuccefs has not been anfwera^ble to our 
wiflies, and >oft expe^tions, in th.e Xow 
Countries { vet it mufb be aUbfiiredfy to,th« 
honour of this nation, that no par*: of tht 
mtsibrtonea can be imputed to^s. 

Thefigaal fuccefles, which it has (*eafed 
God to grant us at fea, have made tht 
enemy feel the wei^t of our naval ftrength^ 
to their great lofs, and the real and folid 
advantage of this nation. This has ap* 
peared moft remarkably in the operations of 
my fleet this laft year ; which have tended 
no lefs to the honour of the Britijb fltg^ 
than to the redudion of the maritime forc« 
and commerce of France, ^he government 
of the United Provinces has, once more^ 
refumed that confiftency, which will give 
great ftrength to the common caufe ; ce* 
ment more firmly the friendlbip betweea 
this kingdom and that republic; and bo 
a lafling fecurity to our infeparable inte- 
refts. One great effect of this happy alre- 
i^tion in Helland has already appeared, in 
' the vigorous declaration lately made by th* 
States General, to the court or France % and 
the orders given by them, for committing 
hoftilities every where againft the French 
king and his fdbjedts. 

« Some overtures for a general pac^ca- 
tion have lately been made to me, on the part 
of France ; and though fome of the terma 
propofed were fuch as could not be approved, 
yet as I have had no other aim, but to 
bring about a fafe and honourable peace, I 
have (hewn the utmoft inclination to faci- 
litate it, in conjunction with my allies} 
and a congrefs is adlutilly agreed to be held 
at jitx la Cbafeilcf whither the feveral roi- 
niften will foon repair. I hope all the 
powers concerned will bring with them the 
fame difpofitions to effectuate this great 
work, on juft and reafonable conditions, 
which I fincerely havct

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** In this fituatioo, I am confident yoo 
will agree in opinion with me, that it it 
BflceiTary to be vigilant and attentive to 
•▼ery erent; and that there can be no 
teafon to eaped a good peace, but by being 
tiinily prepared to carry on a TigoroiiB and 
cft'eftual war. I therefore rely on your 
iieaity and powerful fupport, to enable me 
to profecute the war, in cafe the obftinacy 
of our enemiety in not agreeing to juft and 
and reafonable terms of accommodation, 
ihould render it unavoidable. For thit 
purpofe, I am now actually concerting the 
. necefTary meafures with my alliet i whofe 
interefts I am determined to adhere to and

tinned. The proper eftimates for the fcr-

you J and I defire you to grant me foch 
fupplies, ai your own fecurity and lafting 
welfare, and the prefent critical and im* 
portant fituatioo of affairs, require. You 
may depend on their being applied only to 
the purpofes for which they diall be given } 
and if, by the falling cut of events, any 
faving can be made, it ihall be duly ac* 
counted for. 

*• My L$rds and Gentlemen, 
*' If any further provifions (hall be found 
expedient, to render rooft effcdual the good 
laws lately made for the fecurity of the 
prefent eftaUifhment, extinguishing the 
fpirit of rebellion, and for the better clvj. 
lising, improving, and reducing into order, 
any part of the united kingdom, I depend 
on your known affe£lion tome and to your 
country, ferioufly and early to fet about fo 
good a work. I will only add, that there 
never was a conjunflure^ in which unani- 
mity, firmnefs, and diipatch, were more
